Ruth Shalit, online sexpert 


The New Republic's Ruth Shalit, trying to 
recover from a past marred by serial plagiarism 
and factual whoppers, has found a new calling: 
sex expert. The twentysomething neocon 
ingénue has signed on as a contributor for the 
brand-new webzine Nerve 
(http:/;www.nervemag.com), a New 
York-based purveyor of “literate smut.” 

Shalit’s debut column is a review of 
books by self-described sexual 
predators Candace Bushnell (Sex 
and the City ) and former 
Details columnist Anka 
Radakovich 
(Sexplorations: 

Journeys to the 

Erogenous Frontier. 

Though Shalit finds it 

“exciting” to follow 

Bushnell and 

Radakovich as they 

“prowl sex clubs, 

deflower virgins, and 

titter over the vagaries of 

male anatomy,” she stops 

considerably short of admiration. Indeed, 
Shalit ends by standing up for traditional 
gender roles, noting — with obvious relief 
— that both writers (who consider themselves 
feminists) admit their sexual aggressiveness 
scares men off as often as it attracts them. 

Nerve itself was started by two young former 
book editors, Rufus Griscom and Genevieve 
Field. Its generous helpings of artistic 
pretentiousness, hyperventilating prose, and 
pictures of naked people have arrived at an 
opportune moment. Sex-related sites are one of 
the World-Wide Web's few.money-makers. And 
with the Communications Decency Act having 
gone to its well-deserved death, the path is now 
clear for entrepreneurs with — well, nerve. 

The webzine’s first issue also features an 
essay by former surgeon general Joycelyn 
Elders on you-guessed-it (“Masturbation: it’s not 
a four-letter word, but the president fired me for 
saying it’); a 17-year-old-interview with Norman 
Mailer about theology and art (“William 
Burroughs once changed the course of 
American literature with one sentence. He said, 
‘|! see God in my asshole in the flashbulb of 
orgasm’ ”); and a remarkably puerile contribution 
by one Poppy Z. Brite, speculating on how 
much better the world would be if John Lennon 
and Paul McCartney had been lovers. 

But the highlight of the current issue is in the 
list of upcoming attractions: “Ruth Shalit 
Exposes Better Sex Videos.” The next issue of 
Nerve is scheduled to go up on July 15. Mark 
your calendars.

The Boston Globe is losing two editors 
responsible for covering something like 99.82 
percent of the earth’s land mass outside New 


England. 

Phil Bennett, the paper's foreign editor, is 
leaving for the Washington Post, where he'll be 
the deputy national editor for foreign policy, 
defense, and national security. A former Latin 
America correspondent, Bennett will conclude 
his 13-year-plus Globe career at the end of the 
month. 

And Jim Concannon, the Globe's national 

editor, will spend a year as editor of the 

Sunday Focus section. He'll be filling in for 

Chris Chinlund, who begins a 
Nieman Fellowship at Harvard 
this fall. 

“We haven't really begun 
to sort out what our options are 
yet,” says Globe executive editor 

Helen Donovan. “They're both 
really strong editors, and we’re 
going to have to get some quality 

talent in there. They're both big 
jobs.” 
= 
Though anxiety is running high in the 
Lowell Sun newsroom following Tuesday’s 
announcement that the paper will be sold to 
the Denver-based MediaNews Group, insiders 
say there’s also a sense of relief, as months of 
speculation over who would buy out the Costello 
family have finally come to an end. 

Concerns are sure to be heightened, though, 
when staffers learn more about MediaNews's 
flamboyant president, William Dean Singleton. 
The son of a poor Texas oil-field worker, 
Singleton is a 46-year-old college dropout who 
built MediaNews into the country’s 13th-largest 
newspaper group, with 137 daily and weekly 
papers. 

More to the point, Singleton 
has a reputation for cost- 
cutting and for butting 
heads with unions. He 
dramatically downsized 
the Berkshire Eagle 
when he bought it in \ 
1995, although, to be 
fair, that paper was already 
in trouble because its 
previous owners had made 
a series of bad real- 
estate investments. 

“If | had my choice 
between pleasing one 
banker or 1000 
journalists, I'd rather 
please the banker. You 
can't ruin your business over what the 
newsroom thinks,” Singleton told the American 
Journalism Review in 1995. 

Singleton’s flagship is the Denver Post, 
whose circulation he boosted to near-parity with 
the Rocky Mountain News through a series of 
aggressive moves (including a five-year salary

freeze) after purchasing it from Times Mirror. 

Singleton was in Lowell to press the flesh on 
Tuesday, and he reassured his new employees 
by naming general manager (and former editor) 
Kendall Wallace to be his publisher. Editor- 
publisher Jack Costello will remain as editor. 

“It's hard for me to picture Ken Wallace 
wrecking a newspaper,” says an admirer, Sun 
alumnus Craig Sandler, editor of State House 
News Service. 

Maybe so. But Wallace hasn't seen his new 
budget yet.

After a year in which it’s never stopped 
struggling for an identity, Slate 
(http://;www.slate.com) may slowly be finding a 
niche — as a briefing paper for the chattering 
classes. 

The latest new feature, “Today’s Papers,” is a 
daily compendium of highlights from the New 
York Times, the Washington Post, the Wall 
Street Journal, the Los Angeles Times, and USA 
Today. Compiled by Los Angeles writer Scott 
Shuger, the column is posted by 3 a.m., Sunday 
through Friday. 

“Today's Papers’ fits in with S/ate editor 
Michael Kinsley’s latest concept — “give us an 
hour and we'll give you the week” (“Don’t Quote 
Me,” News, June 27). It runs alongside such 
similar features as “The Week/The Spin” (news 


briefs), “Summary Judgment” (a review of 
reviews), and “In Other Magazines.” 
The idea works — up to a point. It's 
great to be able to spend just a few 
minutes a day catching up on what the 
national media are up to. Kind of like /mus in 


“WUE the Moming, only not as funny. 


But a steady diet of Si/ate tidbits does not a 
well-nourished news consumer make. It calls to 
mind the Woody Allen joke about the man who 
took a speed-reading course and then read War 
and Peace in half an hour. His analysis: “It’s 


about Russia.”

Writing for office 


It's hard not to read Attorney General Scott 
Harshbarger’s op-ed column in the Saturday Boston 
Globe, in which he weighed in on the multibillion-dollar 
settlement with the tobacco industry that he and fellow 
AGs reached last month, as an early salvo in his contest 
with US Representative Joe Kennedy (D-Brighton) for 
the 1998 Democratic gubernatorial nomination. 

Though he may have been acting on the purest public- 
service instincts in arguing the deal’s merits, the column 
(“What we won in tobacco deal”). shined an unmistakable 
spotlight on what is sure to be a central Harshbarger 
campaign theme: his heroic role in the tobacco war. (“The 
state attorneys general have been on the front line of this 
fight,” he wrote.) 
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Harshbarger also ripped congressional critics of the 
deal: “Congress has always had the power to do what the 
attorneys general have now done but chose not to. ... 
Congress is the group that must answer for that.” Hmm. 
Any members of Congress in particular he’d like to see on 
the defensive? 

More subtly intriguing is the way Harshbarger chose to 
describe the attorney generals’ lawsuit against the 
cigarette giants: “From the beginning, this has been a 
story of David and Goliath.” Surely Harshbarger, who 
often says of Kennedy that “No one’s entitled to be 
governor,” knows there’s no better parallel for his 


gubernatorial bid.

Killing me softly

When Dr. Jack Kevorkian isn’t busy 
ending things, he’s busy creating — 
music, that is. That’s right: Dr. Death has 
put down his scalpel and picked up the 
flute on his aptly titled musical debut A 
Very Still Life, released by Lucid Subjazz 
Records. 

Kevorkian, who penned all but one of 
the album’s 12 jazz compositions and 
painted the cover art, seems to be up- 
front about the humor of the project. 
“Bet you never knew that the man they 
call Dr. Death is a huge fan of Benny 
Goodman and Artie Shaw,” he writes in 
the liner notes, “or that the swing tune 
‘Celery Stalks at Midnight’ can always be 
counted on to make me smile.” 

Lucid Subjazz owner Chad Williams, 
on the other hand, doesn’t see the album 
as a laughing matter. 

“I love the album,” he declares. “We’re 
an indie label, and | can’t afford to put 
out an album | don’t care about.” A 
Kevorkian supporter, Williams notes that 
$4 from every CD sold will go toward 
building the first assisted-suicide clinic 
in the US. 

The surprise is that A Very Still Life 
really isn’t that bad. With numbers that 
range from the swinging “Summertooth” 
(referred to in the booklet as a “slammin’ 
driving tune”) to the somber, wrist- 
slashing title track, the album doesn’t 
deserve to be tossed into the novelty bin 
next to William Shatner’s “Lucy in the 
Sky with Diamonds.” Backing Jack is the 
impressive Morpheus Quintet, whose 
members have played in the Brian 
Seltzer Orchestra and on Guru’s 
Jazzmatazz. 

It also turns out that Still Life is not 
Kevorkian’s first foray into the world of 
music. He painted the cover art for 
Paegan Terrorist Tactics, the second 
release from Acid Bath — a death metal 
band.

PLAYING THE PONIES 
As the carousel turns 


One of the biggest summertime attractions on 
Martha’s Vineyard is the Flying Horses, America’s 
oldest active carousel, located in downtown Oak 
Bluffs. The carousel’s colorful, handmade wooden 
horses (with real horse hair!) attract more than 
200,000 riders each season. And for decades, the 
carousel has been staffed mostly by an army of 14- 
and 15-year-old employees — kids who covet 
Flying Horses jobs, work happily for cheap, 
and don’t seem to mind the amusement’s shrill, 
perpetually cranking music. To island kids, a 
Flying Horses job is a teenage status symbol. 

But a few weeks ago, it looked as if those 
perky pubescent carnies might get bucked 
from their carousel jobs. Late last month, 
Attorney General Scott Harshbarger'’s office 
notified the Flying Horses’ owner, the nonprofit 
Martha’s Vineyard Preservation Trust, that the 
carousel was in violation of state child-labor laws 
prohibiting kids under 16 from operating amusement 
rides. 

The Trust protested to the attorney general's office, 
noting that the Flying Horses are not a typical 
amusement ride but a registered historic landmark, and 
that young staffers have never been allowed to operate 
the heavy machinery. In addition, points out Trust 
director Chris Scott, losing 14- and 15-year-olds — who 
make up more than half the Flying Horses staff — would 
force a “total shutdown” of the carousel. Not to mention 
a summer uproar on the Vineyard. 

Earlier this week, Harshbarger’s office apparently 
concurred that a state crackdown wasn't a good idea and 
agreed to let the youngsters keep their carousel gigs. 
The Flying Horses are now trotting into their 122nd 
season. His island image safe, gubernatorial wanna-be 


Harshbarger now heads to the Vineyard July 18 for a 
swishy waterfront fundraiser whose co-hosts include 
actor couple (and Flying Horses supporters) Ted Danson 
and Mary Steenburgen.

Missing in action at Great Woods 


Lollapa-loser

O PRODIGY. NO Devo. No 
i Orb.

Yes, the Lollapalooza that rolled 
into Great Woods with a mainstage 
line-up of Julian and Damian Marley, 
James, Korn, Tricky, 
Snoop Doggy Dogg, Tool, 
and Orbital this past Tues- 
day was, for the first time in the trav- 
eling festival tour’s seven-year history, 
defined more by who wasn’t there 
than by who was. Two of the missing 
bands — rave wizards Prodigy and 
veteran new-wavers Devo — will be 
joining the mainstage later this month. 
The Orb dropped out of the running a 
month ago, perhaps just to alleviate 
any confusion that might ensue from 
having Orbital, Orbit, and the Orb on 
the same tour. The Blues Explosion 
were signed up for the mainstage and 
then, it’s reported, bought out of their 
contract by the Lollapalooza organiza- 
tion, for reasons that remain unclear. 
And underground rapper Dr. Octagon 
and pomo hip-hopper DJ Shadow 
were in the program but not on the 
stage. 

Those absences have come in what 
might be a make-or-break year for 
Lollapalooza — a summer filled with 
competing festival tours, from an 
edgier H.O.R.D.E. (starring Neil 
Young and Beck) and a Marilyn Man- 
son/Black Sabbath—driven Ozzfest to 
the female-fueled Lilith Fair (Sarah 
McLachlan’s brainchild) and the tech- 
no-heavy Big Top tour. It’s a combi- 
nation that already has done more to 
erode Lollapalooza’s reputa- 
tion as the big daddy of alter- 
native-rock packages than last 
year’s Metallica-led clash of 
the titans. 

The proof, as they say, was 
in the numbers. Even with the 
box office open until 7:45 
p.m. on the day of the show, 
attendance for the nine-hour 
event (2 to 11 p.m.) was just 
16,700 — several thousand 
under capacity, the first time 
ever that Lollapalooza hasn't 
sold out Great Woods. In 
contrast, this summer’s 
H.O.R.D.E. has already 
added a second Great Woods 
date. 

But less than perfect atten- 
dance was only the symptom 
of a greater ill. In past years 
the package tour that Perry 
Farrell helped launch generat- 
ed interest and excitement by 
putting together bills that 
caught bands like Pearl Jam, 
Soundgarden, the Mighty 
Mighty Bosstones, Beck, 

Hole, Tool, and even Smashing 
Pumpkins on their way up, It paid 
tribute to alterna-rock’s secret history 
by putting unlikely artists like the Je- 
sus and Mary Chain and Nick Cave 
on the mainstage, made room for a 
trailblazing veteran like George Clin- 
ton, and built a kind of tenuous con- 
sensus audience by reaching farther 
than would really be necessary if sell-

ing tickets were the only goal. There 
was always an intangible sense of risk, 
of new alliances being forged (be- 
tween artists for sure, audiences per- 
haps), even if by 92 or ’93 a loose 
formula had become apparent (one 
pasty Brit band, one hip-hop artist, a 
female-identified group, and 
three or four young, white, 
male guitar-driven outfits). 
This year’s bill felt too safe, too pre- 
dictable, too certain not to have any 
real surprises in store. The big draws 
— LA’s art-damaged, prog-metal 
monsters Tool, gangsta rapper Snoop 
Doggy Dogg, and grunge-funksters 
Korn — have already peaked and/or 
gotten wide-ranging exposure. Tool 
are Lollapalooza veterans. They deliv- 
ered a pumped-up if somewhat numb- 
ing barrage of guitar chords that rip- 


pled and twitched like flexing muscles, 
two kick drums that throbbed with the 
intensity of a charging mastodon’s 
heart, and tough, sinewy bass lines. 
But at least they came out in style, 
with shirtless bassist Justin Chancellor 
painted Incredible Hulk green, gui- 
tarist Adam Jones in Blue Man Group 
blue, and tortured vocalist Maynard 
James Keenan wearing a stuffed bra, 
white hotpants, knee socks, black 
heels, and a face painted white in the 
shape of a Greek tragedy mask. 
(Keenan’s girlie get-up made Tool the 


show's only female-fronted band.) 
Korn, who arrived riding bicycles 
and drew the biggest response from 
the crowd all day, were relentlessly 
awful. Their cheap imitation of early 
Beastie Boys brat rap and Faith No 
More bubble-grunge funk metal was 
redeemed only by the band’s un- 
abashed willingness to be nothing 
more than a witless crowd pleaser. 
Snoop tried some crowd pleasing 
himself, but his laid-back rapping style 
isn’t nearly as compelling live as it is 
on CD. Still, he fared better than fel- 
low rapper Tricky, who proved in a 
club tour earlier this year that even 
with a back-up band he has a talent 
for not connecting with an audience.

Yet during the question period, Gephardt 
repeatedly returns to the tax-cut issue, not 
the happy-days talk. He keeps touching the 
hart, his palm sliding across the bars repre- 
enting the lower 80 percent, as if he’s mak- 
ing contact with them: “There are people 
working hard and not getting ahead. .. .

Boos as- 
cend from the audience. Gingrich smirks: “Now, I believe I 
an say... that whatever you have donated . . . is a tiny to- 
ken of what it has saved you.”

ic Leadership Council? The party leader who 
sucked up more than a million dollars last 
election in business contributions? 

The short answer: well, yes . . . sort of. 
The keepers of conventional wisdom 
have anointed Gephardt the foe of Demo- 
cratic heir presumptive Al Gore. It has been 
pronounced: Gephardt will rally the wan- 
dering-in-the-desert, labor-loving lefties of 
the party against the New Democrat castle- 
keepers. The Economist dubbed him “the 
party’s top left-winger,” and the Wall Street 
Journal branded him the “Democratic alter 
ego to President Clinton” and a “defender 

of traditional party verities.” 

In recent months, Gephardt has provided 
the necessary elements for such scriptwrit- 
ing. He eloquently blasted the Clinton-GOP 
budget deal. (“This is a budget of many 
deficits. A deficit of principle, a deficit of 
fairness, a deficit of tax justice.”) He decried 
the administration’s wish to expand NAFTA, 
griping that NAFTA proponents obsess over 
intellectual-property rights while overlooking 
labor and human-rights and environmental 
concerns. He slammed the White House for 
accommodating “free-market Stalinism” by 
extending trade privileges to China. He de- 
nounced Federal Reserve chairman Alan 
Greenspan. He helped silence the bipartisan 
clucking for a readjustment in the Consumer 
Price Index — an unveiled attempt to slash 
Social Security payments. 

Political pooh-bahs have belittled these 
moves — each one an affront to Wall 
Street — as no more than the acts of a 
whatever-it-takes pol slyly positioning him- 
self for a presidential contest. National Re- 
view excoriates Gephardt as “a Beltway Jay 
Gatsby, who wiped away his past to ad- 
vance his ambitions.” The New Republic 
harrumphs, “Oh dear, oh dear, oh dear. 
Dick Gephardt is standing on principle 
again.” 

But here’s a provocative thought: what if 
Gephardt is sincere when he assails income 
disparity, trade accords that do not safe- 
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‘become the last best hope for liberals? 


guard worker rights, and lobbyists for the 
well-to-do? The question has meaning out- 
side the context of Campaign 2000. Like it 
or not, the flat tones of this son of Missouri 
have become the most-noticed progressive 
sounds in Washington. Gephardt opposes 
the budget and — presto! — a progressive 
case against the deal hits the front page. No 
politician is drawing more attention to left- 
leaning notions. A sad comment on the left, 
and an odd one on Dick Gephardt. 

Judging a politician’s sincerity is a per- 
ilous, probably pointless exercise. But 
charting Gephardt’s course in the 20 years 
he’s been in the House, especially in the 
years since his defeat in the 1988 presiden- 
tial primaries, offers perspective for evalu- 
ating his current and increasingly vocal 
populism and for considering whether this 
teacher’s pet of a politician poses a threat 
not only to Gore but to free-market corpo- 
ratists in and out of the Democratic Party. 

Until the 1988 campaign, Gephardt had 
been bunched with neolibbish Democrats 
who fancied esoteric, fine-print issues, such 
as trade and tax reform. No liberal, he had 
backed a school-prayer amendment and 
opposed abortion. He had voted against a 
minimum-wage hike and tougher clean-air 
regulation. And he had risen lickety-split 
through party ranks — a boy wonder and a 
fundraising fiend. “The congressional 
Democrats [in the early 80s] woke up and 
realized that even though Ronald Reagan 
was president, they controlled the commit- 
tees in Congress,” recalls a Democratic 
fundraiser from that time. “They leveraged 
that control with the business community 
and lobbyists. You had to pay to see a 
member, say $5000 for a committee chair. 
It wasn’t quite that explicit, and this wasn’t 
exactly a break from past practices, but un- 
der Gephardt, Tony Coelho, Tip O’Neill, 
and Jim Wright, the degree of fundraising 
efficiency increased dramatically.” 


Y 1988, Gephardt, at 47, was in the se- 
nior ranks of the political establish- 
ment. Which is why it was bizarre that as a 
presidentia candidate he railed against “the 

establishment” and vowed to “get tough 
with corporate America.” After all, he had 
flown lobbyist pals and House members to 
Iowa to boost his campaign. He decried 
stagnant wages, but his primary target was 
not influence-peddlers or corporate man- 
agers. It was Asian nations maintaining a 
trade surplus with the United States. He 
did not peddle outright xenophobia, but he 
was harvesting populist anger of both the 
thoughtful and distasteful varieties. 

He won the Iowa caucuses but could not 
sustain his campaign. An attack ad mocked 
him by listing the corporate contributors 
behind this supposed populist. Another 
portrayed him somersaulting to escape past 
positions. (For one, he had shifted to an 
abortion-rights stand.) He ran out of funds 
and his campaign fizzled. Negative images

lingered: flip-flopper, dime-store populist, 
simple-minded protectionist. And wasn’t he 
the candidate who had to fill in his eye- 
brows? How phony can you get? 

Gephardt processed the lessons. “Dick 
decided that if he ever were to run again, 
he would be better funded,” recalls David 
Dreyer, a senior Gephardt aide in the early 
90s. Gephardt also concluded he had been 
on target with populist economics but had 
overplayed the hard-edged trade motif. He 
began to refine and expand. In a 1990 
speech, Gephardt ridiculed President 
Bush’s sluggish response to changes in the 
Soviet Union and proposed sending food 
aid. He drew several favorable press no- 
tices. “People were saying, hey, this guy is 
not as nativist and provincial as we 
thought,” Dreyer remembers. “It was posi- 
tive reinforcement for him to back off the 
anti-Asia rhetoric of 1988.” 

Though a few advisers warned Gephardt 
he was too deep into working-class politics, 
he stuck to his brand of populism — in 
typically mild-mannered Gephardt fashion. 
For example, when the budget battle of 
1990 produced a-compromise, Gephardt 
— by then House majority leader — de- 
clared that he “detested” it, citing the 
plan’s “horribly unfair” middle-class tax in- 
creases and $60 billion in Medicare cuts. 
Yet he accepted the deal, so Republican 


congressional candidates would have no 
government shutdown to exploit. Populist 
principle yielded to political calculation. 

Gephardt ducked the 1992 presidential 
race. But as he had done for years, he 
called in academics and specialists to dis- 
cuss trade, labor relations, income matters. 
He visited factories, mines, corporate 
suites, schools. A former aide says 
Gephardt “was scratching his head the 
whole time. He really was looking for a sil- 
ver bullet to address the decline in the stan- 
dard of living. He still thinks a lot about his 
lower-middle-class constituents in St. 
Louis. It’s quaint.” 

At the start of the Clinton years, 
Gephardt was hopeful about his relation- 
ship with the president. Both were policy 
nerds. But as Clinton turned toward 
please-the-markets economics and differ- 
ences emerged between the two men — 
most visibly with Gephardt opposing the 
Clinton-backed NAFTA — Gephardt’s 
own politics appeared sharper. (His sup- 
port of the GATT accord, which allowed 
the World Trade Organization to challenge 
domestic laws that affect trade, such as en- 
vironmental and labor measures, did cloud 
his position on the trade front.) He began 
thinking about advancing notions neglected 
by Clinton. In 1994 he invited Barry Blue- 
stone, a professor of political economy at 
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the University of Massachusetts, to join his 
staff:temporarily to develop legislation on 
the minimum wage, corporate responsibili- 
ty, and labor-law reform. In fact, Gephardt 
wanted the first bill introduced in the next 
Congress — H.R. 1 — to be a measure 
that would bolster union organizing. 

That was not to be. With the Republicans 
in command after the 1994 GOP landslide, 
Gephardt had to change plans. There 
would be no drafting of legislation that 
GOPers could easily deep-six. Instead, 
Gephardt began to issue grand, change- 
the-debate speeches on how to make the 
economy more equitable. “I had very low 
expectations,” Bluestone says. “I figured 
Dick would be overwhelmed by keeping the 
party intact and have little chance to strike 
out in a different direction.” But Gephardt 
made time to read the policy papers Blue- 
stone prepared and think beyond the de- 
mands of the week. 


N FEBRUARY 1995, Gephardt delivered 
one of his big speeches. The unfair trade 
practices of crafty foreigners were no longer 

the paramount issue. Sounding a bit like 
Jesse Jackson, he announced that the threat 
was a globalizing economy in which Mexico, 
Malaysia, and other nations pay workers 
next to nothing while US businesses do 
whatever they can to boost short-term prof- 
its. He proposed a “Code of Conduct” for 
US corporations, under which they would 
commit to “sharing real power with work- 
ers” and accept “free trade with reasonable 
rules.” He revealed the essence of Gephardt- 
nomics: “RULES for globalization — not 
RESISTANCE to it.” The speech did not 
create much buzz in Washington. But 
Gephardt was delighted that the St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch, his hometown paper, ran a 
front-pager on it. Gephardt, says an aide, is 
“trying to ask bigger questions — what’s the 
purpose of an economy? is it more than 
about money? — and he gets accused of be- 
ing a racist or playing to the polls.” 

But Gephardt didn’t rally the tattered re- 
mains of the House Democrats around a 
rewrite of capitalism. As leader of the op- 
position, he stuck to a simpler message: the 
Republicans are cutting Medicare to pay 
for tax cuts for the rich. The line was remi- 
niscent of his attack on the budget deal of 
1990. But now political sense dictated op- 
position, not accommodation. Even though 
Washington Post editorial writers and other 
opinion manufacturers accused him of be- 
ing a “Medagogue,” he did not waver. “I 
was impressed,” says a labor official who is 
no fan of Gephardt. “He was single-mind- 
ed about going after the Republicans, de- 
spite flak from the Post.” 

Gephardt and the congressional 
Democrats created an opening through 
which the president eventually leapt — after 
polls showed it was prudent. Gephardt’s at- 
tempt to craft an accompanying positive

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platform for the Democrats was less 
successful. In mid- 1996, he and Sen- 
ate majority leader Tom Daschle pre- 
miered a lackluster Families First agen- 
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da (voluntary “fair pay” guidelines for 
corporations, a plea to industry to be 
kinder environmentally, a vague call for 
kids-only health plans). “A whimper, 
not a bang,” one House staffer calls it. 
The package was eminently forgettable, 
as was Gephardt’s bland introduction 
cf the Clintonesque, small-steps pack- 
age at a faux “town hall” meeting. 
“He’s happy being incremental,” says 
one aide. 

But though the “uncontract” ac- 
cepted the so-called realities of bal- 
anced-budget politics, Gephardt re- 
sisted the urge to follow Clinton’s lead 
on another front. Several members of 
his staff advised him to vote for last 
year’s welfare bill; Gephardt did not. 


N THE months since the 1996 elec- 
tion — when he failed to regain the 
House for the Democrats — Gephardt 

has veered further from the president. 
This past February he spent a day in 
Tijuana with US labor and environ- 
mental leaders. They visited Asian- 
owned factories that boast First World 
technology but are located down the 
road from squalid communities where 
the workers live. They saw factories 
dumping toxic waste at night into a riv- 
er where people bathe. They met work- 
ers who were arrested for protesting 


* conditions at a Hyundai plant. Accord- 


ing to these workers, after NAFTA was 
passed, the factory ordered a speed-up 
and disengaged safety equipment. 
“What NAFTA means to me,” one 
worker told the delegation, “is people 
with no hands or no fingers.” 
Gephardt did not focus on the 
Japanese or Korean companies that 
own the factories. Instead, he pointedly 
asked about the Mexican elite and gov- 
ernment policies that maintain low 
wages. “This was not your classic 
xenophobic approach,” says Carl Pope, 
head of the Sierra Club, who was on 
the Tijuana trip. “He had a very well- 
defined approach to labor rights. It was 
not knee-jerk protectionism. He said 
repeatedly that we cannot build long- 
term relations with low-wage countries 
and we need to move as many societies 
as possible to higher wages.” 

Back in Washington, Gephardt 
drafted a long letter that assailed the 
administration’s plans to expand 
NAFTA. He noted that since NAFTA, 
Mexican wages have fallen. That a 
gallon of milk in Mexico costs some 
laborers three hours’ wages. That 
Mexican workers at General Electric 
and Honeywell plants were fired for 
trying to organize independent 
unions. That more than half the US- 
based companies involved in union- 
organizing disputes have threatened 
to relocate jobs to Mexico or close 
their domestic facilities. NAFTA, 
Gephardt wrote, “simply isn’t work- 
ing.” He announced that he would not 
support new trade negotiations that 
do not treat labor rights and the envi- 
ronment as seriously as they do provi- 
sions on investment and trade. 

From bashing Asia to bemoaning 
the treatment of Mexican laborers — 
that’s something of a transformation. 
“There’s been an evolution from the 
image Gephardt had in 1988,” Blue- 
stone says. “He has always believed 
the issue is not free trade versus pro- 
tectionism. The question is, how do 
you create a trade regime in which 
workers benefit everywhere? I do 
think he’s incredibly genuine regard- 
ing income equity issues.” David 
Dreyer has observed a different evolu- 
tion: “He has grown from someone 
whose prejudices are against the exer- 
cise of government power to someone 
who wants to use government to soft- 
en the impact of the market.” 

But Gephardt’s populism is insider 
populism. “He wants to confront the 
excesses of capitalism,” notes an aide,

says an aide, but critics say he’s too boring to lead his troops. 





but he is not a confrontationalist. 
“Look at [House minority whip] David 
Bonior,” says one trade activist who 
has worked closely with Gephardt. 
“He’s willing to take on the whole con- 
cept of globalization and declare it a 
mistake. Gephardt is more cautious, 
more reformist. He’s a populist in that 
German-Lutheran way. You choose a 
course in the name of economic and 
social justice, but you proceed politely. 
He wants to stay in the margin of the 
mainstream. He feels the current sys- 
tem is fundamentally unjust. But he 
thinks about it within a smaller frame- 
work. He does not want to turn the 
system on its head.” 


F GEPHARDT is so damn mad 

about income disparity in America, 
what is he willing to do about it? He 
voted against the Clinton-GOP bud- 
get. But he did not fully organize 
against it. He often says his job is to 
hold together the fractious House 
Democratic caucus, which includes 
many who do not share his take on 
the economy. Can one be both a con- 
sensus-builder who tends to the insti- 
tutional needs of his tension-filled 
party and the advocate of unconven- 
tional views that have serious implica- 
tions for financial and political pow- 
er? Some House Democrats — on 
the left and right — gripe that 
Gephardt cannot both lead the caucus 
and be his own man on the national 
stage. “He’s taken many progressive 
positions,” says a liberal Democratic 
representative. “But he doesn’t lead. 
He doesn’t lobby for his position 
within the caucus. He sits in front of 
the weekly caucus meeting — and 
just sits there. These meetings are dis- 
mal. People come and go. Once in a 
while he rallies the troops, and when 
he does he’s very good at it. I have 
begged him to lead. You don’t get a 
reaction from him. He just looks at 
you. You’re another input into his cal- 
culations.” Labor officials, House 
staffers, and Democratic activists also 
complain about being in meetings 
with “Leader Gephardt,” looking to 
him for inspiration and being disap- 
pointed. “He’s a pretty boring guy,” 
says one former aide. 

Still, Jeff Faux, president of the la- 
bor-supported Economic Policy Insti- 
tute and a conversation partner of 
Gephardt, is impressed: “He’s gone 
on a journey that’s politically and in- 
tellectually against the tide. He under- 
stands the big economic issue: global- 
ization is undercutting the social con- 
tract.” A progressive Democratic con- 
sultant who has met with Gephardt 
says, “He is personally frustrated that 
the central economic fact — growing 
inequality and stagnant wages — has 
not translated into a new political re- 
ality and sparked a debate. He would 
like to be the person who changes 
that. But it’s a damn hard thing to do. 


And he’s not blessed with the personal 
skills to do it.” 

As the year 2000 approaches, there 
will be other claimants for the loyalty 
of the Democratic left. Gore has been 
courting labor. Jesse Jackson, Paul 
Wellstone, and John Kerry are mulling 
presidential opportunities. “But,” 
Representative Barney Frank says, 
“Gore and Gephardt are shaping up 
as natural leaders of two wings in a 
new split in the party” — global cor- 
poratists versus income defenders. “If 
Dick chooses to run,” Bluestone re- 
marks, “growth with equity will be a 
core theme. Even if he did not have 
much of a shot, I’m hoping he would 
be a standard-bearer for issues that 
are swept under the rug by the current 
political alignment.” 

Political evolution or cynical maneu- 
vering? Who can assess the soul of 
Dick Gephardt? Is it even possible to 
be an insider-populist? He’s currently 
taking stands that do not enhance his 
position within the “establishment.” 
Does he do so because it’s the only po- 
litical route available, to attract labor 
money and make real his dream of a 
fully funded campaign? Doesn’t he 
know labor’s not that rich? Perhaps re- 
cent political and economic trends have 
conspired to offer Gephardt a conve- 
nient opportunity, in which the pursuit 
of ideals is not inconsistent with ambi- 
tion. Nevertheless, contradictions re- 
main. He still hits up corporate donors 
while questioning the prerogatives of 
capital. (“When we were composing 
scathing critiques of the economy,” re- 
calls a former aide, “Gephardt never 
gave a damn about contributions. Sure, 
he’ll help Anheuser-Busch or McDon- 
nell Douglas and other district-based 
companies. And certainly if you give, 
you get a meeting. But he would take 
their money, listen to them and then do 
what he wanted to do.”) He still praises 
Clinton’s rip-roaring economy while 
decrying the income disparities it pro- 
duces. (Try putting that on a bumper 
sticker: GREAT ECONOMY — SHARE THE 
WEALTH.) He still leads an ideologically 
incoherent party while trying to buck 
powerful prevailing sentiments. 

Can Dick Gephardt effectively war 
against — okay, poke at — the glob- 
alized, corporate economy from inside 
all his boxes: the box of Congress, the 
box of party leader, the box of con- 
summate fundraiser, the box of his 
own personal limitations? In 1988 his 
campaign handlers concocted a sock 
‘em slogan, “It’s Your Fight, Too.” 
Actually, the fight is all his: Gephardt 
against his boxes. And left-leaning 
Democrats can watch how he wages 
these battles before determining 
whether his fight is theirs. |

Why did City Councilor Peggy Davis-Mullen endorse 
challenger Frank Jones? A tale of good intentions. Or bad.

N A WARM Thursday evening in late 

June, just as hundreds of easy-listen- 

ing fans were drifting toward Har- 
borlights for what would surely be a spectac- 
ular Kenny G. concert, Frank Jones’s city- 
council campaign kickoff was getting under 
way at Anthony’s Pier 4, across the harbor. 

Jones — Jamaica Plain resident, lawyer, 
civil-rights advocate, and unsuccessful 1993 
city-council candidate — is not one of the 
savvy politicians who usually frequent An- 
thony’s. Indeed, during the 17 years he has 
been in Boston, the progressive city-council 
candidate has prided himself on standing 
apart from insider politics, preferring to 
preach ideals of cooperation and racial uni- 
ty. He has a reputation for integrity and 
mild-manneredness, and a well-developed 
social conscience. In the past, Jones had 
barely even been able to bring himself to ask 
for campaign contributions. But here, in the 
upstairs room overlooking the water, was 
proof that he was finally learning. 

Then somebody showed up who was not 
from Jones's world: councilor-at-large Peg- 
gy Davis-Mullen, arguably the scrappicst 
and best campaigner Boston city politics has 
scen in recent years. Davis-Mullen’s pres- 


ence was incongruous, to say the Icast. Long 
associated with South Boston, hardball poli- 
tics, and conservative ideas, she was hardly a 
natural supporter for Jones. But her pres- 
ence was even more remarkable for the fact 
that the councilor herself is up for a tough 
re-election battle this year, a battle that will 
effectively have her and Jones competing for 
votes. 

But supporting him she was. As she'd 
been trying to tell Jones for at least a week 
before the Anthony’s event, she wanted him 
elected in November to serve beside her on 
the council. The following Monday, she 
made it official. 

PEGGY DAVIS-MULLEN ENDORSES CANDI- 
DATE FRANK JONES FOR ELECTION TO THE 
BOSTON CITY COUNCIL, blared the press re- 
lease. “Frank Jones has the experience, the 
qualifications, and the character to be an 
excellent city councilor,” Davis-Mullen’s 
endorsement read. “I need [him] as my 
colleague.” 

As endorsements go, it was unprecedent- 
ed. Completely unsolicited, for one thing. 
Not entirely welcome, cither. The whole 
thing has left some local political mavens 
scratching their heads. Her critics have de-

rided Davis-Mullen’s motives, accusing her 
of using Jones to give herself a liberal 
makeover. Davis-Mullen’s supporters main- 
tain that her endorsement of Jones is a gen- 
uine attempt to restore independent voices 
to a city council that appears to have been in 
thrall to the mayor of late. 

It’s a critical moment for both Jones and 
Davis-Mullen, who are struggling to rede- 
fine themselves in the eyes of the electorate 
as the council races gather speed. And the 
endorsement tango the two have been danc- 
ing for the last couple of weeks is a testa- 
ment to the Byzantine nature of local politics 
— proof that no matter how determined one 
may be to stand above its messiness, every- 
body gets dirty in the end. 


DIDN'T look to get anything out of this 

[endorsement],” Peggy Davis-Mullen says. 
“I'd like to see Frank Jones on the council, 
and | support his candidacy, because he is a 
man of principle.” Such men are scarce 
these days, Davis-Mullen says. She is still 
recling from last month’s budget session, in 
which Mayor Menino and his staffers put to- 
gether their own majority and, for the first 
time anyone can remember, pushed the 


city’s 1998 operating budget through the 
chamber on its first try. 

Menino made an end run around the 
council's usual power players — council 
president James Kelly, Davis-Mullen, Diane 
Modica, Maura Hennigan, and Maureen 
Feeney —- undermining them and possibly 
shifting the balance of power in the council 
permanently. Davis-Mullen says that, by 
throttling debate over the budget, Menino 
removed the only real power city councilors 
have, popping most of them right into his 
pocket. She thinks Frank Jones is unpock- 
etable. If he were elected, Davis-Mullen, 
who sees herself as the mayor's only real 
critic, wouldn’t have to fight Menino alone. 

“The biggest thing she and Frank Jones 
have in common,” Davis-Mullen campaign 
manager Jim Spencer says, “is that neither 
of them will go in there and play the insid- 
er’s game.” 

As usual, Davis-Mullen’s critics find that a 
laughable proposition, imputing to her the 
very worst of motives. Realizing her position 
in conservative South Boston was weakened 
by her support of a football stadium, and 
threatened by Mayor Menino’s ability to 
sabotage her in the election, Davis-Mullen, 
they say, went in search of new, liberal vot- 
ers and latched on to Jones. 

“Peggy's a hardball player,” says Suffolk 
Superior Court clerk-magistrate John Nucci, 
a former city councilor and long-time Davis- 
Mullen adversary. “She had trouble building 
a bridge to the liberal community, so she 
threw a lasso — right around Jones. Jones 
got sucker-punchcd by this thing.” 

Register of Probate Richard lannella, a 
former city councilor whose sister 
Suzanne will compete directly with Davis- 
Mullen for an at-large scat come Novem- 
ber, decries the endorsement as “transpar- 
ent.” She did it, lannclla says, “not be- 
cause of who Jones is, but for her own 
self-serving political reasons. She's out to 
get liberal votes. The sad part is, she’s giv- 
ing the voter no credit whatsoever.” 

Davis-Mullen, not surprisingly, demurs. 
This councilor doesn’t need to recast herself 
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as a liberal, thank you very much, because 
she already has bucketloads of progressive 
credibility. 

“I have a record I can stand on,” says 
Davis-Mullen. “I don’t need Frank Jones to 
define myself.” She points to her votes for 
breast-cancer and AIDS funding, her sup- 
port for extending health benefits to domes- 
tic partners of gay city employees, her pas- 
sion for early-childhood education. “Who is 
a friend to the gay community? Who is a 
friend to women?” she asks. “People have 
absolutely judged this book by the cover. 
They put me in a box because I’m a white, 
Irish Catholic woman from South Boston. 
People shouldn’t make assumptions. I’m a 
moderate progressive.” 

Still, it’s a bit of a stretch to suggest that 
Davis-Mullen and Jones are ideologically 
simpatico: after all, the issue with which 
Davis-Mullen has been most closely identi- 
fied for 10 years is her advocacy of neigh- 
borhood schools, which Jones describes as 
“a loaded term that carries a whole lot of 
baggage” — anti-desegregation baggage, in 
fact. And Jones firmly believes that the city is 
not ready to end busing. 

And then there was Davis-Mullen’s chal- 
lenge to affirmative-action policies. In 
March of 1995, she called for an end to the 
city’s race-based affirmative-action pro- 
grams, seeking to replace them with pro- 
grams based on financial need. She tried to 
get a question put on the council ballot to 
have the electorate vote on the merit of race, 
gender, and ethnicity preferences, a move 
that was denounced as divisive by the mayor 
and in the editorial pages of the Boston 
Globe. jones — who vehemently maintains 
that affirmative action’s time has not yet 
gone — has worked against such divisions 
since coming here 17 years ago. 

The thing is, despite their many differ- 
ences, both Jones and Davis-Mullen are try- 
ing to become more like each other. Sure, 
Davis-Mullen is pushing her liberal creden- 
tials, but she’s also trying to recast herself as 
the kind of politician who takes the high 
road, far above the selfish interests and petty 
competitiveness that usually characterize city 
politics. That kind of high-mindedness has 
always been a large part of Jones’s image. 
Jones, on the other hand, is trying to learn 
the kind of Anthony’s Pier 4 political savvy 
for which Davis-Mullen is best known. In 
this latest run for an at-large council seat, 
now that he’s converted to the stark finan- 
cial realities he’d hoped to resist in his first 
run, Jones is trying to embrace the cam- 
paign-fundraising thing. 


EITHER POLITICIAN is particularly 

comfortable in the other’s world. And 
the effect of that discomfort has been some- 
what comical. 

Holding his kickoff event at Anthony’s — 
storied hangout of well-connected Boston 
politicians, fundraiser central for decades — 
demonstrated Jones’s new willingness to 
embrace the realities of Boston politics. 

Davis-Mullen, a person who could teach 
Jones a thing or two about those realities, 
arrived with campaign consultant Jim 
Spencer in tow, the man who — only two 
years ago — had run Jones’s campaign. 
They were there, they said, to support Jones 
— had even been trying to set up a public 





endorsement for days behind the 
scenes, with little cooperation from 
Jones campaign manager David 
Vaughn. 

“We wanted to try to endorse him the 
day before the kickoff,” recalls Spencer. 
“And David Vaughn had to think about 
it. He didn’t get back to us, and we 
couldn’t reach Frank.” 

But there they were anyway, working 
the room just as Jones was doing. 
Jones staffers made it fairly clear they 
were unimpressed by the councilor’s 
presence. (But turning up at somebody 
else’s show is not something the new 
Jones would rule out, either. Back in 
April, he showed up at a South Boston 
community meeting on suicides 
chaired by — and closely identified 
with — Davis-Mullen. “This is going 
to surprise her, my showing up like 
this,” he’d said on the drive there. “But 
I’m sure she’ll understand.”) 

“I know you're going to vote for Frank,” 
Davis-Mullen told people gathered to sup- 
port Jones, according to someone who was 
present, “but I’d like you to consider me for 
one of your other votes.” Jim Spencer says 
he didn’t hear Davis-Mullen say she'd like 
Jones constituents to look kindly upon her, 
that she wasn’t there to campaign, but that 
asking for people’s other votes “is a com- 
mon thing” at such events. Before the 
speeches began, Davis-Mullen and Spencer 
left. The next day, Spencer says, Vaughn 
called him to say that Davis-Mullen was “on 
her own” on the endorsement. 

The following Monday, frustrated with 
the unenthusiastic response from Jones, 
Spencer and Davis-Mullen decided to go 
ahead and announce the endorsement 
anyway. The Globe ran a short item to say 
Jones had accepted. Jones maintains he 
had not accepted the endorsement, but 
had merely responded to a hypothetical 
scenario a Globe reporter had put to him 
days before he had any inkling of Davis- 
Mullen’s intentions. When the reporter 
called him back to say the councilor had, 
in fact, endorsed him, Jones says he was 
dumbfounded. “I said, ‘You’ve got to be 
kidding me!’ It had all been just specula- 
tion.” A couple of days later, the Herald’s 
Inside Track, dogging Davis-Mullen as 
usual, reported that Jones was indeed iffy 
about being associated with her. 

“If | were those guys, I’d be jumping 
through hoops to get an endorsement like 
this,” Spencer spits. “To have a city coun- 
cilor endorse you as an outsider? That’s a 
big boost! You start to feel a little insulted!” 

“This was a unilateral political move on 
the part of Peggy Davis-Mullen,” is 
Vaughn’s official response. “So we didn’t 
want to play a role in it one way or the 
other. That’s clearly not an acceptance of 
the endorsement.” 

Frank Jones is a little more cagey about it 
all, though he is more positive about the en- 
dorsement this week than he was before. “I 
really appreciate and thank Peggy Davis- 
Mullen for her comments about my cam- 
paign and my integrity,” says Jones. “I ac- 
cept what she said at face value. Others will 
speculate about her motives, including peo- 
ple in my campaign, but she sounds pretty 
sincere to me. I’m flattered, and | want her 
to know that.” 

But he still avoids coming right out and 
saying he accepts. 


Frank Jones is in a bit of a pickle, really. 


Part of his appeal as a candidate is that 
he’s tried to set himself apart from the 
politicking and networking. Now, his first 
publicly defined moment in this campaign 
is bound up with Davis-Mullen, and with 
both of those things. “My whole campaign 
is about trying to come together with peo- 
ple,” Jones says, distressed, when pushed 
to commit on the endorsement. “I just 
don’t want to get into a screaming match 
about this. They were very gracious words 
on Peggy Davis-Mullen’s part.” 

It’s not such a long way from Anthony’s 
Pier 4 to the uncomfortable political situa- 
tion in which Jones now find himself. Jones, 
newly converted to the realities of getting 
elected in this town, was in the game for a 
penny. Peggy Davis-Mullen made sure he 
was in for the full pound. x

The legions of decency are at work again, backing laws that would forbid state 
governments from investing in record companies that release ‘obscene’ lyrics 


Censored sensibilities

OOD NEWS: THE CITIZENS of 
te Texas are no longer “subsidizing the 
destruction of their own children.” 

Those words come from the director of a 
right-wing group called the American Fam- 
ily Association of Texas, which believes that 
the youth of America are being ruined by 
the raps of Snoop Doggy Dogg and the 
posturing of Marilyn Manson. 

Last month, Texas governor George W. 
Bush embedded this belief in the state’s 
law. 

Free-speech and music-industry groups 
howled in protest, and Willie Nelson him- 
self traveled to the state house in Austin to 
testify against the new measure, which for- 
bids the investment of any state money in 
companies linked to obscene or violent 
lyrics. Despite the righteous fuss, beginning 
in September of next year, Texas state 
agencies will be barred from investing in 
businesses with holdings of 10 percent or 
more in a company that records or pro- 
duces music “that explicitly describes, 
glamorizes or advocates” anything on a 
long list of topics, including criminal vio- 
lence, murder, assault on a police officer, 
sexual assault, gang activity, misogyny, and 
drug use. 

This law is a new tactic in the cultural

war being waged by social conservatives, 
who feel that the country’s moral fabric is 
unraveling under the influence of pop-cul- 
tural phenomena from gangsta rap to 
Ellen. Texas’s decision sets a troubling 
precedent, especially with several other 
states considering new limitations on so- 
called “obscene” music. Yes, American cul- 
ture can be ugly. But in a country whose 


Supreme Court unanimously struck down 
a law censoring the Internet, you might ex- 
pect even conservatives to understand the 
peril of politicians imposing their tastes on 
speech and art. Especially those conserva- 
tives who think it’s not government’s job to 
solve social problems. 

On its own, this law won't rearrange the 
music business: even a few million dollars 


in Texas pension-fund investments makes 
almost zero difference to the giant con- 
glomerates of the entertainment and media 
industries. But if other states follow suit, 
the money could get serious fast, and 
record labels — opponents fear — would 
begin turning their backs on controversial 
artists. 

Cooked up by Republican state senator 
Bill Ratliff, the Texas law was designed to 
target gangsta rap — whose lyrics, Ratliff 
says, “poison the minds of children.” 
Specifically, Ratliff sought to rid the state 
of its at least $15.5 million of holdings in 
the Seagram company. Seagram owns 
Universal Music Group, which holds a 50 
percent share in the Interscope music la- 
bel, which distributes Death Row records, 
on which the late Tupac Shakur rapped 
about blasting cops. 

But in trying to separate the “bad” lyrics 
from the “good,” the Texas law shows just 
how futile an exercise that is. Here we have 
a perfect example of what goes wrong 
when government tries to influence art (a 
trend that is also bringing us a congres- 
sional effort to eliminate the National En- 
dowment for the Arts). Short of the Mon- 
kees, it’s hard to imagine what acts 
wouldn't be affected by this law. The prohi- 
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bition on discussing illegal drugs wipes out about 70 percent 
of pop music right off the bat. Bob Marley’s “I Shot the 
Sheriff” is no good under the assaulting-a-police-officer 
provision. Gang activity snuffs out West Side Story. And as 
for Willie Nelson — he visited the state house partly out of 
self-preservation. 

“It doesn’t take a lawyer to figure out that this bill attacks 
a tremendous variety of music,” Nelson wrote in a letter to 
the chair of the state’s pension-investment committee, “in- 
cluding songs I have written and recorded. . . . Like a great 
many artists, | speak quite frankly with my audience. Often 
times it is the only way to talk about certain subjects and sit- 
uations that some may find unpleasant but are a very real 
part of America.” (Nelson, who also testified against the bill 
in person, notes that his classic album Red Headed Stranger 
flunks the state’s new taste test.) 

In recent years, investment politics have advanced some 
bedrock liberal causes. The clearest and grandest example, 
of course, is the role divestment played in shattering South 
Africa’s apartheid. And growing calls for divestment from to- 
bacco companies helped box the cigarette makers into the 
corner they’re in now. 

So it’s ironic to see the strategy taken up by cultural war- 
riors like William Bennett and C. Dolores Tucker (the wom- 
an behind Time Warner’s 1995 dumping of Death Row 
Records), who believe pop music is fraying the nation’s 
moral fiber. To many in the anti-obscenity crowd, kids are 
turning out rotten because of what rappers and shock-rock- 
ers are telling them over their headphones. These concerns 
aren't completely preposterous. Who can celebrate a society 
where teenagers memorize rhymes about killing police offi- 
cers? But it’s impossible to ignore the fact that in the case of 
rap, for instance, lyrics about guns and drugs followed the 
appearance of those realities in the inner city. First the drive- 
bys, then Ice Cube. Concentrating on the lyrics is a diversion 
from the problems that produce them in the first place —

problems like dissolving communities and economic malaise. 
It’s issues like these that government should be dealing with, 
not Insane Clown Posse. 

On a more practical level, the law is simply unwieldy. In 
an age of corporate carnivores, tracing the chain of owner- 
ship to determine which company owns what stake in a 
Bob. Dylan record that mentions dope-smoking is a giant 
headache for fund-managing bureaucrats. Not to mention 
that the more investment strategies are restricted, the lower 
the return will be for those pensioners whose money is be- 
ing manipulated. It’s for that reason, among others, that 
the law’s constitutionality is soon to be challenged in a 
Texas court. 

The measure’s passage, however, shows that the family- 
values crowd is learning to employ more sophisticated tac- 
tics than shooing Marilyn Manson out of the local arena. 
Denouncing shock-rock and rap at a press conference can 
put record companies on the defensive. But it’s the purse 
strings that make all the difference. For those opposed to the 
agenda of the conservative right, this new shrewdness is a 
worrisome sign. 

The Texas example will surely lend momentum to the 
culture crusades of Tucker, Bennett and company. Previous 
efforts to pass similar divestment laws in Pennsylvania and 
Maryland are expected to be renewed, and other move- 
ments are afoot as well: the Pennsylvania legislature, for in- 
stance, is considering a bill to criminalize the sale of record- 
ings with the “Parental Advisory” logo. The Louisiana legis- 
lature has passed such a law three times this decade, al- 
though each was vetoed by the governor. And last year the 
Washington state legislature passed a bill that, among other 
things, would have banned kids under 18 from buying 
recordings or attending concerts by artists whose albums 
bore advisory stickers. (The bill was vetoed by the state’s 
Democratic governor.) 

No such efforts are under way in Massachusetts at the mo- 
ment, according to Nina Crowley of the local anti-censorship 
group Mass. M.1.C. But state treasurer Joe Malone, who 
oversees pension investments, knows the divestment game; 
he’s sought to end Massachusetts’s investments in tobacco 
companies. And it doesn’t take much for a political fad — 
however wrongheaded — to catch fire. Imagine the likely 
fallout, for example, if some local teenager accused of a vio- 
lent crime turned out to be a rabid Marilyn Manson fan: a 
screaming headline in the Boston Herald and swift, righteous 
action on Beacon Hill. (For the record, the state’s pension 
fund has about $19 million of holdings in Seagram, some 
$60.1 million in Time Warner, and $54 million in Disney.) 

Conservatives aren’t wrong to worry about morality in 
America, or to ask whether there are ways to make a little 
less caustic the mass culture that shapes young people. But 
conservatives so often argue — wrongly — that there is no 
place for government in curing social ills from poverty to 
pollution. They'd be right, for once, if only they applied the 
same logic here. De

Jury consultants say they can influence 
verdicts. The controversy comes here. 


Trial by 
consultant

HAT SHAPES A juror’s verdict? 

Is it a juror’s age? Education? 

Gender? Skin color? How about 
the way a juror was raised, or the way his 
or her parents voted in the presidential 
elections? Are verdicts affected by the 
neighborhoods where jurors live, the books 
that they read, or the clothes that they 
wear? 

Truth be told, verdicts are probably in- 
fluenced by a little of everything. But one 
thing’s for certain: a juror’s decision isn't 
based entirely on evidence. 

That leaves plenty of opportunity for an 
ever-growing group of professionals now 
finding their way into Boston courtrooms 
— jury consultants. These are strategists 
hired to get inside jurors’ minds using a 
mix of sociology, psychology, and old-fash- 
ioned gut instinct. 

These consultants are paid to demystify 
the jury process. Prior to trial, they study a 
region’s jury pool and question potential 
jurors. Later, they advise attorneys on how 
to tailor arguments to the kinds of people 
on the selected jury. They even arrange 
mock trials to test those arguments. 

It’s a practice that remains controversial 
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more than 20 years after the first consul- 
tants appeared in American courtrooms. 
The controversy centers on influence — 
how much do consultants have, and do 
they give one side an unfair advantage? 
There's little doubt that consultants can 
help win a case, but their time can be aw- 
fully expensive. Do they widen the alrcady- 
deep gap in the justice system between the 
wealthy and everyone else? 

Despite the controversy, jury consulting 
is on the rise. Already regular figures at big 
cases in California, Texas, and Florida, jury 
consultants are now increasingly showing 
up in the Boston area. Though most local 
jury consulting occurs in high-stakes cor- 
porate trials, it’s also seen in a few criminal 
cases, including the upcoming infanticide 
trial of British au pair Louise Woodward. 

“Consultants are extremely helpful,” says 
Michael Keating, a partner at the Boston 
law firm of Foley, Hoag & Eliot. “They 
permit you to develop an approach, a 
theme, a spin that appeals to jurors.” 

To date, jury consultants still haven't 
made a breakthrough in Boston. But that 
might change if the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court loosens the state’s 
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notoriously strict rules for jury questioning 
— known as voir dire (meaning “to speak 
the truth”) — giving consultants and 
lawyers greater latitude to screen jurors. An 
SJC committee is currently examining voir- 
dire rules as part of a study of ways to im- 
prove jury trials. If a broader, more person- 
alized kind of jury questioning is permitted 
by the state, then jury consultants are likely 
to become a more attractive — and effec- 
tive — courtroom accessory. 

For now, however, Boston’s jury-con- 
sulting world remains mostly hidden. There 
are small outfits in downtown Boston, and 
in Newton and in Lexington, but they keep 
a low profile. It is known that consultants 
helped on a handful of cases around here 
— from the 1975 Susan Saxe police- 
shooter trial to the Woburn contamination 
trials chronicled in the book A Civil Action 
(Random House, 1995) — but confiden- 
tiality-agreements tend to keep their specif- 
ic roles relatively quict. 

The secrecy surrounding jury consul- 
tants has Ied to some misunderstanding 
about what these professionals do. Though 
consultants do question jurors and analyze 
pools, they cannot rig jurics. Most of the

time, they try to get jurics to sympathize 
with a client’s case. At its heart, jury con- 
sulting is a sales job. 

But with all their investigative resources, 
do consultants tilt the balance of justice to- 
ward those clients who can afford them? 
More important, docs the rise of jury con- 
sulting reflect a growing cynicism about ju- 
rics, one that rejects the idcal of an impar- 
tial verdict? Notes Brandeis politics profes- 
sor Jeffrey Abramson in his 1994 book We 
the Jury (BasicBooks, 1994): “More than 
any other idea over the last generation, 
[scientific jury selection] captured the basic 
shift in our conception of the jury — from 
a group that would find common ground 
above individual differences to a group that 
divides, almost. predictably, along all the 
fissures of identity in America.” 


OR A profession that today has plenty 
of high-profile clients and wealthy prac- 
titioners, jury consulting had decidedly 
anti-cstablishment beginnings. 
An carly victory for jury consulting came 
in the 1972 federal trial of the Harrisburg 
Seven, in which Father Philip Berrigan and 
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six other Catholic war resisters stood ac- 
cused of conspiring to do everything from 
the raiding draft boards to kidnapping 
then—Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 

Wanting to try the case in a conservative 
region, the government prosecutors chose 
Harrisburg, Pennsylvania. But a team of 
consultants, helmed by Columbia Universi- 
ty sociologist Jay Schulman, sought to level 
the playing field for the Seven. 

Schulman and his colleagues spent weeks 
exhaustively studying and polling Harris- 
burg’s jury pool. The extensive background 
work the consultants did helped the Harris- 
burg Seven’s lawyers pick a jury far more 
sympathetic to their case than the govern- 
ment anticipated. In the end, the Harrisburg 
jury hung, and the work of Schulman and 
his consultants was viewed as a major rea- 
son for the unexpected outcome. 

Inspired by this success, would-be jury 
consultants fanned out across the country, 
assisting antiwar clients in a number of ma- 
jor trials. (Consultants also helped on the 
cases that acquitted accused Watergate 
criminals John Mitchell and Maurice Stans.) 
And it was only a matter of time before the 
private sector turned to jury consultants for 
major civil cases. As Abramson notes, IBM, 
MCI, Penzoil, Firestone, and the National 
Football League were among the first corpo- 
rations to employ jury consultants. 

Over the past two decades, consultants 
have helped the winning sides in scores of 
high-profile cases, the most famous of 
which was the 1994 O.]. Simpson crimi- 
nal trial. The Simpson case was a rarity in 
that both the defense and the prosecution 
teams used consultants. The prosecution 
hired Donald Vinson, a marketing profes- 
sor-turned-consultant and the founder of 
DecisionQuest, one of the nation’s most 
prominent consulting firms. The Simpson 
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Dream Team turned to Jo-El- 
lan Dimitrius, an LA-based 
consultant who had worked 
on the Rodney King and 
Reginald Denny trials. 

Both Dimitrius’s and Vin- 
son's careers profited from the 
trial. Dimitrius, of course, was 
praised for helping to select a 
jury sympathetic to Simpson. 
Vinson benefited in a more 
roundabout fashion. Before 
jury selection began, lead pros- 
ecutor Marcia.Clark, who dis- 
liked Vinson personally, decid- 
ed to reject his counsel in favor 
of her own gut instincts. But 
after the trial — and revelations of the j jury's 
complete hostility toward the prosecution — 
it became clear that many of Vinson’s in- 
stincts were dead-on. 

With the appearances of Vinson and 
Dimitrius at the Simpson trial, the history 
of jury consulting had come full circle — 
from the politically charged trials of indi- 
gent radicals to the multimillion-dollar 
murder case of a pampered celebrity. 


HERE AREN'T a lot of celebrity clients 

for Boston-area jury consultants, but 
there is a lot of work. Lawyer turned consul- 
tant Mark Phillips runs his own company, 
Phillips Consulting, from a sixth-floor office 
downtown in Post Office Square. Rob 
Duboff, of Mercer Management Consulting, 
does jury work out of Lexington. Psycholo- 
gist Susan Broome keeps a Newton based 
consulting office. Newton is also home to a 
branch office of DecisionQuest, run by se- 
nior vice-president David W. Davis. 

Despite their low numbers and lower 
profile, jury consultants have been used 
here off and on since the mid- 1970s. The

National Jury project — an Oakland- 
based, civil-rights-minded consulting group 
founded by Jay Schulman — advised the 
1975 defense of Susan Saxc, the antiwar 
activist accused, and later convicted, in the 
shooting death of Boston police officer 
Waltcr Schroeder. Consultants were used 
in the trial of John Salvi, the man who shot 
employees at two Boston abortion clinics. 
Even the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
hired a consultant for its victorious 1994 
lawsuit against Owens-Corning for as- 
bestos-removal damages in city buildings. 
“| think the field is growing here,” says 
Susan Broome, who consulted for the state 
on the Owens-Corning suit. “When I started 
in the late 1980s, you really had to educate 
lawycrs that such services even existed.” 
Because of the state’s rigid voir-dire 
rules, however, Boston’s consultants spend 
less time dealing with the jury-selection 
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process than they would in anoth- 
er statc. Instcad, they focus on the 
presentation of a case — helping 
lawyers to craft clear, compelling 
arguments that can be easily un- 
derstood by a jury. (For this rea- 
son, many of Boston's consultants 
prefer the “trial consultant” 
moniker to the more common 
“jury consultant.”) 

Above everything clse, consul- 
tants say, the public must under- 
stand the casc’s points, and lawyers 
must refrain from legalese and ac- 
robatic jargon. This is particularly 
true in a complex casc like a patent 
dispute, says Mark Phillips. “In 
cases with a lot of technology, science, and 
expert witnesses involved, you have extraor- 
dinarily complex issues that need to be radi- 
cally refined and simplified,” he says. 

At its heart, this case “editing” by con- 
sultants has a clear public benefit. A simple 
approach to presentation helps juries better 
understand cases, and make for a better-in- 
formed deliberation process. 

The reverse is also true. If a lawyer cannot 
make a case clear, says DecisionQuest's 
David Davis, the jury often drifts out of 
touch with the salient points of the case. 

“Jurors, for the most part, are paying at- 
tention to content,” Davis says. “But the 
more complex, boring, and uninteresting a 
case becomes, the more jurors pay attention 
to how lawyers dress, whether they win 
and aaah, and those sorts of things. Because 
that’s the only thing they can understand.” 


NDEED, WHEN it comes to juries, con- 
sultants often save lawyers from them- 
sclves. Lawycrs have plenty of stercotypes 
about the people sitting “in the box,” and

some will shape an entire case around these 
biases. Jury Persuasion, a 1993 book writ- 
ten by DecisionQuest’s Vinson and Davis, 
lists some of the more ridiculous jury 
stereotypes lawyers have believed in: 

e Women with thin lips help plaintiffs. 

e Mcn with “crew cut” haircuts are de- 
fense jurors. 

@ Railroad workers are automatically 
plaintiff jurors. 

e Anyone whose occupation begins with 
a “p” (a postman, plumber, painter) should 
not serve on a jury. 

All of this, obviously, is bunk. And con- 
sultants try to protect lawyers from making 
any decision based upon these kinds of 
stereotypes or gut feelings, whether they 
seem reasonable. Gut feelings about jurors 
can be hazardous to a case. 

To wit: Jury Persuasion recalls a lawyer 
who kept close watch on a female juror 
who consistently nodded at him during a 
trial. The lawyer attached a great deal of 
importance to those nods. When the wom- 
an nodded attentively, the lawyer interpret- 
cd it as a sign he was doing well. When she 
didn’t nod, the lawyer assumed that his ar- 
guments were failing. 

After the trial, however, the woman con- 
fided the real reason for her nodding, Vin- 
son writes. She had been high on cocaine, 
and totally unaware of what was going on 
inside the courtroom. 

Of course, the consultant wants more- 
empirical evidence than nods; an effective 
consultant draws on sociology and psychol- 
ogy to rigorously analyze juror behavior. 
Often, they deal in demographic basics like 
age, race, and gender. But other times — 
depending on resources and the latitude 
provided by the court — their research ex- 
tends to include such background particu- 
lars as political affiliation, the books jurors 
read, and the clothes they wear. 

There's little question that this type of in- 
formation can be useful. The trouble is that 
only a few can afford it. Consulting, with 
fees reportedly ranging from $100 to $250 
per hour, is mostly for wealthy individuals, 
or large companies; both love jury consult- 
ing. Mark Phillips, currently consulting on 
several corporate disputes with a combined 
1.5 billion on the line, says a company fac- 
ing a multimillion-dollar judgment in a 
“high-risk, high exposure” trial, won’t hesi- 
tate to hire a consultant if a consultant is 
deemed necessary. 

Consultants acknowledge that thcir tal- 
ents arc beyond the financial means of 
many clients. Some have attempted to ad- 
dress this shortcoming — the National 
Jury Project, in particular, is known for 
offering low-rate packages in civil-rights 
cases, — but, in general, jury consulting is 
not a service used by moderate-income 
clients. 

“What we do is wonderful,” says Mer- 
cer’s Rob Duboff, “but it’s expensive.” 

Does this wonderful but expensive ser- 
vice really give a client an overwhelming ad- 
vantage in the courtroom? Consider a situ- 
ation where one side of a legal dispute has 
hired a consultant at the full rate to provide 
an exhaustive list of services. One side gets 
extensive pretrial information about the de- 
mographics of the juror pool, prepares its 
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case to fit that demographic profile, and 
tests it out on demographically-correct 
mock juries. 

Is this fair? In his book The Jury: Trial 
and Error in the American Courtroom 
(Times Books, 1994), Stephen J. Adler re- 
counts a remark from sociologist Amitai Et- 
zoni, a well-known critic of jury consul- 
tants: “ ‘The affluent people and the corpo- 
rations can buy it, the poor radicals get it 
free, everybody in between is at a disadvan- 
tage... . And that’s not the kind of system 
we want.’ ” 


UT THAT system is already here in 

Boston, and it’s growing. Though Deci- 
sionQuest’s Davis believes that conservative 
law firms have been reluctant to hire con- 
sultants, others think that the voir-dire sys- 
tem is the real inhibitor. If voir dire is loos- 
ened, lawyers arc likely to start considering 
jury consultants even more. 

“Our state is really in the dark on voir 
dire, and that’s why I’ve never uscd a jury 
consultant” says Randy Chapman, of the 
Massachusetts Bar Association. “I have 
clients that can afford it, but since there is 
such a limited amount of information you 
can get during voir dire, it’s not really 
worth it.” 

Over the years, Chapman says, there 
have been legislative attempts to change the 
state laws — and allow more questioning 
during voir dire — but these reform efforts 
have been unsuccessful. Superior Court 
judge Richard J. Chin, who heads the SJC 
committee looking at ways to improve the 
Massachusetts jury process, agrees that 
many attorneys and consultants would like 
to see fewer voir-dire restrictions. But he 
isn’t sure that the public wants to answer 
more questions. 

“1 think the public already feels it’s a sac- 
rifice to do jury duty,” Chin says. “And the 
more things we do to make them feel un- 
comfortable, the harder it’s going to be to 
find jurors.” 

Clearly, judges like Chin aren’t excited at 
the prospect. Abbe Smith, a former Har- 
vard criminal-justice instructor and now an 
associate law professor at Georgetown, says 
judges aren’t anxious to sce jury consulting 
take hold. 

In general, Smith says, judges are like a 
lot of people on the issue of jury consul- 
tants: they're impressed, but they're also 
skeptical and somewhat scared. 

“There’s some outright hostility toward 
jury consultants out there,” Smith says. 
“I’ve had many judges say to me, ‘Give me 
12 people, put them in a box, and you've 
got a fair jury.’ ” 

If only it were that simple. &

Gang Peace 


few years back, Rodney 

Dailey, the President of 
Gang Peace, a Roxbury-based 
youth-development program, 
noticed a disturbing trend. 
Kids were selling drugs in 
order to buy music equipment 
and studio recording time. So 
in 1992, Gang Peace, with help 
from the Berklee College of 
Music, decided to build a 
studio. 

“All the 
departments at 
Gang Peace were 
developed because 
of a need,” Dailey 
explains of the 
program he 
founded in 1989 
to help at-risk 
children find 
mentors and 
summer jobs, fight 
drug abuse, and 
become 
productive 
members of 
society. “We 
began to see that a 
lot of former 
members and 
active members were interested 
in music. If they already had 
the facilities, they could make 
their dreams come true without 
doing the illegal stuff.” 

Five years later, the studio 
boasts a 16-track mixer, a 
vocal booth, keyboards — and, 
finally, a teacher to show 
everyone how to use the 
equipment. Since taking the 
job last fall, Marcus Bell has 
graduated more than 40 
students from his free eight- 
week music class. And the 
program is now a bona fide 
success story. 

A ’96 Berklee graduate, Bell 
teaches his students to read 
music, write drum beats, and 
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play piano. He also helps them 
understand the music industry. 
“We knew that everyone 
couldn’t be a star,” Dailey says. 
“So, we said, ‘Listen, the music 
industry is very large. There’s 
stage managers, entertainment 
lawyers, road managers.’ We’ve 
already had three graduates of 
the class start their own 
companies — two production 
companies and one training 


company.” 

Only 22, Bell has already had 
plenty of experience on both 
the performing and business 
ends of the music industry. 
Since graduating in May of last 
year with a degrce in music 
business, he’s done 
promotional work for BMG 
and PolyGram. He’s produced 
a remix of MCA artist Rahsaan 
Patterson’s “Stop It”; recently 
he played piano for the veteran 
soul act the Temprees during a 
Boston gig. A vocalist, bassist, 
drummer, and saxophonist as 
well, Bell is getting ready to 
produce his first CD, 
Specialist. 

“A lot of the students are 
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rappers, and they want to hurry 
up and jump right into the 
studio,” he points out. “But 
first they have to be able to 
create the drum beats and so 
forth. By the end of the class, 
they’re rapping over those 
drum beats. 

“In the first class, we talk 
about the notes and the rests 
that we'll be dealing with, and 
the tools we will need in order 

to make and write 
that music. After 
they get to know 
what a quarter- 
note, is or an 
eighth-note, then 
they'll get a sheet of 
music and start 
reading it. The next 
class, they'll be 
assigned to put 
together their own 
drum beat.” 

By the end of the 
course, Bell says, 
every student will 
have written, 
performed, and 
recorded an original 
song. “Most of the 

music that ends up being 
recorded is either R&B or hip- 
hop, but everything the 
students have made has been 
really different.” 

Along with the class, Dailey 
says Gang Peace also has its 
own record label and is in the 
process of planning a memorial 
concert to showcase local 
artists that will take place later 
this summer.

Dance Fever 


EW YORK — “When | first saw 
ballroom dancing by fellow Japanese 

people,” says Shall We Dance? 
writer/director Masayuki Suo, “I laughed. 
The people were perceiving themselves as 
Westerners, dancing as if they were. the 
people they’d seen on film, taking on the 
image of white people. The process of 
assuming that identity, that was so funny.” 

From that initial fascination, the 41-year- 
old Suo fashioned Shall We Dance?, a Strictly 
Ballroom—like comedy/melodrama about an 
accountant (Koji Yakusho) who, enchanted 
by a lovely dance instructor (Tamiyo 
Kusakari), finds fulfillment as a competitive 
ballroom dancer. Suo gets a lot of comic 
mileage out of the contrast between the 
characters’ repressed, white-collar lives and 
the flamboyance of the ballroom. “Especially 
those fabulous dresses, which in daily life in 
Japan you would never get to wear,” he notes. 
“Also, to be treated that courteously by men in 
Japan, women would never get a chance. All 
Japanese women dream of a prince on a white 


horse to come galloping and 
save them. In the world of 
dance, it’s a dream they 
can have come true.” 

Actually, Suo did sweep 
in and marry his leading 
lady, the 32-year-old 
Kusakari, a prima i” 
ballerina in Japan 
who had never 
acted on film and who, like 
most Japanese, knew little 
about ballroom dancing. 
“The professionals who 
hone their skills for 
competition, and the 
regular people who 
dance just to enjoy it, | 
knew nothing of that 
world until I started 
doing this movie.” 

Before the 
film’s release, 
the Japanese

saw ballroom dancing as shameful. 
Explains Kusakari, “Historically, men 
would go to dancehalls and 
dance with women who were 
paid to entertain the 
men. It developed 
ug alongside not the 
het red-light culture but 
the entertainment 
culture of Japan’s traditional 
pleasure districts. So there’s a 
sordid connotation to dance. 
“For older generations, 
education promoted the 
segregation of sexes. So for 
them, there’s something 
strange in the notion of couples 
being together in such close 
proximity to one another. 
* “For the younger 
generation, they see ballroom 
dancing as tacky and 
embarrassing, to see 
regular aunts and uncles 


dancing in this very formalized way but not 
being professional or brilliant, just funny and 
geeky.” 

But when the film became a huge hit in 
Japan, there was a ballroom-dance boom. 
“As a result of this film, it’s emerged from 
the shade into the mainstream,” Kusakari 
adds. “There are TV programs about. 
ballroom dance, and people who’ve never 
done it before are learning to dance.” 

Western viewers, too, have responded 
warmly to Shall We Dance? “People identify 
with what happens to the central character,” 
says Suo. “He’s gotten to a point in his life 
where he wonders, ‘Is this enough?’ He 
comes to something new, throws himself 
into it, and discovers a new sense of self.” 

What would he hope to have American 
viewers take away from the movie? 

“It would be great if they went home 
wanting to dance.” 

Shall We Dance? opens next Friday, July 
18, at the Kendall Square.

Star search 


NEW YORK — A movie junket isn’t a place where 
you'd expect people to get in touch with their spiritu- 
al sides, but Robert Zemeckis’s adaptation of the late 
Carl Sagan’s novel Contact begs certain questions. 
Like, do you believe in God? Can religion and science 
co-exist? Is there life on other planets? Would you 
sacrifice your life for the sake of ultimate truth? And 
how will Contact do mano a mano against Men in 
Black? 

“You get these really good questions with this, don’t 
you?” says Jodie Foster, whose astronomer Ellie 
Arroway picks up a signal from an alien civilization 
and is afforded an opportunity to pay them a visit. “I 
think that’s the thing I love most about this movie. You 
go to a coffee shop to do friends and suddenly it 
sparks big questions about the meaning of life and 
things you don’t usually dwell on. 

“I don’t follow any kind of traditional religion. I 
have a great respect for religions. But as far as in my 
own life | only have questions. Just as the character 
says in the movie, there is no evidence one way or the 
other that God exists. Though I do believe that need- 
ing the idea of a God is as instinctual and human as 
having to eat and sleep and make fire. As for extrater- 
restrial life, we would be foolish to believe that this 
small speck we inhabit is the only possible life. The 
numbers just aren’t with that idea. But | have no idea 
what that means. And I haven’t spotted any UFOs 
lately, so | don’t fall into that category.” 

Given her sublunary troubles, Foster might have 
good reason to turn her gaze heavenward. Most 
recently her estranged brother Buddy published a 
book restoking the perennial rumors about her sexu- 
ality. (“I’ve already issued a statement on that,” she 
answers tersely when asked about it. “I’m sure some- 
one can look it up for you.”) But would she be tempt- 
ed by the chance offered her character in the movie? 
Would she voyage to Vega to attain superhuman 
knowledge even though what for her would be a mat- 
ter of hours would be 50 years on earth, and everyone 
she knows will be dead on her return? 

“I asked the scientists I interviewed for research the 
same question. I expected they would take a few min- 
utes to think about it before answering. All right, | ask 
them, you're going on this mission, and you know for 
a fact that you’re going to have to leave your family 
and friends and never see them again. But you have 
the opportunity to find out what’s out there. And they 
always ask, ‘And report it back?’ Yes, and report it 
back. If so, would you take it on? There’s not a whis- 
per of hesitation. Every single one of them says yes. / 
couldn’t say that. I think it’s because I’m not a scien- 
tist. If they couched it in different terms, that you have 
the opportunity of being part of some great creative 
enterprise that changes mankind and is the most 
volatile and incredible experience you ever had, would 
you leave this world and never come back, I would 
probably say yes.” 

Meanwhile, Foster tries to attain that “great creative 
enterprise” in more mundane ways, producing, direct- 
ing, and acting in films that reflect her own preoccu- 
pations. “I just keep making the same movie over and 
over again. The theme of abandonment is a really big 
one for me. The moment in Nell when she sits on the 
end of a jetty and realizes that she’s lost someone and 
that she will never be the same. That’s the same jour- 
ney Ellie takes. You can say your dad is dead and 
accept it intellectually. But it’s a much longer journey 
to finally be able to let go and say goodbye. | know 
that’s a personal thing for me, not wanting to say 
goodbye. And the orphan thing, and the impossibility 
of communication. 

“I get to live on screen things that I don’t get to live 
in my own life. Things | wonder about, wonder how | 
would react, would I survive this situation. It’s a kind 
of shadow play. I get to act out things that I don’t feel 


brave about.”

Losing Contact 


Zemeckis’s universe Is a box of chocolates

awesome sequence that poses the provocative 
notion that the universe is a glimmer in the eye of a 


wondering child. It’s hard to imagine 
how the filmmakers might top this, 
and they don’t. Their movie rapidly 
deteriorates into a steady state of 
inert exposition, earnest platitudiniz- 
ing, exclamatory jargon, hit-or-miss 
social commentary, and pompous 
sententiousness before resurging with 
a special-effects extravaganza that 
reduces the universe to the visual 
equivalent of a Forrest Gump-ism. 
Redeemed somewhat by the passion- 
ate intensity and intelligence, and 
occasional sanctimoniousness, of 
Jodie Foster’s performance, Robert 
Zemeckis’s adaptation of the long- 
winded Carl Sagan novel is earnest, 
humorless, and, despite its best inten- 
tions, philosophically stimulating. 

The premise combines the story- 
line of This Island Earth and 2001 
without the brisk naiveté of the for- 
mer or the sophisticated ambiguity of 
the latter. Ellie Arroway (Foster) is a 
quixotic scientist who scans the skies 
with radio telescopes in search for 
intelligent extraterrestrial life. An 
orphan a la The Silence of the 
Lambs, Arroway sublimates her own 
solitude into a quest to find compan- 
ionship for a human race seemingly 
alone in the abyss of the universe. 

Opposing her is Dr. David 
Drumlin (Tom Skerritt, suitably 
lubricious), the publicity-sccking 
opportunistic presidential science 
adviser who is riding 
the wave of anti-ideal- 
istic cost-cutting by 
trying to pull the plug 
on Arroway’s project. 
She finds an unlikely 
ally in new-age shaman 
Palmer Joss (Matthew 
McConaughey, in a 
mix of self-righteous- 
ness and smarm), who 
literally provides her 
with a moral compass 
— a toy from a 
Cracker Jack box. The 
pair briefly become 
strange bedfellows, but 
it’s the Howard 
Hughes-like S.R. 
Hadden (John Hurt, 
adding much needed 
irony) whose funding 
and omniscient guid- 
ance make the differ- 
ence. Still, after years 
of coming up with 
nothing but interstellar 
white noise, Arroway 
finds herself with just a 
few months to put up 
or shut up. 

Of course the uni- 
verse obliges. Yet as 
exciting as contacting 
an alien civilization 
might be as a concept, 
in cinematic practice 
it’s lacking. It trans- 
lates into lots of shots 
of Foster _ staring 
thoughtfully skyward 
as she listens in on 
headphones, or frantic 
technicians hammering 
away at keyboards, 
intercut with the semi- 
surreal vista of a field 
of radio _ telescopes 
nodding at the heavens.

cxtraterrestrials. make — contact 
through a klaxo-like signal emitting 
from the star system of Vega, 26 light 
years away. It summons government 
officials, religious zealots, banal pop- 
cultists, and media stars playing 
themselves to Foster’s secluded New 
Mexico site, all trying to get their 
piece of the scientific discovery of the 
millennium. After much tiresome 
decryption, the signal proves to be a 
design for a machine (henceforth 
dubbed “The Machine”) that resem- 
bles a high-tech ride at Six Flags and 
that will transport a single human 
being . . . somewhere. After much fit- 


fully exciting foreplay, Arroway is 
chosen as Earth’s representative, and 
the celestial roller-coaster ride is 
underway. 

But not before the film relentlessly 
explores issues of religion versus sci- 
ence (glibly embodied by Foster and 
McConaughey in awkward cm- 
brace), self-seeking versus sclf-sacri- 
fice, and the whole-ball-of-wax 
meaning of it all. In the Carl Sagan 
manner, these musings tend to be 
pedantic and solemn, so it’s a relief 
to have James Woods on hand as 
skeptical and self-serving National 
Security adviser Michael Kitz. He 
grounds the proceedings in a serpen- 
tine cynicism and caustic wit. Also 
diverting and titter-inspiring are 
appearances by President Clinton 
culled from news footage and 
smoothly inserted to provide double- 
speak policy statements on the 
unfolding Machine crisis. 

As for the climactic special effects, 
they are not much more impressive 
than your average planetarium show, 
consisting mostly of Foster vibrating 
in a chair and gazing with awe, 
ecstasy, and terror at things that she 
claims “words can’t describe.” 
Apparently, neither can state-of-the- 
art movie wizardry. Although one 
could do worse than have Jodie 
Foster's face reflect the secret of the 
universe, when she tries to relate it to 
others in plain English, the stagger- 
ing banality of this film shows 
through. Yes, the universe of Contact 
is like a box of chocolates, and you 
know for certain it’s soft and gooey 
in the center. 5G

The Boston French Film Festival

notwithstanding, perhaps the most vital and creative film industry in 
the world today is in France. That’s the indelible impression left by the

20 films in the Museum of Fine 
Arts’ Boston’ French Film 
Festival, which is without a doubt 
the finest film program screened 
so far this year. 

In classic Gallic fashion, the 
films here reflect the French 
obsessions with philosophy, fami- 
ly, class conflict, and, of course, 
sex. In the latter category is the 
irrepressible veteran Bertrand 
Blier with his offensive, incisive, 
and hilarious Mon homme (1995; 
screens July 18 at 8 p.m.). Anouk 
Grinberg, who here comes off as 
an earthier Juliette Binoche, is a 
tough-cookie call girl who finds 
her heart of gold when she falls 
for a homeless man. She makes 
him her pimp, corrupting both. Is 
Mon homme a bold parable about 
capitalism and sexual politics or 
the misogynistic wet dream of a 
dirty old man with a camera? 
Like most of Blier’s work, it’s a 
little of both. 

A more contemporary take on 
sex and power is Gaél Morel’s 
Full Speed (1996; July 26 at 4 
p.m. and July 30 at 8 p.m.). 
Borrowing heavily from André 
Téchiné’s lyrical and elliptical

Wild Reeds, in which he starred, 
Morel shows a sure hand in inter- 
weaving the fates of three young 
men and a woman. Quentin 
(Pascal Cervo) is the linchpin of 
this quartet, a working-class kid 
whose successful novel about 
street life makes him a charismat- 
ic exploiter of those drawn to him. 

As vivid as is Full Speed in its 
depiction of social and sexual 
relations, it lags behind Laetitia 
Masson’s To Have (Or Not) 
(1995; July 16 at 8 p.m.). Like its 
Howard Hawks namesake, the 
film focuses on a pair of dis- 
traught strangers at a rundown 
hotel — this time in Lyon. Alice 
(the haunting ugly duckling 
Sandrine Kiberlain), is a win- 
some drifter fleeing the unem- 
ployment of her Normandy 
hometown. Bruno (a smoldering 
Arnaud Giovaninetti) is a con- 
struction worker whose relation- 


ship and dreams of soccer star- 
dom are both dying slow deaths. 
The two losers collide and con- 
nect with a subtle and unsenti- 
mental choreography that reflects 
and illuminates the rhythms of 
real life. 

A more abstract and mctaphys- 
ical approach to the patterns of 
experience distinguishes Diane 
Bertrand’s A Saturday on Earth 
(1996; July 11 at 8 p.m. and July 
19 at 4 p.m.) and Gilles 
Mimouni’s The Apartment (1996;

Rare Rivette 


Jacques makes a sometimes musical 


Lovely French actress Emmanuelle Béart spent hours in the nude as an 
artist’s model in La belle noiseuse (1991), surely the major reason 
Jacques Rivette’s film got American distribution. Rivette, born in 1928, 


remains the least-seen in the USA 
of the original New Wave critics- 
turned-film-directors (the rest: 
Truffaut, Godard, Rohmer, 
Chabrol). I can think of only three 
other works in his distinguished 
40-year career to be shown here 
commercially: La religeuse (1965), 
Lamour fou (1968), and Céline 
and Julie Go Boating (1974). 

Two reasons for the relative 
obscurity of this major filmmaker 
are Rivette’s disinterest in publicity 
and his aversion to travel. | have 
never seen him at a film festival 
anywhere in the world, even when 
one of his pictures is showing. He 
stays home in Paris: he reads, 
works, goes to lots of movies. He 
has viewed everything significant 
in the history of cinema, and he’s 
written seminal critical apprecia- 
tions of such directors as Hawks, 
Lang, and Preminger. 

And then, Rivette’s films don’t 
exactly beckon to profit-minded 
distributors. For one thing, 
they're enormously long. La belle 
noiseuse clocked in at 240 min- 
utes, and that’s typical. Rivette 
makes his movies as lengthy as he 
feels they should be (he’s his own 








editor), just the way novels. can 
be any duration. The rhythm of 
his cinema is private, personal, 
and not tied to the metronome of 
commercial cinema. The pulse of 
MTV? Hah! In 1971, he made a 
film called Out One stretching 11 
hours. 

As for his stories: well, they are 
intentionally half-baked ones, 
sketches of narrative that hold the 
promise of climaxes, catharses, 
dénouements but never quite get 
there. The hours of watching a 
Rivette movie are not rewarded 
with a payoff at the end. Often the 
film just shuts down. So where is 
the pleasure of Rivette’s very radical 
brand of cinema? It’s in our agree- 
ing to have our attention redirected 
from trying to find out things (and 
in Rivette’s gameplaying, he teases

us to believe there are mysteries to 
unravel) toward simply seeing 
what's unfolding before our cyes. 
“Enjoying the process” is the 
secret to watching Rivettc. Many 
of his films are about rehcarsals of 
dramas instead of the actual pro- 
ductions; we the audience peck 
into rehearsals for a movic, con- 
ceptions of a movie, improvisa- 
tions for a movic. For Rivettc, this

more themselves than their parts, 
when they are trying out their roles 
like someone dipping feet into cold 
water — is where the interest lies. 

That’s a Rivette-length lead-in to 
plugging Haut/bas/fragile (1994), 
his 169-minute sometimes musical 
that’s playing at the Museum of 
Fine Arts July 12, 20, and 23 and at 
the Harvard Film Archive July 25 
through 27. As usual, there’s no 
American distributor, so these are 
your only chances to see his fasci- 
nating aesthetic at work.

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WHEN THE CAT’S AWAY 


For most people, the ubiquitous “Cat Missing” notices posted in their neigh- 
borhoods evoke at best a spark of pathos. For French filmmaker Cédric 
Klapisch, they inspired a small masterpiece of charming cinematic realism. 
In When the Cat's Away, he 
regards the overlooked 
details of everyday life, the 
commonplace trials and tri- 
umphs of an average life. 

Chloé (a pert and appeal- 
ing Garance Clavel) entrusts 
her elderly neighbor Madame 
Renée (splendid non-actor 
Renée Le Calm) with her cat 
while she’s away on vacation 
from her demeaning job as a 
make-up artist. Upon her 
return (her two weeks at the 
seashore reduced to a single 
shot of her in the water is typ- 
ical of Klapisch’s wit and pre- 
cision), the cat has disap- 
peared. Together with 
Madame Renée, who mobi- 
lizes a network of local, lone- 
ly old ladies and assorted 
misfits, she combs the neigh- 
borhood — the multicultural, 
soon-to-be-gentrified Bastille 
district in Paris — for hier 
prodigal feline. 

Predictably, in her search Chloé discovers the rich, varied, sometimes ugly 
world of her habitat, and she learns that her life is lacking more than a cat. 
Although largely improvised, the plot unfolds with startling twists and zesty 
serendipity, and the cast of eccentrics — almost all local residents — elevate the 
film whenever it threatens to sink from simplicity to sentimentality. When the 
Cat's Away is cinema as serious play.

TETSUO I: BODY HAMMER 


’Tis the season for special-effects gee-wizardry, and Shinya Tsukamoto’s sequel to 
his cult hit Tetsuo: The Iron Man is another inventive visual assault about the meld- 
ing of man and machine. Forget about hungry dinos or whirring flying saucers; 
this is good ol’ fashioned anatomical mutation, innards and entrails splattering 
forth in highly stylized, expressionistic color. Itself a hybrid of The Fly and Blade 
Runner, the relentlessly gory fantasy plunges into the nightmare of a Clark Kentish 
dad (Tomoroh Taguchi) who discovers he’s literally armed — there’s a smokin’, 
phallic, presumably really heavy gun in place of his forearm. Soon a psycho tyrant 
(Tsukamoto) kidnaps him to hot-wire his whole body into a device of destruction. 
The film detonates into an apocalyptic diatribe against a post-industrial 
world, its near monochromatic images reflecting the cool blues and grays of 
a skyscraper society. The camera work is dizzyingly frantic; the visuals alter- 
nately repulse and exhilarate. And the story? It’s easy to forget the Kafka- 
esque excuse for this barrage of horrors. The thriller is elliptical at best, and 
without an equally explosive narrative to propel the amazing effects, Body 

Hammer doesn’t quite nail it. At the Kendall Square.

THE MANDARIN 


Based very loosely on the life of legendary Rio crooner Mario Reis (Fernando 
Eiras), The Mandarin is less a bio-pic of the country’s first recording artist 
than it is Brazilian experimental filmmaker Julio Bressane’s passionate love 
letter to his country’s pop music. The soundtrack is a virtual non-stop med- 
ley of Reis’s songs, with the occasional surprise sampling: snippets of philo- 
sophical dialogues, a Louis Armstrong song, and Citizen Kane’s “News on the 
March.” Important contemporary Brazilian musicians like Gilberto Gil and 
Gal Costa stroll in, playing their own music, and cameoing as the masters — 
Tom Jobim, Noel Rosa, and Reis’s teacher, Sinho —- from the bygone era. 
Each song unfolds leisurely within a single shot, usually of Reis lightly sil- 
houetted against the tropical seascape or the skyline of Rio de Janeiro at dusk. 
The images are just as deliciously playful and surrealistic, switching from rose- 
tinted color sequences to slick black-and-white Cinemascopic shots. Grainy 
old stag films, shadowy female nudes, and bawdy spur-of-the-moment shots 
cut in to remind us that these swooning pop tunes were lushly disguised hor- 
mone-racing mating songs. Watch for Bressane’s nod to Cocteau’s The 
Testament of Orpheus in a scene when old 78s fly up from the depth of the 
ocean right into the hands of Reis standing on the edge of the cliff. At the 
Harvard Film Archive July 11 and 13.

CONDUCTING MAHLER 


Frank Scheffer’s documentary was shot during a Mahler cycle in Amsterdam 
in May of 1995, when three of the world’s great Mahler orchestras — the 
Concertgebouw, the Berlin Philharmonic, and the Vienna Philharmonic — 
gathered to play under the batons of Bernard Haitink, Claudio Abbado, 
Riccardo Chailly, Riccardo Muti, and Simon Rattle. It’s standard stuff — 
rehearsal footage, photos, talking conductor heads — but if you thought 
Scheffer couldn’t go too far astray, think again. Billed as 75 minutes, the film 
is actually 65, a blurry red mess (on my preview tape, at least) that Pathfinder 
appears to have relayed in from Mars. Rattle appears for barely 30 seconds; his 
promised comments on the “madness” of the Seventh Symphony are MIA. 
Muti fares hardly better, though he makes the most pointed observation, about 
how what’s behind the notes is “the universe — the magic of music.” Few of 
the badly edited snippets we're offered are identified, the performances are 
pedestrian, and the conductors spout mostly commonplaces. Granted that the 
conductors you'd most want to hear — Bruno Walter, Otto Klemperer, Jascha 
Horenstein —— are no longer with us, where is Pierre Boulez? Or Klaus 
Tennstedt? Or, right here in Boston, Benjamin Zander and Gunther Schuller? 
Better Harvard should be showing Ken Russell’s appalling/stupendous 1974 
Mahler than this mediocrity. At the Harvard Film Archive July 13 and 15, with 
Titus Leber’s short “Kindertotenlieder.”

Virgin territory 


First-timer Mo Ogrodnik gets it Ripe 


BY ALICIA POTTER When Ripe’s 14- | 


year-old twin heroines stir a chorus of | 
catcalls and whistles from a Quonset hut 


full of Army recruits, nubile 
Violet basks in the attention 
like a teenage Betty Grable, 
waving with a coy, “Mornin’, 
boys!” At her side, tomboy 
Rosie defiantly gives their 
boorish admirers the finger. 
Indeed, there comes a time in 
a young woman's life when 
she realizes the effect she has 
in a clingy tank top. As first- 
time writer/director Mo 
Ogrodnik bares in this candid 
coming-of-age. gem, some- 
times that epiphany brings an 
exhilarated sense of power, 
sometimes a furious disgust. 
Most often it’s a little of both. 

It's no coincidence the 
inseparable sisters are named 
for flora; they are undeniably 
in bloom. Dancing on the 
threshold between girlish gig- 
gles and womanly curves, the 
pair escape from an abusive 
home life when their parents 
blow up in a car crash. 
Unharmed, Rosie (Daisy 
Eagan) and Violet (Monica 
Keena) ditch the burning 
wreck and run away (rather 
unbclicvably) without a tear of 
gricf, to start a new life. They 
end up at a ramshackle mili- 
tary base where the testos- 
terone is as thick as the 
humidity. “I made her promise 
no boys, just the two of us for- 
ever,” says Rosie of her pretty 
sister. But it’s not long before 
Violet and the barracks’ 
sincwy groundskceper, Pete 
(Gordon Currie), are eyeing 
cach other in a flirtation that 
threatens to snap the girls’ 
deep sororal bond. 

By casting the duo as fra- 
ternal twins, Harvard grad 
Ogrodnik plumbs the 
dichotomous’ nature’ of 
women’s sexuality. The two- 
some divvy up the contrapun- 
tal rome of curiosity/hor-

ror, arousal/repression, and 
aggression/passivity that pair 
off to give adolescence its bad 
rap. Ogrodnik does paint the 
twins with broad strokes and 
little shading; invariably, 
while tough-cookie Rosie's 
out knocking off a few rounds 
with a pistol, dreamy Violet 
steals away to masturbate or 
sneak a peek at a Playgirl. 

The actresses’ talents, how- 
ever, transcend the charac- 
ters’ sometimes narrow 
dimensionality. “You're a nat- 
ural,” praises Pete after 
brushing lips with Violet, a 
compliment that could easily 
describe the freshness these 
two discoveries bring to their 
roles. Eagan is a young Lili 
Taylor as the smart-mouthed 
spitfire Rosie; Keena beams 
vibrant expressiveness into 
Violet with her full-moon 
face. Perhaps the film’s most 
unexpected characterization 
is Curric as Pete, who comes 
across as more Jerry Lee 
Lewis than Michael Kennedy, 
the kind of fricndly but con- 
fused dolt who doesn’t think 
twice about having a 14-year- 
old girlfriend. 

The drama is flush with sex- 
ual imagery, from the crunchy 
coitus of two beetles in the 
opening scene to a spurt of 
ejaculation motifs reminiscent

of Thelma and _ Louise’s 
inseminatory crop duster and 
gushing hoses. And as the six 
o’clock news will tell you, 
there’s no bastion of rampant 
masculinity like the military. 
In a spectacle of raw machis- 
mo and primitive sensuality, 
the strapping soldicrs build a 
bonfire, thrusting kcrosenc 
and shaken-up liquor bottles 
before wrestling like overheat- 
ed animals in the light of the 
blaze. Rosie watches the vio- 
lently homoerotic but strange- 
ly arousing ritual from 
beneath a truck, her face a 
mesmerized mixture of fear, 
awe, and curiosity. 

The feelings that crash to 
the surface in Ripe are hard 
enough to deal with at sum- 
mer camp, never mind boot 
camp. But Ogrodnik’s honest 
handling of such issues just 
may make her the Judy Blume 
of up-and-coming filmmak- 
ers. Violct’s seduction of Pete 
nearly embarrasses with its 
naive earnestness, in contrast 
to what is sure to be a peep 
show of white-panty writhing 
in the upcoming Lolita (if and 
when the hyped-up hceavy- 
breather can seduce a distrib- 
utor). And for once the por- 
trayal of a young woman's 
loss of virginity isn’t an over- 
croticized cherry pop; 
Ogrodnik bravely and cvoca- 
tively pares the rite of passage 
to a moment of wide-cyed 
awareness, wincing pain, and 
deep-sigh relief. It’s just too 
bad Ripe softens to a hollow, 
portentous ending. 

Despite the film’s earthy, 
edgy scxuality, the most 
haunting scenes are thosc that 
deflower the most brutal myth 
of all — that childhood is for- 
ever. As Rosie watches Violct 
hand over not just her body 
but also her heart to Pete, her 
anguish, incredulity, and 
betrayal ache with genuine 


| pathos and a shadowy sense 


of tragedy. She ripens only to 
realize that her world of inno- 
cence has turned rotten.

Hollywood offered up in the ’30s, Jimmy Stewart, who died last week 
at the age of 89, had the largest capacity for surprising us. The 


foursquare Clark Gable had a 
small (if beloved) range; John 
Wayne, distinctive but not imagi- 
native, tended toward self-paro- 
dy; Gary Cooper peaked early. 
Cary Grant and Fred Astaire were 
sui generis and built extraordi- 
nary careers around the unique 
gifts they demonstrated almost at 
the outset. Stewart and his pal 
Henry Fonda were the only movie 
heroes to emerge in this era who 
were also great actors; what 
made Stewart singular was that, 
over and over, he did work that 
undermined — or at least com- 
plicated — the image that grew 
up around him: Jimmy Stewart 
the archetypal down-home 
American, the overgrown back- 
woods schoolboy stumbling over 
his own feet, the drawling ideal- 
ist, the king of Middle America. 
In his best movies, he could be 
sharp-witted and bantering (The 
Philadelphia Story), or sexually 
vibrant and fraught with intrigu- 
ing contradictions (The Shop 
Around the Corner). His romantic 
convictions could be _ tragic 
(Broken Arrow) or neurotic and 
doomed (Vertigo). His adventur- 








ousness could be foolhardy, as 
when he initiates a murder inves- 
tigation from his wheelchair in 
Rear Window. His air of reliabili- 
ty and efficiency could be dark 
and unsettling, as in the creepy 
moment when he administers a 
sedative to Doris Day in The Man 
Who Knew Too Much before 
informing her that their son has 
been kidnapped. 

It's too simple to say that 
Frank Capra created the Jimmy 
Stewart persona and Alfred 
Hitchcock (who directed him in 
the three last-mentioned pic- 
tures) devastated it. In the. first 
Capra movie he appeared in, You 
Can't Take It with You (1938), 
the director circumscribed as 
much romantic space around 
Stewart and his leading lady, Jean 
Arthur, as other filmmakers had 
in his pairings with Margaret 
Sullavan and Ginger Rogers. 
(The love scenes are the only 
parts of this movie that don’t feel 
fraudulent.) And when Capra did 
come up with a role that seemed 
to define Stewart, the farm 


boy/senator in Mr. Smith Goes to

belief in American government 
melts the cynicism of the hardbit- 
ten Pentagon crowd, Stewart 
wasn't handicapped by it the way 
Gary Cooper had been by Mr. 
Deeds Goes to Town. In It’s a 
Wonderful Life, the third and last 
Capra-Stewart collaboration, 
Stewart delivered a frightening 
portrayal of a man unmoored by 
his own idealism. The movie's 
point of view about how human 
beings ought to live in the world 
is idiotic and Capra’s way of 
blackmailing the audience cmo- 
tionally is repugnant, but 
Stewart's acting transcends the 
movie — and especially its stupe- 
fying ending, which is rather like 
gift-wrapping the fragments of a 
bomb once it’s detonated. When 
Stewart’s George Bailey staggers 
home to his wife and children 
after his bank has collapsed, you 
feel you’re looking in the eyes of 
a man who's about to kill his 
whole family and then turn the 
shotgun on himself. 

American actors rarely make 
themselves as vulnerable as 
Stewart did in /t’s a Wonderful 
Life, or in the heartfelt 1950

music collection are two songs from the 1948 film Rachel and the

When Mitchum 
died last week at the age of 79, | 
dug up the tunes — a shaggy-dog 
ballad, “O-He-O-Hi-O-Ho,” and 
a lighthearted love song, “Rachel” 
— and played them again so | 
could hold that pleasing low bari- 
tone in my head for a while. 
Mitchum had a fine singing voice, 
as anyone will remember who's 


seen him as the _ evangelical 
Bluebeard, Harry Powell, in 
Charles Laughton’s great The 


Night of the Hunter, where he 
intones the hymn “Leaning on the 
Everlasting Arms” in counterpoint 
to Lillian Gish. (The liner notes for 
the album that contaifs the songs 
from Rachel and the Stranger call 
him “an elongated Bing Crosby.”) 
What struck me as | heard these 
cuts again were the clarity and 
depth of his presence and yet its 
lack of ceremony: he sings as if 
singing were as easy as breathing, 
but you can hear, unmistakably, 
the mark this man made as he 
strode through the world. 

That's what | always loved best 
about Robert Mitchum — the 
oddball combination of charisma 
and modesty. He was a star for 


some three and a_half decades, 
beginning around the end of 
World War Il, playing a much 
wider variety of roles than most 
Hollywood actors get to, but he 
was never an icon. His touch was 
too light for that; his manner indi-

cated that he thought of acting as 
just a way to while away the time.

But this 
rebel married his high-school 
swectheart, Dorothy Spence, and 
stayed married to her for 57 years. 
And of course you can’t give per- 
formances like the ones Mitchum 
turned out in The Story of G.1. Joe, 
Crossfire, The Sundowners, Cape 
Fear, Going Home, and especially 
The Night of the Hunter if you 
don’t care about your craft. 
Mitchum appeared in Westerns, 
war pictures, film noirs — the 
genres that honored the kind of 
dark masculinity he was famous 
for. And he usually made a strong 
impression even in bad genre pic- 
tures (like Out of the Past and 
River of No Return) or truly terri- 
ble ones (like Undercurrent, where 
he was bizarrely cast opposite 
Katharine Hepburn). Few actors 
ever looked sexier than Mitchum 
with a butt hanging from their

that is, like everything else in the 
movie, out of control, paints a 
mock portrait of herself costumed 
to resemble a woman who figures 
in the obsession of the mysterious 
woman Scottie himself is obsessed 
with. In this knockout of a scene, 
where the romantic fixations of 
the three main characters swirl 
into one another like the crazy 
colors in a Munch painting, 
Stewart's explanation to Madge 
that her joke isn’t funny is shatter- 
ing. It's woebegone and final; he 
looks at her as if she were at the 
other end of the solar system. You 
know she'll never get him back. 

In a way, what Stewart does in 
Vertigo completes the romantic 
arc he began two decades carlier 
in movies like Next Time We Love, 
Vivacious Lady, Shopworn Angel, 
You Can't Take It with You, Destry 
Rides Again, and — especially — 
The Shop Around the Corner, 
which came at the end of this 
series, in 1940. The Ernst 
Lubitsch-Samson _Raphaelson 
Shop Around the Corner, maybe 
the most enchanting of all 
American romantic comedies, is a 
study in sexual tension, like Much 
Ado About Nothing. The boy and 
the girl (Margaret Sullavan; she 
and Stewart were always magic 
together) love each other but 
don’t realize it, so they act as if 
they hated each other. Like 
Shakespeare, the filmmakers 
resolve the tensions in an open- 
ended way, by dooming the hero 
and heroine to a lifetime of nego- 
tiation. The bitter joke on Scottie 
in Vertigo is that he’s left trying to 
negotiate with a corpse; what 
makes the film so scary is how 
hard he tries to. If you watch 
these two astonishing perfor- 
mances back to back, you'll sec 
both the full spectrum of Jimmy 
Stewart's acting and the theme 
that unifies it. a 






lips, partly, no doubt, because the 
droop of the cigarette picked up 
the insomniac droop of the eyes, 
his most celebrated feature. 
Mitchum had the look and sound 
of a cynic, but he could be gen- 
uincly heroic on screen, or gentle 
and compassionate. One of the 
finest scenes he ever played was in 
G.I. Joe, William Wellman’s 
dramatization of the columns of 
the war correspondent Ernie Pyle, 
who hung out with the men at the 
front, and one of the most uncon- 
ventional war pictures ever to 
come out of Hollywood. Over a 
bottle of grappa, Mitchum’s 
Captain Walker tells Pyle (Burgess 
Meredith) what it’s like to write 
letters home to the families of the 
young men in his platoon who die 
in battle. Mitchum himself was in 
his late 20s when he played this 
role, so when he describes these 
fallen “kids,” the irony breaks 
your heart. (It's broken again 
when, inevitably, Walker's body is 
brought in late in the film.) 
Mitchum is best known for the 
dangerous characters he played in 
movies like Cape Fear (his perfor- 
mance as the pathologically 
vengeful Max Cady justifies the 
existence of this unsavory and 
vastly overrated thriller) and The 
Night of the Hunter, and God 
knows he was terrifying in these 
parts. But he was equally fine in 
something like The Sundowners, 
where he plays an Australian 
sheepherder who adores his wife 
(Deborah Kerr) and has to live 
with the knowledge that he'll 
never be able to give her the eco- 
nomically stable life she longs for. 
The Sundowners, a big-boned, 
richly felt drama, was the only col- 
laboration of Mitchum and direc- 
tor Fred Zinnemann. Zinnemann 
died in March; the time is ripe for 
a revival of this picture, which 
does both men proud. e 
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no theatrical fireworks. Ah, well, 
the summer is still young and both 
companies have more to come. In 
fact, each already opened with a 
bigger bang: Ethan Frome at 
Shakespeare & Company and The 
Film Society at Williamstown. 

The Winter's Tale is really two 
plays in one: a tragedy of jealousy 
and a pastoral comedy, hinged in 
the middle with a speech from a 
choral figure called Time. It is a 
vast, sprawling, highly theatrical 
work that calls for several disguised 
characters, multiple settings in two 
different kingdoms, a 15-year leap 
forward in time, a sheep-shearing 
festival complete with banquet and 
folk dancing, a trickster trouba- 
dour who sings while he schemes, 
a child actor to play a young 
prince, and, most famously, a very 
hungry bear. This late-career 
romance would seem to be a par- 
ticular challenge for Shakespeare 
& Company's Bare Bard Series, 
which puts the emphasis on mus- 
cular speech in bare-bones ensem- 
ble productions that feature the 
company’s seasoned veterans play- 
ing multiple roles. Consider it 
Shakespeare Unplugged. 

This Poor Theatre approach 
needs two things to work: a crack- 
erjack cast and a director with a 
take on the play that guides its dis- 
tillation into an essence. This 
Winter's Tale lacks both, and as a 
result the play just flattens out. 
With the exception of Jonathan 
Croy’s performance as Camillo, 
the acting is unremarkable. And as 
director, Rocco Sisto demon- 
strates an unsteady hand in his 
effort to shoehorn the play into the 
all-too-cozy confines of the 
Stables Theatre. Sicilia and 
Bohemia seem much the same, as 
do court and country, youth and 
age. Only Arthur Oliver’s colorful 
costumes — which suggest a late- 
Victorian placement for the action

go, sitting through a couple disappointing 
performances in the Berkshires is hardly 
onerous. Nevertheless, a Fourth of July 
weekend this year at Shakespeare & Company | 
and the Williamstown Theatre Festival yielded | 


— prevent these distinctions from 
decomposing into a blur. 

The first half of the play is pro- 
pelled by the jealous rage of 
Leontes (John Hadden), King of 
Sicilia, who gives wife Hermione 
(Virginia Ness Ray) the task of 
persuading Polixenes (Malcolm 
Ingram), King of Bohemia and 
Leontes’s best friend, pot to end 
his long visit in Sicilia and then 
misinterprets her entreaties as a 
sign that “she has been sluic’d in 
’s absence and his pond fish’d by 
his next neighbor.” Unlike 
Othello, who is duped by Iago, 
Leontes leaps to the wrong con- 
clusion on his own and then pro- 


“ceeds to renounce his best friend, 


subject his wife to imprisonment 
and trial, and order his newborn 
daughter abandoned to near cer- 
tain death on a mountainside. 

What does Leontes actually see 
that causes him, like Mike Tyson, 
just to snap? Shakespeare leaves it 
to the actors and the director to 
provide the answer. Sisto misses an 
opportunity when he stages the 
first court scene around a group 
photograph with Hermione seated 
between Leontes and Polixenes. 
This might have been the occasion 
for some impulsive behavior 
between wife and friend for hus- 
band/king to misread, but the 
moment, like others to come, pass- 
es without incident. Two banners 
hanging from curtain rods, pre- 
sumably representing Sicilia and 
Bohemia, shift at an innocuous 
moment when they might have 
been used to signal the play’s major 
change of locale. Shakespeare’s 
most famous stage direction, “Exit, 
pursued by a bear,” is fudged with 
a strobe-light effect that might have 
been more effective for the play’s 
great leap forward in time. 

As the play progresses, the fable 
never quite takes shape and there- 
fore loses any chance of becoming

fabulous. A play that arches 
towards a miraculous conclusion in 
which a supposed statue comes 
alive before our eyes and a life of 
penitent remorse opens into recon- 
ciliation and forgiveness demands a 
little theatrical magic along the way.

Sleep and Albert Innaurato’s 
Dreading Thekla will follow. This 
laudable commitment to new plays 
and contemporary playwrights is 
quickly bringing distinction to pro- 
ducer Michael Ritchie’s fresh lead- 
ership at the WTF. But it does carry 
risks. Stevie Wants To Play the 
Blues is an awful play. 

Dramatist Machado (who is best 
known for his Floating Island 
Plays) would have done well to slip 
down Route 7 to Lenox in order to 
brush up his dramaturgy. As it 
turns out, Stevie Wants To Play the 
Blues is curiously Shakespearean in 
conception. Set sometime after 
World War II, the play centers on 
Stephanie (Christy Baron), a 
young piano player and composer 
looking for a break in dull and 
dreary Champaign, Illinois. When

first minute that “a girl piano play- 
er won't get it done,” she slicks 
back her hair, dons a suit and tie, 
and auditions as a man for Harry 
(Robert LuPone), a second-rate 
bandleader with a licorice stick, 
and Ruth Scott (Yvette Cason), an 
African-American blues singer with 
a drug problem and a libido. When 
“Stevie” gets the gig, her friend 
Mary Ann (Terumi Matthews) 
decides to tag along, and off they 
go like Rosalind and Celia into the 
smoke-filled Arden of postwar 
American jazz. 

That's where the Shakespeare 
connection leaves off. The piece 
positions itself as a theatrical hybrid, 
part daring drama about gender 
and race and part straight-ahead 
jazz set chasing the birth of the cool. 
The play proceeds as a monotonous 
series of broken-off musical num- 
bers, aborted auditions, and inter- 
rupted rehearsals that lead in and 
out of vignettes which chart the 
tricky mutual passion between the 
ravenously heterosexual Ruth and 
her new man, Stevie. 

Machado’s conccits are trendy 
and derivative at best. Much of the 
time they're lazy and pretentious. 
The characters barely achieve the 
level of stereotype, their motivation 
is all right up on the surface, and 
their dialogue keeps crashing on 
the shores of cliché. The play- 
wright actually compels an actor to 
say, “She gets better with time, like 


wine.” The writing is unredeemed 
by the music. The author provides 
lyrics with hammerhead rhymes 
— “A song/Comes along/It 
astounds you/It surrounds you” 
— for a series of numbingly 
down-tempo tunes composed by 
Geri Allen. Machado, Allen, and 
musical director Rodney Kendrick 
seem to be trying to capture a 
moment in the history of jazz 
when bebop bounced swing, when 
the sultry sax supplanted the cute 
clarinet, when Charlie Parker and 
company reclaimed the soul of jazz 
from its white appropriators. But 
this story, well worth telling, does 
not jive with the half-baked fable 
about the gender-bending Stevie 
and her run-of-the-mill musical 
aspirations. 

Stevie Wants To Play the Blues 
features the velvet-smooth vocals 
of Cason’s Ruth backed by a legit 
jazz quartet: Kendrick (piano), 
John Ore (bass), Jeremy Blynn 
(drums), Charles Davis (sax). All 
but Kendrick appear on stage. 
Ore is even given something of a 
character — Al, an older upright- 
bass player who insists that “jazz 
is a Negro art form.” But the 
choice backfires. The gray-beard- 
ed Ore, who has recorded with 
Lester Young, Thelonious Monk, 
Bud Powell, Earl Hines, and Sun 
Ra, is himself so much the gen- 
uine article that he only makes the 
play seem more fake. * 








Bullshit detector 


Jello Biafra cuts to the politics of pop

What’s up? 


Poverty, crib death, hunger — they’ve risen in 
the US. Meanwhile literacy and employment 


have fallen. 


And what are our elected 


representatives doing about it? Well, when 
they’re not busy blaming all of the above on 


immigrants, which they did earli- 
er this year in sweeping federal 
welfare-reform legislation (and 
that’s a whole other story), 
they're still trying to censor the 
lyrics of pop music. Thanks to 
Texas, which on June 20 became 
the first state to bar any of its 
government agencies from 
investing in companies that make 
or distribute music with obscene 
or violent lyrics, the matter before 
us again is the battering of the 
First Amendment by the very 
people who are charged with 
upholding it (see “Talking Poli- 
tics,” in News). 

Ironic? Jello Biafra, the San 
Francisco-based musician and 
activist who was the target of the 

“most notable censorship prosecu- 
tion case of the Reagan/Bush era, 
‘sees it as more than a political 
smokescreen — a little distracting 
fiddle playing while Rome burns 
— intended to convince us that 
our moral intcrests are being pro- 
tected. Biafra instead hears the 
crackling fires of class war, 
American style. 

“The people from the upper 
class are waging an active war 
against the rest of us,” says Biafra. 
“They. want to bully people into 
not singing — or speaking out — 
about unemployment, downsiz- 
ing, or the increasingly dire need 
to overthrow the rich. The basic 
message coming down from the 
Texas legislature and the music 
industry is ‘Shut up and shop.’ 
I'm sure major labels, which 
already have in-house lyric- 
screening committees thanks to 
Tipper Gore, are already saying, 
‘Oh shit, we better make sure this 
is not gonna get busted in Texas.’ 

~ Now that so much of our media is 
controlled by multinational corpo- 
rations that have a vested interest 
in making people dumber and 
more obedient shoppers, we're 
going to see more censorship.” 

It’s Biafra’s denunciation of 
consumer culture as the yoke of 
class slavery that got him in trou- 
ble in 1986. On April 15 of that 
year, a squad of San Francisco 
and Los Angeles cops trashed his 
home under the direction of the 
LA district attorney’s office. They 
were looking for copies of an 
H.R. Giger poster — depicting 
rotting penises penetrating decay- 
ing vaginas — included in copies 
of the 1995 album Frankenchrist 
by Biafra’s seminal agit-punk 
band, the Dead Kennedys. The 
artwork was intended as a cri- 
tique of consumer culture. But 
Biafra, who operates the label that 
issued the album, Alternative 
Tentacles, was brought up on 
obscenity charges. 

In August °87, the charges 
against Biafra and his co-defen- 
dants from the label were dis- 
missed after a three-week crimi- 
nal trial in LA, where 
Frankenchrist was judged not to 
be “obscene.” But albums by 


Biafra, the Dead Kennedys, and 
other Alternative Tentacles artists 
were nonetheless banned from 
many chain record stores. 

“This is exactly the type of de 
facto censorship Tipper Gore and 


the Parents Music Resource 
Center had in mind,” Biafra 
asserts. 


Adding a new wrinkle of irony 
to the story, Michael Guarino, half 
the DA team that went after Biafra, 
recently admitted — from his new 
post as associate dean of John F. 
Kennedy University’s law school in 
Walnut Creek, California — that 
“the whole thing was a comedy of 
errors. About midway through the 
trial we realized that the lyrics of 
the album were in many ways 
socially responsible, very anti- 
drug, and pro-individual. We were 
a couple of young prima donna 


prosecutors.” 
Biafra says he feels vindicated 
and ecstatic over Guarino’s 


admission. “Let that be a lesson 
to other people who keep trying 
to put musicians and poets and 
comic-book artists in jail. History 
is never on the side of the narrow- 


minded censor.” 

But vindication has a_ price. 
“Publicly | was courageous and 
survived the whole experience; 
privately, it took a year and a half 
out of my life and the stress was 
enormous. It contributed to the 
break-up of the Dead Kennedys. 
But there were silver linings, too, 
like getting to spend some time 
with Frank Zappa [a censorship 
fighter until his death]. And sud- 
denly | was no longer called a 
paranoid lunatic for saying the 
religious right were out to prose- 
cute rock musicians, so my view- 
point got a higher profile. 

“We could have pleaded guilty 
and got off with a small fine. 
Guarino even asked my lawyer, 
“Why the hell didn’t he just pay 
the $50?’ | thought | was looking 
at $2000 and a year in jail. More 
important, Guarino Ict it slip to 
an LA Weekly reporter that his 
office had an entire file cabinet on 
other musicians. They were hop- 
ing that by convicting me, or by 
my copping a plea, they would set 
a precedent and go after bigger 
fish to make a political name for 
themselves.” 

Which brings us back to Texas. 
The ban — which prohibits the 
investment of state money in 
companics that own 10 percent or 
more of a business that receives 
income from music describing 
violence, illegal drug use, degra- 
dation of women, necrophilia, 
assault of police officers, bestiali- 
ty, pedophilia, or criminal street 
gangs (there goes West Side

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Story) — was a slimy, perhaps 
illegal backdoor maneuver. Shot 
down as a bill by the Texas State 
House last month — as similar 
bills had already been in Maryland 
and Pennsylvania — it was passed 
as a rider on the 1998-'99 budget 
(effective September 1, 1988). 
Cary Sherman, vice-president 
and general counsel of the 
Recording Industry Association 
of Amcrica, the country’s leading 
record-label trade organization, 
told the New York Times last week 
that “under Texas law, you can't 
use an appropriations bill to make 
a general law.” The governor of 
Texas has no line-item veto power 
over riders, but it’s hard to imag- 
ine George W. Bush Jr. choosing 
to exercise such authority in this 
case anyway. 

Additionally, the longhorn and 
oil capitalists who approved the 
rider may have shot their own sys- 
tem in the foot. The ban may force 
state-employed pension-fund 
managers — who invest not only 
state money but that of state 
employees — to breach their fidu- 
ciary responsibility by compelling 
them to make investments they 
know are less enriching. For exam- 
ple, the Texas Permanent School 
Fund, Employees Retirement 
System, and University of Texas 
have a total of $15.5 million 
invested in Seagram, which the 
New York Times reports has an 80 
percent interest in CDs by Snoop 
Doggy Dogg, Marilyn Manson, 
and the late Tupac Shakur. But, as 
Biafra would contend, the rich 
(Seagram, the lawmakers, the 
record labels, and _ corporate 
CEOs) don’t give a damn about 
the retirement income of the little 
people. It’s those folks, not 
Seagram or Death Row Records, 
who'll get hurt. 

For artists, there’s perhaps a 
more pressing danger in the sub- 
text of this ban. A cornerstone in 
obscenity judgment cases is the 
determination of whether a work 
of art is obscene within the con- 
text of community standards. (No 
wonder Biafra got off in LA.) 
Since it tars the musical subjects 
targeted by the ban with the brush 
of obscenity and thereby makes 
them unfit for investment by 
agents of the state, there’s a risk 
that any writ-happy Texas prose- 
cutor may attempt to cite the ban 
as a community standard applica- 
ble to the entire Lone Star State. 
And where does it end? Will the 
1999-2000 budget have a rider 
banning investment in publishing 
or filmmaking? Joe Stalin is mer- 
rily rolling in his coffin. 

Biafra, meanwhile, has jumped 
into the haves-versus-have-nots 
fray with a new organization he’s 
formed with the Offspring’s 
Dexter Holland that’s called FSU. 
Jello says that stands for “Fuck 
Shit Up”; Dexter opts for the 
gentler “Freedom Starts Under- 
ground.” Whatever it means, 
FSU has organizations _ like 
Amnesty International, AIDS 
Project LA, Poor Peoples United, 
and the Tree Foundation in mind 
as beneficiaries. 

“I figured if | ever blundered 
into the kind of money that the 
Offspring now have, this is what | 
would do with it,” Biafra explains. 
“That hasn't happened to me, but 
that didn’t prevent me from sug- 
gesting it to others.” ba] 


Pure Jello 


THE LATEST from Lard 
— former Dead Kennedys 
singer Jello Biafra’s occa- 
sional collaboration with 
Ministry’s Al Jourgensen, 
Paul Barker, and William 
Rieflin — is a return to top 
form for all involved. Lately 
Ministry have sounded like 
predictable thrash sludge, 
but on’ Pure Chewing 
Satisfaction (Alternative 
Tentacles) they’ve rediscov- 
ered their crisp cybersmith 
edginess, hammering out 
The Mind Is a Terrible Thing 
To Taste—era metal machine 
music for the masses — 
trashcan beats pacing stiff, 
programmed guitar riffs 
somewhere between Kill 
‘em All—vintage Metallica 
and bit-mapped transcrip- 
tions of the Stooges. 
Keyboard-generated swirls, 
samples, and echoes make a 
few cameos, but the overall 
effect is stripped-down 
industro-metal. 

Jello plays the human foil, 
the yippie/punk _ rascal 
whose nasal sneer and car- 
toon vibrato still owe a debt 
to Johnny Rotten (he even 
appropriates the “We mean 
it, man” line from “God 
Save the Queen” to self- 
effacing effect on Pure’s 
“Peeling Back the Foreskin 
of Liberty”). He’s always 
been at his best when, in 
surveying the carnival of 
absurdity that lurks in the 
shadow of the American 
dream, he pinpoints the 
moment in which folly 
becomes outrage. “| Wanna 
Be a Drug-Sniffing Dog” is 
a textbook example as rau- 
cously funny and stinging as 
the old DKs material. “I 
wanna be a drug-sniffing 
dog/So I can snort coke all 
night long/Bite my master 
when it suits me/Get off on 
diminished capacity,” he 
yammers. Next come cus- 
toms agents masturbating to 
confiscated panties, San 
Francisco cops purloining 
cars in trumped-up drug 
raids, and a brilliantly brutal 
swipe at religious funda- 
mentalists: “I wanna join 
the Christian Coalition, so | 
can molest my children/ 
None suspect me ’cause I've 
been saved, ‘til my step- 
daughter drowns her kids in 
a lake.” 

Occasionally Biafra gets 
bogged down in (albeit 
clever) sloganeering 
“Faith Hope and Treachery,” 
“War Pimp Renaissance.” 
But “Generation Execute” 
— a parable about hypocrit- 
ical sex-and-violence atti- 
tudes in which capital pun- 
ishment becomes TV’s new 
game-show ratings booster 
— proves he’s still the pre- 
eminent countercultural 
voice in underground rock.

guitars to it, the way the Mighty Mighty | 
Bosstones do. You can coat it with a sugary | 


pop crust a la No Doubt. You can grease its 
gears with a little punk snot in the manner of 
Rancid or Sublime. Or you can dress it up in 


a suave cocktail-hour suit of 
Latin jazz and lounge exotica, 
which have been two of Jump 
with Joey’s popular tricks for 
the past few years. But no mat- 
ter what gets piled on top, 
beneath, and around its rock- 
steady beat, ska music is still 
immediately recognizable as 
ska. And more and more often, 
it seems, bands are popping up 
on the radio, in the charts, and 
around local scenes across the 
country and putting their own 
stamp — or maybe one bor- 
rowed from the examples set by 
the Bosstones, Rancid, and No 
Doubt — on ska’s buoyant 
rhythms. 

Yes, there’s a ska revival, explo- 
sion, or at least eruption going on 
in America right now. It was 
spearheaded by the commercial 
success of bands like No Doubt, 
Sublime, and the Bosstones, 
whose Let's Face It (Big 
Rig/Mercury) has climbed into 
the Top 40 of the Billboard 200, 
and who will be headlining the 
Warped Tour when it hits 
Northampton on July 29. We’re 
also seeing an upsurge of newer 
groups, like Southern California’s 
ska punk Reel Big Fish, who are 
charting modestly with a debut 
CD on Mojo titled Turn the Radio 
Off and getting heavy national 
airplay with “Sell Out.” 
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LATIN JAZZ and lounge exotica have been two of Jump for Joey’s 
popular tricks for the past few years. 





Currently hovering just under 
the range of the mainstream 
radar are the likes of Moon Ska 
Records, a 14-year-old label 
devoted to ska with a growing 
roster (which includes Boston’s 
Skavoovie & the Epitones and 
the Allstonians); classic ska reis- 
sues like the new Time Marches 
On (Heartbeat) CD by 40-year 
ska/reggae veteran Derrick 
Morgan; novelty compilations 
like Shanachie’s Ska Down Her 
Way: Women of Ska; and under- 
ground institutions like LA’s 
Jump for Joey, a cult band whose 
three Japanese-import-only CDs 
(Ska-ba, Generations United, 
and Strictly for You Vol. 2) have 
just been reissued by Rykodisc’s 
Hifi imprint. Later this summer, 
on August 23 at Nashoba Valley 
Ski Area in Westford, a giant 
New England Ska Festival is 
scheduled, to include national 
and regional veterans like the 
Skatalites, the Toasters, and Bim 
Skala Bim, as well as up-and- 
comers Skavoovie & _ the 
Epitones, Spring Heeled Jack, 
and the Pilfers. 

This isn’t the first time ska has 
poked its bopping head into the 
pop arena. Back in 1964, less 
than a decade after ska first 
emerged in Jamaica as a proto- 
reggae synthesis of New Orleans 
R&B, Caribbean rhythms,

hyperactive reggae beats, mod fashion styles, a close relationship with punk rock, and bands like the Specials. 


American jazz, and indigenous 
folk music, England’s Millie 
Small scored a transatlantic hit 
with “My Boy Lollipop,” a ska- 
inflected ditty that set the prece- 
dent for the genre’s long-run- 
ning tradition of novelty num- 
bers. A few years later, one of the 
original Rude Boys, Kingston’s 
Desmond Dekkar, crossed ‘over 
from Jamaica to America with his 
ska-flavored “Israelites,” a Top 
10 hit in 1969. 

But it was in England, where a 
strong community of West 
Indians had resettled among 
future punks who would come to 
feel a social affinity with the 
oppressed minority Jamaicans, 
that Dekkar and ska in general 


had their biggest initial impact’ 


outside of Jamaica. By the end of 
the next decade, rude boys of all 
colors had united behind the Two 
Tone movement, a British-based 
ska craze fueled by the rhetoric of 
racial equality, hyperactive reggae 
beats, mod fashion styles, a close 
relationship with punk rock, and 
bands like the Specials, the 
female-fronted Selecter, and the 
English Beat. 

Tighter, faster, and in many 
cases cleaner-sounding than the 
original Blue Beat ska (named for 
the Blue Beat label that released 
many early ska_ singles) of 
Jamaica, or the more relaxed 
grooves of reggae, the British ska 
wave of the Specials, Madness, 
and the bizarre and humorous 
Bad Manners incited American 
punks like the Bosstones to pick 
up on the infectious beat. And 
there ska remained, eking out a 
meager existence as an offshoot 
of the all-ages hardcore scene in 
America for the better part of the 
80s, years during which the 
Bosstones released discs on the 
Boston punk label Taang!, No 
Doubt played parties in Orange 
County, and half of Rancid’s 
membership fused ska and punk 
at the Gilman Street Project in 
Berkeley, as Operation Ivy. Ska 
had become, as a friend of mine 
likes to say, punk rock’s happy 
cousin — an upbeat, often politi- 
cally fueled, but largely nonviolent 
outlet for youthful energy in 





American suburbs. 

So it’s no surprise that in the 
wake of the rise of the ’90s plat- 
inum punks (Offspring, Rancid, 
Green Day) American ska punks 
would be given a profile boost. It 
certainly hasn’t hurt that both 
Offspring and Rancid have 
recorded their own ska tunes, or 
that ska outfits have found 
themselves side by side with 
popular punks like Social

Distortion on the Warped Tour. 
It’s maybe more surprising that 
ska’s lively dance grooves and 
pop melodies didn’t translate 
into greater mainstream success 
earlier. After all, it’s been clear 
since the days of Madness, the 
Specials, and the English Beat 
that kids + ska = fun. 

Ska’s inner strength — that 
indestructible groove — is also 
its Achilles’ heel. If rock’s gui- 
tar/bass/drums basics sometimes 





seem limiting, they’re nothing 
compared to the tyranny of the 
ska beat. Although endless varia- 
tions have been and are being 
invoked — from the crunchy 
power chords of a Bosstones tune 
like “The Impression That I Get” 
to the Latin swing of Jump for 
Joey’s take on “Un Poquito de tu 
Amor” to the bebop-inflections of 
the New York Ska Jazz Ensemble 
doing “Teardrops from My Eyes” 
— a ska drummer invariably 
comes back to that unmistakable 
pattern that defines the genre. 
(Legend has it that poor radio 
reception of New Orleans R&B 
stations in Jamaica led the first 
ska musicians to place the 
emphasis on the first and third 
beats of a 4/4 measure, instead of 
the second and fourth, as is com- 
mon in rock and blues.) Perhaps 
that’s why some of the biggest 
hits by ska bands — Madness’s 
“Our House” and the English 
Beat’s “Save It for Later” — have 
been more rhythmically in tune 
with American pop than with the 
groove of Jamaican ska. 

But the market and the charts 
are different from what they were 
a decade ago. Alternative-radio 
formats have opened new holes 
through which singles by bands 
that might not appeal to a broad- 
er rock audience can sneak into 
rotation. SoundScan’s computer- 
calculated sales figures coupled 
with the fragmenting of the main- 
stream rock audience into small- 
er, more specialized demograph- 
ic units has made room for bands 
like the Mighty Mighty Bosstones 
and Sublime on the Billboard 
charts. The new ska_ bands 
haven’t had to shy away from 
sounding too ska, or make a 
point of putting their rockiest 
foot forward first. Their music 
may take on the trappings of 
punk, metal, jazz, funk, or pop. 
but it’s still unmistakably ska. 
And now it’s begun to be more 
profitable and more popular than 
it was back when the Specials 
were roaming the concrete jungle 
of the ’80s. ae

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Local ska from the Allstonians, Skavoovie, 
BY BRETT MILANO Everybody seems to 


be into ska nowadays, and that’s not 
necessarily good news for the Boston bands 
who were doing ska before it became this 
year’s grunge. Yes, they’re playing higher- 
profile gigs than ever before, and better-paying 


ones. In fact, two local ska groups | 


— the Allstonians and Skavoovie 
& the Epitones — are headlining 
their own CD-release gigs within 
two days of each other this week. 
It’s just that next year they'll all 
have to live through the inevitable 
ska backlash. Meanwhile, local 
skasters must bear the indignity 
of comparison with certain trendy 
LA bands whom nobody around 
here scems to like much, A mixed 
blessing? No doubt. 

“The first time I heard No 
Doubt on the radio, my first 
thought was ‘Madonna,’ ” notes 
Daryl “D-Train” Morrow, tenor- 
saxophonist of the Allstonians, 
whose The Allston Beat is out on 
NYC’s Moon Ska Records, and 
who'll play T.T. the Bear’s Place 
this Saturday. “Then | heard 
other people say, ‘There’s this 
new ska band called No Doubt,’ 
and | thought, * Well, sorta’ — not 
to knock them, but to me they’re 
a pop group. But whatever expo- 
sure we might get as a result of 
their success isn’t bad. It gives 
you more of a focus to keep doing 
what you set out to do. We've got- 
ten more requests to play lately, 
and the number of ska bands 
springing up is phenomenal. But 
that'll probably just winnow out 
some of the less sincere bands.” 

“What worries me about No 
Doubt is that people might hear 
them and say, ‘This is ska? | 
guess I don’t like it,” ” adds Jesse 
Farber, trumpeter of Skavoovie & 
the Epitones, who celebrate the 
release of their new Ripe (also on 
Moon Ska) tonight (July 10) at 
the Middle East. “But there’s no 
way that some of their success 
hasn't spilled over to us,” adds 
the group’s sax player, Jon 
Natchez. “When we started play- 
ing in 1992, people were still say- 
ing, “What is that music?’ It’s 
definitely not as underground as it 
used to be.” 

“Sure, it’s going to peak at a 
certain point, and peaking means 
that you go down from there,” 
says Dan Vitale, leader of one of 
Boston’s veteran ska outfits, Bim 
Skala Bim. “But that doesn’t 
bother me. The bands that are 
jumping the bandwagon might 
not last, but the bands who've 
been around a long time will still 
be here.” 

If No Doubt cynicism runs 
heavy around town, nobody's say- 
ing a bad word about the Mighty 
Mighty Bosstones, who were just 
another no-account ska band 
throwing metallic punk into the 
mix seven years ago. And 
nobody’s denying that Bim Skala 
Bim did a lot to spearhead the 
local scene — least of all Bim 
themselves. 

“I'm not boasting when I| say 
that Boston was the original scene 
that most of this stuff evolved out 
of,” says Vitale. “There are more 
bands in California now, but the 
Bosstones and Bim Skala Bim are 








still around and still innovating. 
And I'd argue that with anybody.” 
What’s clear is that all three 
bands picked a good time to put 
new CDs on the racks. 
Meanwhile, two new discs com- 
piled by Vitale have been released 
on Bim’s DVS label. Mash It Up 
#4 is the latest installment in the 
series of local ska wrap-ups; Joint 
Ventures in Ska features local and 
national bands singing the praises 
of pot. The latter is now being 
reserviced after a limited run last 
winter, during which it was 
named “Best Weed Album of '96” 
by High Times — though I’m not 
sure what the competition was. 
The Allstonians remain my 
favorite of the current generation 
of locals, mainly because of their 
emphasis on songwriting. 
Morrow lists the Beatles, Elvis 
Costello, and XTC as influences. 
I'd add Madness to that list. But 
the Allstonians are also the most 
volatile skasters in town, having 
recently changed half of their per- 
sonnel for the second time. Five 








boardist/main songwriter Nigel 
Knucklehead is sticking around.) 

“It was just differences over the 
direction of the band, and the ten- 
sions that built up sort of boiled 
over,” Morrow says. “I'd have to 
say that the tempo is a lot slower 
with the new line-up, there's a 
different feel to it. And the vocals 
have improved a little since 
there’s more cooperation. But this 
time most of the songwriters 
stayed, so we only lost three 
songs.” 

The band’s habit of sticking 
Allston references into their songs 
— “B-Train” included genuine 
Green Line sound effects — may 
have started as shtick, but it's 
turned into a legitimate hook for 
their songwriting. The new disc is 
nothing less than a concept album 
about life in that funky suburb. 
They get all the details right — 
various songs refer to the college 
kids walking down Brighton Ave, 
the downstairs couple whose 
fights keep you awake, the 
strange girl next door who never 
gets out of bed, the spoiled brat 
who blasts his stereo at 3 a.m., 
and the drinking buddics you 
meet after work at the Model 
Café. Think of it as a local answer 
to the love/hate rclationship with 
London that Madness always 
had. 

Some of the Allstonians appre- 
ciate ska as a subculture. Others 
just think the music sounds good. 
Morrow says that mix is typical of

of the original 10 members 
jumped ship in "94, costing the 
band custody of their local hit, 
“B-Train to Allston.”

their audiences. “About a third of 
the people we play to are legit 
skinheads — not violent ones, 
just that they're into the fashion. 
There’s also a scooter subculture 
where the music plays a big part 
in their lives. For me the attrac- 
tion is that the music is infectious 
— that’s cliché’d, but it really 
does grab you. As a performer

who's played a lot of different 
stuff, it’s super-gratifying to have 
people dance. And it’s good to see 
the crossover, where you can sce 
skate punks mixing with hippies.” 

Skavoovie’s Natchez agrees. 
“Boston’s unique in that most 
cities have a really cliquey ska 
scene, with everybody trying to be 
an insider. You sce that Two Tone 
style, and the girls with checkered 
shirts, much more than you do 
here. We’ve played Los Angeles a 
couple of times and had people in 
the other bands tell us, “You aren't 
really going to wear sneakers on 
stage, are you?’ ” 

One wouldn't mistake Ska- 
voovie for a punk-ska band, and 
they’re not hiding the fact that 
most of them are well-behaved 
college students. But they usually 
get around that by aiming for a 
jazzy, Skatalites-influenced 
sound. There’s a lot of solid play- 
ing on Ripe, which includes a ska 
version of Jimmy Liggins’s R&B 
nugget “Drunk” (with Monster 
Mike Welch on guitar) and a few 
timely excursions into lounge ska. 

“There are a lot of conventions 
to ska,” trumpeter Farber points 
out. “By the nature. of the music, 
you'll always have some connec- 
tion to the Skatalites or to Two 
Tone. Some bands will say, “Yeah, 
we're just a bunch of wacky kids,’ 
but | like to think we take our 
music more seriously than that.” 

What about the ska version of 
Kiss’s “Rock’n’Roll All Night” 
that Skavoovie have been known 
to pull out during shows? 

“We can't help things like that. 
We don’t want to be a bunch of 
stiffs up there.” 

Besides, acting goofy on stage 
remains a time-honored part of 
the ska tradition — look at the 
Bosstones or Madness, who 
installed dancing fans as full-time 
bandmembers. “On-stage shenan- 
igans are always going to happen 
when you get a band with a few 
horn players in it,” Morrow notes. 

If the ideas expressed on Joint

Ventures in Ska are 
any indication, ska 
bands have some- 
thing else in com- 
mon as well. The 
music on the disc 
ranges from slow- 
er reggae (Bim’s 
spacicr-than-usual 
“Legalization”) to 
dancehall rudery 
(long-running UK 
character Judge 
Dread contributes 
the self-explanato- 
ry “Look a Pussy”) 
to traditional ska 
(a live track by 
another veteran 
UK band, the 
Sclecter) to punk 
ska (Johnny 
Socko, an Indiana 
band whose track 
is big dumb fun). 
But the songs’ 
subject matter is 
consistent. The 
liner notes helpful- 
ly mention that 
hemp is good for 
making paint, for 
treating arthritis, 
and as a source of 
fucl. They don't 
mention, however, 
that smoking the 
stuff is also rumored to be fun. 

“Musicians like to smoke pot,” 
Vitale explains. “That shouldn't 
be a revelation to anybody. | don’t 
believe that it’s a drug for chil- 
dren, but I'd advocate it over cig- 
arettes or alcohol any day of the 
weck. The disc is partly to explain 
how harmless it really is, and how 
only greed is keeping it from 
being legalized.” 

Vitale emphasizes that the 
environmental tone of his liner 
notes is more than a smokc- 
screen. “Traditionally it's believed 
that pot brings you closer to the 
earth and to natural things 
around you. I believe that to be 
true, and | believe that people 
who smoke pot are gencrally 
more aware.” 

The cynic in me wants to add 
that they're also generally more 
stoned, but I feel too good- 
natured right now. Listening to a 
lot of ska will do that.

PUNK PIONEERS: 
THE BUSH TETRAS 
ROCK AGAIN 


Beauty Lies (Tim/Kerr) marks the 
return after a long absence of the 
NYC-based Bush Tetras, and it’s not 
your fault if you never knew they 
were gone. Spawned from the late- 
’70s Lower East Side punk scene, the 
BT’s first incarnation lasted only 
from ’80 to °83, producing just a 
handful of singles and EPs and nary a 
full-length disc. But their raggedy 
funky brand of bad attitude (“Too 
Many Creeps” was the name of their 
first single) was a big hit with the 
cognoscenti, and they always got a lot 
of ink — moved a decent number of 
units, too, for a small-label arty con- 
cept band. It didn’t hurt that 3/4 of 
the quartet were females, which made 
them pioneers of sorts. 

So flash-forward past what feels like 
several generations but really isn’t and 
you find the group re-formed with 
their original line-up — _ singer 
Cynthia Sley, guitarist Pat Place, 
bassist Laura Kennedy, and boy drum- 
mer Dee Pop — to release their first- 
ever Official full-length album. (Last 
year’s Boom in the Night CD on ROIR 
was a compilation of older EPs and 
singles.) The big question, natch, is 
whether they still have the edge they 
brandished in the olden days of slash 
and burn. And the answer is, a little yes 
and a little no. Sley’s vocals have actu- 
ally improved with age, giving her 
access to a more expressive range. The 
rhythm section is tighter, and Place is 
using dissonance more judiciously 
these days. The result sounds closer to 
generic hard rock than to the mutated 
funk that once got Clash drummer 
Topper Headon interested in produc- 
ing the group in the studio (back in the 
early 80s). It’s slicker, too. 

In other words, Beauty Lies adds up 
to that bane of the soft-hearted critic, 
a CD by a band who are only good, 
not quite great. Live, I’ve been told, 
they can still create the noise of things 
falling apart, but here these former 
provocateurs make a familiar hard- 
edged sound. | think they’re hip to 
their limitations (they always were). 
“Color Green” could fit snugly on a 
metal rotation list, with its big guitar 
riff and Sley’s snarling “Don’t believe 
in anything ‘less it’s the color green.” 
But lest one think they’re unaware of 
the essential silliness of the genre 
they’re slipping into, they follow it 
with a tune titled “Satan Is a 
Bummer” — a cautionary tale for 
morons. Other highlights are a ballad 
called “The Ballad,” which sounds like 
a spontaneous string of lovesick 
clichés; Sley’s raw-throated vocal on 
“Mr. Love Song,” which as you can 
guess from the title is as acerbic as 


hell; and my personal favorite, “World 
Dub,” a nine-and-a-half-minute coda 
that makes good use of guest Julia 
Kent’s cello, abrupt ambient out- 
bursts, and a droning dub overlay of 
hypno-cool. 

On “Page 18” Sley, using her 
grungiest yowl, warns, “Time, don’t 
mess with me.” Well, it has. Yet it’s 
not their fault they don’t stand for 
what they used to stand for. Nobody 
else does. And they’re still game, mak- 
ing Beauty, polished piece of work 
that it is, still fun.

JAMES BROWN: 
THE JAZZ PLAYER 


As James Brown, “The Godfather of 
Soul,”. continues to tour nationally 
well into his 60s (his birthdate is list- 
ed variously as 1933 and 1928), 
Polydor continues to repackage his 
past in a bewildering assortment of 
CDs, raiding its vaults for every imag- 
inable, previously unreleased tape 
scrap. A lesser artist might suffer from 
such exposure, but Brown — who 
modestly told interviewers a decade 
ago that he had composed more songs 
than Mozart, Beethoven, or Irving 
Berlin, 5000 at least — is always 
worth hearing. The three most recent 


CD compilations, Foundations of 
Funk: A Brand New Bag 1964-1969, 
Funk Power 1970: A Brand New 
Thang, and Make It Funky: The Big 
Payback 1971-1975, foreground what 
most Brown fans and music critics 
ignore: the King of Soul’s new bag 
held a lot of jazzy flavors. 

To listen to Brown with jazz-hungry 
ears involves listening past the roiling 
funk syncopations and listening hard 
for the horn and keyboard ‘solos ignit- 
ing the longest jams. There is%g@ne 
obvious moment to quicken a jazz 
fan’s heart: Robert McCullough’s sax 
solo on “Super Bad” (from Funk 
Power). The tenor-saxman responds 
to Brown’s asking him to “blow me 
some Trane, brother” with a whining, 
squealing, tipsy, atonal solo that 
sounds absolutely nothing like 
Coltrane. It does sound like any num- 
ber of avant-garde players who fol- 
lowed in Coltrane’s wake. Like any 
good jazz solo, it tells a tale, makes a 
point, departs into thin air. The sax 
line parallels Brown’s R&B/gospel- 
flavored raspy vocal line while reach- 
ing toward jazz nirvana. 

The most astonishing jazz solos 
extending over multiple sessions are 
from trombonist Fred Wesley. His 
solo on “Mind Power” (Make It 
Funky) is full of rowdy smears, light- 
as-a-feather slides, brutally percussive 
staccato phrases, sounding like a 
blend of Tricky Sam Nanton from 
Duke Ellington’s Cotton Club days 
and a funky J.J. Johnson. “Make It 
Funky, Parts 1, 2, 3 & 4,” from the 
same two-disc set, finds Brown loudly 
exhorting his trombonist to “slide that 
slide, Fred, get your horn in the 
groove.” Wesley’s art does more that 
that; he dances in and out of the 
groove, jazzing up the funk so 
intensely, it’s as though he forgot he 
isn’t playing a jazz studio session. 
Wesley even managed to coax the best 
jazz piano solo out of Brown on 
record, on “Papa Don’t Take No 
Mess” (Make Ii Funky), making 
Brown sound like an accomplished 
student of McCoy Tyner. 

Make It Funky uses a stellar team of 
jazz studio pros (hornmen Randy 
Brecker and Joe Farrell, bassist Buster 
Williams, guitarist Cornell Dupree) in 
addition to the legendary trio of Brown 
instrumentalists, saxophonists Maceo 
Parker, “Pee Wee” Ellis, and trombon- 
ist Wesley. The unrelenting funk 
groove means that none of the stars 
has much room for extended solos, but 
they get in some tremendously tasty 
licks nevertheless, trading hot solos 
with one another .in the tradition of 
R&B flavored jazz: In the long line of 
jazz players with a,jump-funk soul — 
from Earl Bostic and Illinois Jacquet to 
Steve Coleman — James Brown and 
his bands of the ’60s and *70s have 
earned a place of funky honor.

U2 wrestle with success

“This is where we spent the cash 


you gave us,” explained an earnest Bono as he motioned 
toward the giant golden arch and enormous flashing screen 


constructed for U2’s “Pop Mart” tour in 
front of nearly 60,000 fans at the first of 
two sold-out Foxboro stadium shows last 
week. “You turned us into a great big rock 
group,” he continued after pausing to col- 
lect his thoughts. “And sometimes great big 
rock groups get kind of scary .. . they get 
eaten up by the corporate monster. Our 
plan was to eat the monster before the mon- 
ster could eat us.” 

In the two nights U2 spent winding up 
the first US leg of the “Pop Mart” tour at 
Foxboro, that was a surprisingly rare dis- 
play of the kind of soul-searching candor 
Bono was once famous for peppering U2’s 
sets with. But you could sense in the tone 
of it that, though they're keeping their 
chins up, U2 realize that this time they may 
have bitten off more than they can chew. 

By most accounts it has been an ego- 
bruising year for the Irish superstars, one 
that’s seen their uncharacteristically aloof, 
techno-inflected new Pop (Island) perform 
disappointingly, Pop Mart tickets sell slug- 
gishly, a pre-tour ABC Saturday-night TV 
special bomb, and even a few major can- 
celed shows. In fact, it’s widely known that 
U2 were originally aiming to end the US 
leg of the tour (which began, fittingly 
enough, in Las Vegas on April 25 and now 
heads to Europe for five months before 
returning to North America in October) 
with three shows in Foxboro. But when 
tickets to the first two didn’t move as 
quickly as had been expected, plans for a 
July 4 show were aborted. Meanwhile, after 
only 14 weeks on the charts, Pop dropped 
out of the Top 40 by late June. So Bono 
and his cohort have probably been a little 
too busy swallowing their own pride of late 
to dine on any corporate monsters 

Although it’s hard to fault a band for 
challenging themselves and their audience 
as U2 have, it was easy to see how hungry 
fans were for the classics during U2’s two- 


night stand in Foxboro. The loudest cheers 
were for old favorites like the 1980 single 
“I Will Follow,” which followed the open- 
ing “Mofo” (from Popy at both shows and 
is reported to have held that position in the 
sct for most of Pop Mart. In stark contrast 
to °92’s forward-looking “Zoo TV” tour, 
the band have become increasingly willing 
to accommodate nostalgic crowds by 


reaching back into their catalogue of 


arena-ready anthems like 1983’s “New 


Year’s Day,” ’84’s “Pride (In the Name of 


Love),” ’87’s “Where the Streets Have No 
Name,” and ’91’s “Even Better Than the 
Real Thing.” More important, the Pop 
Mart sets seem to be structured to take the 
emphasis off Pop material, with new tunes 
scattered among older ones rather than 
concentrated into a conceptually focused 
Pop segment of the show. The sense you 
come away with is of a band retrenching — 
the mask of postmoderrrirony U2 put on at 
the start of this decade is falling away to 
reveal the earnest face of idcalism that’s 
worked so well for them in the past. 

But enough of this close analysis. Music 
critics probably shouldn't be allowed to 
review stadium rock shows in the first 
place. Concerts of Pop Mart’s proportion 
usually have very little to do with music — 
how much of the estimated $1.5 million it 
takes to keep Pop Mart on the road cach 
week do you think gocs toward actually 
making music? As well as U2 play, a sta- 
dium show depends more on staging, sct 
list, and general theatrics than’ musical 
execution. (You could easily read the 
Edge’s tongue-in-cheek karaoke routine, 
which yielded a fine version of Neil 
Diamond's “Sweet Caroline” on July 1 and 
Elvis’s “Suspicious Minds” on the 2nd, as 
a sly acknowledgment on the band’s part 
that Pop Mart is not about rock, but that 
would just be more close analysis.) 
Stadium concerts are publicity cvents,

social rituals, quasi-religious celebrations 
of fandom in which music is a backdrop 
(much in the same way that politics are the 
backdrop for a political rally, or farming is 
a backdrop for a giant county fair) for 
drinking and grilling in the parking lot, the 
buying and selling of merchandise, hang- 
ing out with friends, going on a date, and 
participating in a communal act of faith 
and commerce that’s bigger and more 
powerful than anything most people expe- 
rience in their daily lives. 

Bono and U2 know this better, or at least 
are more self-conscious about it, than 
most. In the Bono-logue the singer deliv- 
ered on July 2 — a different, less emotion- 
ally resonant speech that came at the same 
strategic midset break before “I Still 
Haven't Found What I’m Looking For” — 
he went so far as to refer to the million-dol- 
lar stage behind him as “our church.” 
Coming from a guy who time and again 
has professed strong, Christian religious 
beliefs, that’s not something to scoff at. 
The Bono of the Zoo TV tour was perhaps 
too in character, too wrapped up in a rub- 
bery suit of winks and nudges ever to admit 
as much, but U2 have been on a mission to 
turn secular rock venues into nondenom- 
inational sacred spaces since day one. The 
Pop Mart set, with its 35-foot lemon/space 
pod/disco ball, looming golden McDon- 
ald’s arch, and skyscraping martini olive/ 
antenna, is just their latest and most literal 
attempt to create a traveling temple of rock 
for fans to worship at. 

If Bono’s “church” reference said more 
about U2’s current state of mind than any 
of the songs on Pop, it’s because U2 are a 
band who let their audiences in on their 
self-explorations — that’s part of their 
emotional connection with their fans. How 
else could one explain the humorlessly self- 
righteous-verging-on-authoritarian atmos- 
phere of Rattle and Hum, the 1988 U2 tour 
documentary? In its wake, with self-real- 
ization setting in, the group switched gears 
and reinvented themselves with the indus- 
trialized clamor of Achtung Baby, setting 
the course that’s led to Pop Mart. So 
there’s a strong possibility that Bono, the 
Edge, bassist Adam Clayton, and drummer 
Larry Mullen Jr. didn’t even realize that 
Pop Mart would end up as a search to 
recover the spirituality of their youth until 
after the tour got rolling. 

It’s that kind of soul-searching, reflected 
in their music and earnest attitude, that 
inspires fans to sympathetic devotion. Hell, 
you’re not going to get any of that from the 
Rolling Stones. And the Stones are one of 
the few rock bands around still capable of 
mounting a giant stadium tour like Pop 





Mart. U2 stand alone as the one band from 
their generation with the will, the desire, and 
the ability to fill 60,000 seats a night. (That 
they also aim to fill the 60,000 people in 
those seats with a sense of hope, instead of 
just offering a good show, is a something 
else altogether.) But if even the mighty U2 
are now having trouble filling seats, the 
question is will anybody be able to follow in 
their footsteps in this era of fragmented 
demographics and narrowcasting. 

One has to wonder whether U2 them- 
selves will ever mount a tour as ambitious 
as Pop Mart or Zoo TV again. The band 
spent the first half of their career making 
music built for giant arenas — sweeping 
choruses, thundering martial beats, 
propulsive bass lines, operatic vocals, big 
echoing guitars, and chant-along songs of 
hope and awakening. But Pop and 1993’s 
Zooropa are discs that deconstruct all of 
the above and seem best suited-for the 
headphones or the dance floor. Earnest 
performers — most recently Bruce 
Springsteen — have a habit of scaling 
back to recapture the integrity of their 
early days. And those contemporaries of 
U2 who have arguably been in a position 
to jump from large arenas to giant stadi- 


| ums — R.E.M. and Pearl Jam come to 





mind — have, for the most part, opted to 
stick with the 20,000-to-30,000-seaters. 

Watching Bono work the crowd at 
Foxboro, you could tell how physically 
demanding it must be to reach out to 
60,000 fans, even with the aid of 833 
square yards of LED video screen behind 
you. And you could maybe imagine how 
crushing it would feel to fail when, after 
ranting about the corporate monster, he 
launched into the fittingly introspective “I 
Still Haven’t Found What I’m Looking 
For.” Maybe U2 already found what they 
were looking for, back in the late ’80s, after 
The Joshua Tree put them on the top of the 
charts and just before their uplifting mes- 
sage was tainted by the touch of the corpo- 
rate monster. Maybe for a night, or an 
hour, or even just a song, their purity sur- 
vived the corrupting influence of the busi- 
ness they’d come to represent. Or, it could 
be that the kind of temporal church Bono 
dreams of building isn’t possible anymore, 
that U2 are looking for something that 
simply doesn’t exist. 

Either way, Pop Mart is turning out to be 
every bit as interesting to watch from afar 
as it is up close, perhaps even more so. 
After years of acting as if the weight of the 
world were upon his shoulders, Bono now 
has something bigger to worry about — 
lugging the massive Pop Mart around the 
world for yet another year. bd 
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offering proof that

Hoop dreams 


GbV team up with Cobra Verde 
BY BRETT MILANO No matter how many times you 


play their tapes in the car, your favorite cult bands always 
sound a little different when you finally hear them on the 


radio. | heard Guided by Voices on com- 
mercial radio for the first time last weck, 
when one local station sandwiched them 
between Foo Fighters and Tori Amos. The 
surprise was that when you stick GbV’s sin- 
gle “Bulldog Skin” on the airwaves, it docs- 
n't sound eccentric or lo-fi: it sounds just 
like alternative rock, with a vocal and guitar 
that could belong to any number of post- 
Nirvana outfits. What distinguishes it as a 
GbV cffort, aside from the song’s being so 
damn good, are a few telltale signs of life: 
the gung-ho guitar solo; the whoo-hoos in 
the chorus, and the sense that someone in 
the studio — probably GbV singer/ring- 
leader Robert Pollard — was having one 
hell of a good time. 

That, after all, is what a lot of people love 
about Guided by Voices — the notion that 
they're a bunch of beer-drinking, music- 
geck lowlifes, complete with 40ish front- 
man, who've struck a blow for beer-drink- 
ing, music-geek lowlifes everywhere by also 
being a great band. No argument there. But 
it would also be a mistake to suggest that 
GbV, who come to the Paradise this 
Tucsday, don’t want to be on the radio, and 
the new Mag Earwhig! (Matador) is the 
proof. If the last GbV album, Under the 
Bushes Under the Stars, moved away from 
lo-fi, this one buries it for good. 

That’s not the only change for the band. 
In a coup that doesn’t seem to have been 
completely bloodless, everybody but 
Pollard left last year and was replaced by 
the members of Cobra Verde, who make 
their GbV debut on the album and current 
tour (the old bandmembers are also fea- 
tured on some tracks). Cobra Verde seem 
an obvious choice. Hatched from the 
remains of Death of Samantha three years 
ago, they've come damn close to heavy 
metal and even closer to the post-industri- 
al panic that’s been required of hip 
Cleveland bands since Pere Ubu started. 
(They even cover Ubu’s “Chinese 
Radiation” on the disc.) 

The surprise about Cobra Verde’s new 
odds-and-ends compilation, Egomania 
(Love Songs) (Scat), is how sprightly it 
sounds, and not just on the three token 
pop songs. Even the mock-blues “For My 
Woman” comes off as if they’d forgotten 
not to enjoy themselves. In what may be 
the most telling sign of Cobra Verde’s pop 
inclinations, their cover of the 
Association’s “Never My Love” seems 


| 


more heartfelt than their take on the Ubu 
tune. 

What CV bring to GbV is, in a word, vol- 
ume. Hearing them play a couple of stray 
oldies at the recent Boston Phoenix/WFNX 
Best Music Poll show, | thought the entire 
band had been remastered for CD. Beyond 
that, GbV haven't changed much, offering 
proof that the magic was always in 
Pollard’s songwriting, not the intentionally 
crappy four-track sound. 

Pollard, for his part, is as prolific as ever. 
Recently, he related over the phone from 
his home in Dayton, he reeled off the titles 
of a couple dozen new GbV songs that did- 
n't really exist to a fanzine writer. “They 
came around later with the titles and I said, 
‘Hey, these are great — I’ve got to write 
these songs.’ Now I've got 23 songs for the 
next album; and that’s what makes them so 
good — they were all written in a day, so 
they sound really cohesive. Songwriting for 
me is something that just happens, it’s like 
going into a trance. If | have enough cool 
titles | can write them.” 

Pollard’s prodigious songwriting habits 
have become the stuff of legend. It was 
reported last year that GbV were making a 
100-song triple album. Not true, he says, 
though it might have happened if the band 
were still recording on four-track (“We 
wanted to make it real conceptual and put 
33-1/3 songs on cach disc”). Another 
rumor is that Pollard has a suitcase, with 
tapes of more than a thousand unreleased 
songs, that he plans to give to a random fan 
when the right moment strikes. 

“There is a suitcase,” he confirms. 
“There are thousands of songs, and a lot of 
them are really bad. In fact, some guys are 
coming over to play basketball tonight — 
this kid | know, one who used to follow us 
around all the time and get on my nerves, 
who I became friends with. Me and my son 
and my brother are going to play his guys 
at basketball. The deal is that if we win, 
they’re giving us a jukcbox; but if they win, 
they get the suitcase.” 

It must be hard to imagine parting with 
that much work over a basketball game. 

“Yeah, but these guys will never beat us. 
I've seen the way they play.” @

It's not Curtains for Tindersticks 
BY BARNEY HOSKYNS it used to be easy to dismiss Tindersticks 


— to deride them as boho poseurs, wanna-be Nick Caves, provincial 
boys who moved from Nottingham to London and willingly sank into 


the capital’s romantic squalor. 
When the band’s first album — 
Tindersticks —— appeared in 
October 1993, the whole ‘Sticks 
shtick looked and sounded con- 
trived. Songs like “Drunk Tank” 
and “City Sickness” suggested a 
bunch of neophytes mooching 
about dank taverns and kidding 
themselves it would all pay off 
one day in a novel. 

But when you actually heard a 
Tindersticks song or saw the 
group live — just the six of them 
sans string ensemble — the beau- 
ty of the thing hit you between the 
eyes. Suddenly the packaging no 
longer got in the way of what the 
music was doing, and Stuart 
Staples’s dark, mumbly baritone 
sounded 10 times lovelicr than 
Nick Cave's. Suddenly the hope- 
less gloom and ennui of “Drunk 
Tank” or “City Sickness” took on 
a quality of profound melancholy. 
Even if the whole thing was an 
act, it didn’t matter anymore. 

Two events made me a

Tindersticks convert. One was 
hearing their “Talk to Me” on the 
radio as | drove around London 
one wet night and being bowled 
over by an insistent drama that — 
albeit in more languorous form 
— didn’t seem so far from the 
dread and claustrophobia evoked 
by lan Curtis on “Love Will Tear 
Us Apart.” The second was seeing 
the band play London’s Astoria 
Theatre and marveling at the sus- 


pense and chemistry of their per- 
formance. Sounding one moment 
like a jaunty Gypsy band, the next 
like some cnervated palm-court 
quartet, they played with a con- 
viction and intensity that put their 
Britpop contemporaries (i.e., 
Oasis and Blur) to shame. 

By then Tindersticks had 
already proved there was sub- 
stance behind the pose with the 
second Tindersticks, which was 


released in 1995. Even here there 
were things that didn’t quite come 
off: the portentous intro that was 
“El Diablo en el Ojo,” the literally 
soporific “Sleepy Song,” the 
strings that slid about a tad too 
drunkenly. But the way “A Night 
In” slowly built itself up, the way 
the waltzing “She’s Gone” seemed 
to hover off the ground, the way 
the descending piano chords of 
“No More Affairs” reinvented the 
Lou Reed of “Perfect Day” — this 
showed how great Tindersticks 
could be when they got it right. 
Sometimes Staples was barely 
singing, and he could have been a 
jaundiced Jarvis Cocker. At other 
times his voice was as big and cav- 
ernous as Scott Walker’s. 

Now, following last year’s little- 
heard soundtrack for the French 
film Nenette et Boni, Tindersticks 
return with a CD that at one point 
(with the band on the verge of 
splitting up) was destined to bear 
the title The Last Tindersticks 
Album. Instead it’s called Curtains 
(London). It’s the group’s most 
focused and satisfying opus yet — 
a disc that’s given them a pro- 
found new lease on life. The loss 
and anguish are laid on less thick- 
ly. If “Another Night In” picks up 
where Staples’s moodiness left off 
in 1995, songs like “Don’t Look 
Down” find the singer closer to 
rapture, enveloped in the swirling, 
John Barry—like string arrange- 
ments of Dickon Hinchcliffe. 

Most of the tempos on Curtains 
are on the slow side, and the songs 
boast the kind of spare, non-rock 
instrumentation (acoustic guitars, 
vibes, strings, harmonium, snare 
rimshots) the Tindersticks have 
favored in the past. “Rented 
Rooms,” set to a lazily swaying

rhythm, stars our hero Staples as a 
kind of unshaven Lothario fever- 
ishly searching for a room in which 
to copulate. But Staples has grown 
less in thrall to a pscudo-literary 
idea of despair. “Buried Bones,” a 
duet with former Bongwater 
chanteuse Ann Magnuson, brings 
to mind Nick Cave and Kylie 
Minogue (or Nancy Sinatra and 
Lee Hazlewood) singing a 
Beautiful South song. 

The strangest track, given the 
band’s general reticence and mis- 
trust of fame, is the seven-and-a- 
half-minute “Ballad of Tinder- 
sticks,” a “Story of Them”—style 
account of the pop-star life that 
reads like a hastily scrawled entry 
from Staples’s diary. Delivered in 
a bored monotone that vaguely 
recalls the John Cale of Songs to 
Drella, this one takes us from 
New York to LA’s Chateau 
Marmont, where Staples _ is 
offered a choice between the John 
Belushi and Jim Morrison bunga- 
lows, and thence to London’s 
Atlantic Bar & Grill, where the 
“exclusive door policy” is “exclu- 
sively for assholes.” Against the 
smooth organ tones and vibrato 
guitar accents, Staples asks him- 
self, “When do you lose the abili- 
ty to step back and get a sense of 
your own ridiculousness?” 

The point, of course, is that 
Tindersticks aren't really intcrest- 
ed in the world of “Ballad of 
Tindersticks.” They're now ready 
to continue to keep their heads 
down, out of the glare of publici- 
ty. And their music continues to 
resonate for people tired of blar- 
ing guitars and flashy ephemera.

May the curtain never come down

Purists might wince to see folk-rocker Bruce

Cockburn appearing among the 
18th annual festival’s 106 indoor 
concerts, but no one would take 
issue with a series that paired two 
keyboardists — such as Cyrus 
Chestnut and James Williams — 
each night of the 10-day extrava- 
ganza. And this year, the first of 
two “Invitation” series, which 
gives artists the chance to present 
several different bands over the 
course of four or five nights, 
belonged to trombonist Ray 
Anderson, who like the festival 
itself knows how to reach a wide 
audience and take artistic risks. 
On the first night he stuck his 
neck farthest out, presenting two 
of his snost advanced working 
trios: BassDrumBone, with bass- 
ist Mark Helias; and drummer 
Gerry “Hemingway; and_ his 
European trio with guitarist 
Christy Doran and drummer Han 
Bennink. The 20-year-old 
BassDrumBone, who have a new 
album on Enja due later this sum- 
mer, have lost none of their 








exploratory excitement. If any- 
thing, the passing decades have 
made the members more subtle 
and attuned to one another. Their 
elegant interplay generated music 
of rapidly shifting timbres, 
rhythms, and glancing allusions 
to reggae, marching bands, and 
contemporary classical music. 
The second trio, only a few 
years old and with two CDs on 
hat Art, put on one hilarious 
show, thanks primarily to the 
manic Bennink, the Jim Carrey of 
avant-garde drumming. Doran’s 
thick, screeching sounds act as a 
sonic binder between Anderson’s 
sputtering and fragmented lines 
and Bennink’s comical, force-of- 
nature onslaught. They bent and 
warped everything in their path, 
but not from any destructive or 
alienating impulses. Their ap- 
proach is joyful, overflowing with 
vitality, and it produces some of 
the most likable and invigorating 
new music being made today. 
Anderson’s molten sound and 





vocal inflections make him one of 
the most immediately recogniz- 
able players in jazz. The second 
night teamed him with three 
equally strong trombone voices 
— George Lewis, Craig Harris, 
and Gary Valente — in Slide 
Ride. Together since 1993, this 
was a quartet with a sense of 
humor to match their sonic 
power. (The trombone still 
attracts jokesters.) On a program 
of original compositions and 
arrangements contributed by each 
member, they drew on the jazz 
tradition, making Tricky Sam 
Nanton yah-yahs with their mutes 
and tailgating New Orleans slides 
in the collective ensembles. But 
there were also the sounds of 
sloppy wet kisses, equine whin- 
nies, and elephant snorts mixed in 
among” graceful .arabesques, 
gospel quartet voicings, and lush 
Ellingtonian sentiment. 

Part of the drama of Ander- 
son’s music arises from the ten- 
sion he sets up when he pushes

established forms into new 
shapes. So the third night of the 
series, billed as “Ray Anderson 
Plays and Sings the Blues,” bal- 
anced a down-home blues feel 
against his irrepressible humor 
and his urge to stretch things to 
the breaking point. He premiered 
a_ stellar quintet — Amina 
Claudine Myers on_ piano, 
Hammond B-3, and providing 
vocals; guitarist Dave Tronzo; 
bassist Lonnie Plaxico; and 
drummer Charli Persip — who 
took a few songs to get in the 
groove. But once they eased into 
“Damaged But Good,” with 
Myers and Anderson trading 
vocal choruses, the band really 
took off. Anderson danced and 
mugged with abandon but was all 
business when he solo’d, main- 














taining a blues feeling 
even when he pushed off 
farthest from the tune 
through masterful use of 
mutes, growling and 
moaning like a Delta 
blues player one minute 
and sweetly singing like a 
church chorus the next. 
The songs themselves, 
with lyrics by Anderson’s 
wife, Jackie Raven, were 
unsentimental, ironic, and 
literate without being too 
arty. At a time when most 
original jazz songs arc 
achingly sincere and 
utterly humorless, they 
were a breath of fresh air. 

The fourth evening fca- 
tured the Pocket Brass 
Band, with trumpeter 
Jack Walrath, tuba player 
Bob Stewart, and Persip 
again on drums. Although 
only a year and a half old, 
with just a few performances 
together, they proved to be the 
solidest and funkiest of all the 
bands Anderson fronted. Stewart 
was a relentless groove machine, 
the Bootsy Collins of the tuba, 
pushing the band . forward 
through the New Orleans-styled 
tunes. Walrath’s passionate post- 
bop voice was a good contrast to 
Anderson, who once again blitzed 
the material. On “Peace in Our 
Time,” he worked simple riffs into 
frenzied blurs that soared upward 
in corkscrew patterns and finally 
broke free of the composition's 
orbit. “I like®to keep one car 
cocked to the second linc, and 
one ear pointed to the sky,” 
Anderson had explained earlicr 
that day. “That's what I liketo do

Especially when 
said animal is actually a man 
dressed in a gorilla suit. Directed 
by Caroline Thompson, the film is 
based on the true story of 
Gertrude “Trudy” Lintz (Rene 
Russo), a loony but kindhearted 
rich lady in the 1920s who collect- 
ed tons of animals and treated 
them like humans. Dearest. to 
Trudy's heart is Buddy, a cuddly 
gorilla she saved from dying as 
an infant. The film ploddingly 
traces Buddy's growth from baby 
to adult through to the startling 
conclusion, when Trudy learns 
what the rest of us already knew: 
gorillas don't belong in the living 
room.

**&*1/2 CHASING AMY (1997). 
In the bracing last chapter of his 
New Jersey triptych (Clerks, 
Malirats), Kevin Smith gives us a 
winsome heroine who, though 
sexually daring, is as heartbreak- 
ing and complicated as her love 
story. Alyssa Jones (Joey Lauren 
Adams), a comic-book artist with 
a knowing half-smile and a Betty 
Boop squeak, catches the eye of 
sensitive fellow artist Holden (Ben 
Affleck) at a comic-book conven- 
tion. And they're a perfect match: 
they both like girls. Smith doesn't 
cower from the challenges of a 
boy-meets-lesbian romance; 
eventually Alyssa and Holden 
melt into a seemingly preposter- 
ous, hopelessly passionate affair. 
The couple's soul-baring dialogue 
spills out like the real thing: 
breathless, questioning, heartfelt, 
as Alyssa confronts an insecure 
Holden about her eyebrow-raising 
past. Smith does stumble at the 
end, tacking on a pat, safe con- 
clusion. But it takes guts to make 
a personal film, and his tender 
characterization of Alyssa proves 
he's got the goods.

*1/2 CHILDREN OF THE REVO- 
LUTION (1997). Peter Duncan's 
attempt at a comedy about Stalin 
and Communist revolutionaries is 
about an Australian zealot (a 
relentless Judy Davis) who in 
1953 gets an invitation from Joe 
himself (a brutally mugging F. 
Murray Abraham). They have an 
unforgettable night — he dies and 
she gets pregnant. Ignorant of his 
lineage, little Joe (a pliant Richard 
Roxburgh) follows in mom's radi- 
cal footsteps, becoming head of 
the national police union and 
bringing Australia to the brink of 
civil war in 1990. Duncan is intent 
on showcasing his film knowledge 
and expertise, spoofing every 
major genre. There is talent here, 
and a bright cameo by Geoffrey 
Rush, this year’s Best Actor 
Oscar winner for Shine. But 
Duncan's timing, historic and 
comic, is off, dooming these 
Children of the Revolution to 
dialectic defeat.

CLUBBED TO DEATH — LOLA 
(1997). In Yolanda Zauberman's 
surreal vision of an urban 
netherworld, a 20-year-old 
woman falls asleep on a bus and 
wakes up in a techno-pop 
cityscape of dropouts, drug 
addicts, and thieves.

Nicolas 
Cage (sporting a bad haircut and

a colorless Ving Rhames to a 
new maximum-security federal 
prison.

Simon West's 
summer blockbuster is at its best 
when it doesn't try to be more 
than a high-priced piece of crap 
with dark humor and witty, if 
crass, self-parody.

The action, or lack 
of it, takes place on a single mini- 
malist stage, from which the three 
characters starkly convey their 
thoughts and memories through 
direct address to the camera, with 
virtually no interaction.

The 
direction by David Hare is a non- 
issue; Mourner succeeds be- 
cause of Nichols's utterly com- 
pelling performance as a self- 
loathing, selfish narcissist who's 
introspective, vulnerable, and 
honest.

* x xDONNIE BRASCO (1997). 
Four Weddings and a Funeral 
director Mike Newell's latest is a 
brooding, funny, horrific frieze of 
thwarted loyalty, love, and ambi- 
tion. Johnny Depp is Joseph 
Pistone, a real-life undercover 
FBI agent who infiltrated the high- 
est levels of the New York City 
mafia in the guise of a diamond 
fence named Donnie Brasco in 
the ‘70s. A lower-level mafia hit- 
man (played with dark pathos by 
Al Pacino) gruffly but touchingly 
takes the slippery Pistone/Brasco 
under his wing and teaches him 
the rules of the underworld. A 
master of visual jokes, Newell 
brings a puckish melancholy, an 
acrid humor, and a blithe resigna- 
tion to the dank New York city 
landscape. Arlington Capitol. 

* *DREAM WITH THE FISHES 
(1997). This Finn Taylor film is 
about an unlikely duo, Terry 
(David Arquette), a suicidal yup- 
pie and burgeoning voyeur who 
cannot come to terms with his 
wife’s death, and Nick (Brad 
Hunt), a terminally ill junkie. They 
meet under ominous circum- 
stances: Terry can't summon the 
nerve to kill himself, so Nick 
offers to help carry out the deed if 
Terry will bankroll one final, fanta- 
sy-filled outing. With ease and 
sadistic glee, Nick pushes 
Arquette’s repressed Terry to the 
edge, kicking off the death pact 
with a handful of hallucinogenic 
drugs and some odd little sexca- 
pades (including naked bowl- 
ing?), but as the clock winds 
down, things turn weighty and the 
two hit the road for Nick's final 
reckoning with his dysfunctional 
family. The innovative cinematog- 
raphy by Barry Stone and the 
smoky cool soundtrack help keep 
the film palatable; the real winner, 
though, is Hunt, who's bitten into 
a sexy, idiosyncratic role that 
should do wonders for his career.

(1978). Jackie Chan's first 
international hit set his amiable 
ever-adolescent persona: the 
excitable, non-intellectual son 
who's slapped about by his father 
for misbehaving and goes on to 
learn discipline and Buster 
Keaton-like acrobatics, martial- 
arts style, from a red-nosed tip- 
ster. At the end, he's able to bat- 
tle a sullen villain with a Tony 
Orlando haircut and make all the 
patriarchs proud.

Here the good 
guy is Sean Archer (John 
Travolta), an FBI agent who, like 
most good guys, hates his job, is 
fed up with his family, and is 
whiny, cringing and impotent. The 
bad guy is Castor Troy (Nicolas 
Cage), a terrorist for hire who 
killed Sean's young son in an 
attempt to assassinate the agent. 
Sean gets Castor's face sewn 
onto his own head so he can 
assume his antagonist's identity; 
when Castor comes to, he returns 
the favor. Once you get over that 
vast implausibility, the rest is easy 
to swallow. The new “Sean” is 
played now by a Travolta joyously 
liberated by pure id and sassy 
insouciance. As the new “Castor,” 
Cage, caught in an uneasy pact 
between the groveling Sean and 
the Dionysiac Castor, is one of 
the film's few disappointments. 
But Woo doesn't resist the temp- 
tation of cathartic violence. 
Brutally unmasking good and evil, 
he faces their inextricable kinship 
and in it finds redemption for 
both.

SIONS (1997). First-time director 
Susan Streitfeld probably didn't 
have much competition from stu- 
dio moguls when she optioned 
Dr. Louise J. Kaplan's Female 
Perversions: The Temptations of 
Emma Bovary — but she seizes 
the screen with utter confidence. 
The astonishing Tilda Swinton, 
one of the sexiest actors in 
movies today, is Eve Stephens, a 
sharklike district attorney who has 
maneuvered her career toward a 
judgeship. Ostensibly attached to 


a pony-tailed male sophisticate 


(Clancy Brown), Eve leads a life 
dominated by women: her klepto- 
maniac sister (Amy Madigan); a 
beautiful young psychiatrist 
(Karen Sillas) whom Eve meets in 
an elevator; and a gender-con- 
fused pubescent niece (Dale 
Shuger). Streitfeld combines

When Branagh fulfills his inten- 
tions, he transforms his inspira- 
tions into often breathtaking cine- 
matic conceits, and his Hamiet 
offers some of the finest 
Shakespeare committed to the 
screen. But his energy and emo- 
tion peak early and never abate; 
that and not the length is what 
makes the film exhausting. Derek 
Jacobi’s Claudius is almost 
Hamlet-like in his brooding doubts 
and dreads — he, not Hamlet, is 
the melancholy Dane in this ver- 
sion. And the scenes between 
Branagh and Kate Winslet 
(Ophelia) seethe with sexual pas- 
sion and pathology. On the other 
hand, Chariton Heston as the 
Player King, Billy Crystal as a 
Brooklynese Gravedigger, and 
Robin Williams dressed like the 
Nutcracker as Osric suggest that 
the fault here lies not in Branagh 
but in his casting of stars.

Still stung 
by his commercially blighted foray 
on the dark side in The Cable 
Guy, Jim Carrey has opted for the 
insufferably light. He’s Fletcher 
Reede, a lawyer (or “liar” as his 
terminally cute son Max, played 
by Justin Cooper, ruefully calls 
him) whose career has taken off 
thanks to his indifference to hon- 
esty, justice, and his responsibili- 
ties as a father and ex-husband. 
When Fletcher. misses his son's 
birthday yet again (he’s seeking 
company advancement by shag- 
ging his boss, played by a 
Vampira-ish Amanda Donohoe), 
Max makes a wish that his dad 
won't be able to tell a lie for 24 
hours — and his wish is granted. 
Soon Liar deteriorates into 
smarmy, vaguely misogynistic 
moralism. Inept and cynical, the 
film rings true only in the outtakes 
shown during the closing credits, 
in which Carrey's aversion to this 
material looks as strong as his 
character's distaste for honesty.

SIC PARK (1997). The DNA- 
regenerated dinosaurs of Steven 
Spielberg's Jurassic Park are 
back, along with Richard Atten- 
borough and Jeff Goldblum. This 
time out there’s also Julianne 
Moore as Goldblum's paleontolo- 
gist girlfriend, Vanessa Lee 
Chester as his whiny daughter, 
and would-be big-game hunters 
Arliss Howard and Pete 
Postlethwaite, who want to bag 
the dinos for a zoo. The sheer 
awe of watching herds of ste- 
gasauruses re-created by com- 
puter effects soon gives way to 
the visceral thrills of seeing T. 
rexes and raptors stalk, chase, 
and devour their hapless human 
prey. But even more so than in 
the original movie, plot, plausibili- 
ty, and character are secondary 
to spectacle. Of course, we've all 
seen it before, not just in Jurassic 
Park but in King Kong, Godzilla 
(both of which Spielberg comical- 
ly alludes to), and the 1925 silent 
adaptation of Arthur Conan 
Doyle's The Lost World — which 
Michael Crichton’s novel shame- 
lessly plagiarizes. And undoubt- 
edly we'll see it all again. Copley 
Place, Fresh Pond, Allston, sub- 
urbs. 

* *1/2 LOVE! VALOUR! COM- 
PASSION! (1997). Stage director 
Joe Mantello's adaptation of 
Terrence McNally’s Tony-winning 
play has the original cast (except 
for Seinfeld's Jason Alexander in 
the Nathan Lane role). But it 
soaps up like a sentimental 
episode of The Real World in 
which all the housemates are 
gay. The guests who gather for 
three weekends at the home of a 
bland choreographer (Stephen 
Bogardus) and his blind lover 
(Justin Kirk) include a wise-acre 
twinkle-toes living with AIDS 
(Alexander), a longtime couple 
(Stephen Spinella and John 
Benjamin Hickey), a misanthropic 
Brit (John Glover), and an arro- 
gant Latino dancer (Randy 
Becker). Later, the group is 
brightened by the Brit's tender- 
hearted twin (Glover in ridiculous 
Patty Duke mode), who's also 
fighting AIDS. Mantello, however, 
doesn't shed his theatrical roots 
as easily as his characters shed 
their clothes. The result is two 
hours of stagy, self-conscious 
“Moments” served up either sun- 
dappled or moonlit, and cut with 
the occasional shot of melodra- 
ma. Although the adaptation 
delivers on. its title’s exclamatory 
promises, it unfortunately also 
becomes Long! Vapid! Contrived!

*% & & &M (1930). The most haunt- 
ingly atmospheric of films, Fritz 
Lang's superb story of a sadist 
who kills little girls — and the 
revenge a German town and its 
underworld take on him — intro- 
duced Peter Lorre as the out- 
wardly gentle killer who “can't 
help it.” Given scarcely any dia- 
logue except for his excruciating 
final speech, Lorre develops a 
character of extraordinary depth 
and complexity, mostly through 
an accumulation of tics, postures, 
facial expressions, and unpre- 
dictable movements. And as he 
would later demonstrate in his 
first Hollywood film, Fury (1936), 
Lang comprehended mob psy- 
chology and the dynamics of a 
lynching. Whether the director 
intended his film as a condemna- 
tion of Nazism is doubtful, but 
everyone in M does cast a long 
shadow.

(1974). Instead of opening up 
Mozart's opera with contrived out- 
door scenes, Ingmar Bergman 
reinvents a stage production, and 
the result is a sunny, lyrical, alto- 
gether joyous film, one of the 
most successful screen transla- 
tion of opera.

Walter Matthau is the incorrigible 
dreamer, a guy who bets 10 
bucks across the board on 70-1 
longshots and who signs up the 
pair as cruise-ship dance instruc- 
tors in an adolescent bid to “sip 
champagne with lonely rich 
broads.”

acquire a “chipper” van and start 
their own business: Bimbo's 
Burgers. The van, a manky no- 
wheeler with an interior “like the 
insides of a leper,” soon proves 
to be a smash hit among locals 
so embroiled in Ireland's 1990 
World Cup campaign that they 
can't be bothered to cook. The 
physical comedy of the duo's 
burger-flipping, grease-splatter- 
ing, utterly unhygienic antics is 
hilarious.

ENGAGEMENT (1996). The 
siege of the Branch Davidian 
compound in Waco on April 19, 
1993 — which ended in the fiery 
deaths of leader David Koresh 
and 75 other men, women, and 
children — was, according to this 
film, a gross violation of civil 
rights and a crass cover-up. 
Compiling TV news footage, eye- 
witness and expert testimony at a 
subsequent congressional hear- 
ing, recordings of phone calls 
between the Branch Davidian 
leaders and FBI negotiators, 
home videos made by compound 
members during the siege, and, 
most compellingly, infrared aerial 
footage taken during the attack 
and resulting conflagration, 
Gazecki makes a damning case 
against the government.

AS SUMMER ENNUI taken someone you love? The 

symptoms are unmistakable: general lethargy inter- 
rupted by irritable bursts of channel-surfing. Glazed 
eyes. Disgust with the long, bright days. 

A little soft porn from the German publisher Taschen 
might be just what the doctor ordered. Consider leaving 
one (or two or three) of these miniature books in a place 
your dearest will be sure to look — and watch your list- 
less lover enter the forbidden world of mid-20th-century 
underground erotica. 

The books lean heavily on camp appeal, but that doesn't 
mean they're tame. Take Bizarre, which celebrates pho- 
tographer John Willie's 1940s mail-order catalogue of 
the same name. In an era of extreme prudishness, Willie 
offered a cornucopia of corsets, masks, and six-inch 
heels, along with detailed advice on bondage. There’s 
another mini book on Eric Stanton, an artist whose ruth- 
less comic-book dominatrixes must have rocked — and 
riveted — readers in the 1950s and ’60s. (One sketch 
has a mother sitting on her son-in-law’s face, whip in 
hand, teaching her daughter how to “handle” her new 
husband.) 

Still campier is 100 Male Nudes, which features shots 
from the early years of Physique Pictorial, a subversive 
“muscle mag” launched in the 1950s. The captions

French class

“So that’s the story of Allison and the flag. It will 
probably sound stupid to me in 20 years, but it means 
something to me now. I’m not quite sure what.” 

I was lamenting the fact that on my monthlong teen 
tour to France the previous summer, I hadn’t taken the 
time to appreciate “the more undetectable wonders and 
pleasantries of the country.” That I hadn’t, in other 
words, been more like Allison, a girl from New 
Hampshire who took “the whole month seriously.” 

I first noticed Allison because her only carry-on bag 
was a knapsack. The rest of us on that tour had two 
bulging carry-ons each, in addition to the two large suit- 
cases we'd checked; one girl I knew from school had _ 
actually brought three gigantic duffel bags for the month. 
Allison’s luggage was a single black duffel not much big- 
ger than her knapsack. 

Between her outfit and her baggage, Allison seemed to 
be dressed all wrong for a visit to such a fashionable 
country. She wore sensible shorts, a man’s short-sleeved 
button-down shirt, and no makeup. I wasn’t exactly a 
mascara queen, but I wore eyeliner and lip gloss — prac- 
tically every girl there did. 

Allison really didn’t have a lot in common with me, or 
with anyone else on our hall. 

The rest of us had plenty in 
common: we went to private 
schools, we spent winter 
vacations in the Caribbean, 
we had our own telephones. 
These girls were like the 
people I knew back home in 
New York, and to my 15- 
year-old mind, they were the 
“right” kind of kids. They 
owned the right things, they 
wore the right clothes — in 
short, they were worth my 
time. 

I soon learned that 
Allison, age 16, had worked 
in a gas station to finance 
the $3500 trip. Now, I had 
worked at a publishing com- 
pany for a month to make 
some spending money, but a 
gas station? I didn’t know 
how to process that fact. I 
was impressed by Allison’s 
self-sufficiency, but repelled by the idea of her pumping 
gas. This inchoate feeling would find expression years 
later in the singularly snide British abbreviation NQOCD 
— not quite our class, darling. 

Still, she intrigued me. For one, she was very indepen- 
dent: unlike the rest of us, she didn’t need someone to 
explore the city with her. And her French, as I discovered 
in our classes, was excellent — intonation, accent, every- 
thing. She also wrote in her journal about what she saw 
and did, and she took long walks around the city, return- 
ing with nothing she hadn’t taken with her — her knap- 
sack, her journal, a map, and money for a drink. 

Meanwhile, the rest of the girls on our hall accumu- 
lated shopping bags daily; I was blowing about $10 a 
day on crépes alone. Instead of trying out my French on 
the natives, I spent the better part of the trip buying 
purses and creams and shoes from them, keeping a 
record in the back of my class notebook of everything I 
bought and what it cost. I didn’t write about Paris, or 
my new friends, or Allison, or even about my biggest 
thrill in Paris — the hot afternoon when I was wearing 
my new pink T-shirt and new pink-and-white loafers 
and new pink-and-yellow flower earrings, and someone 
thought I was French. To me, this meant I had acquired 
the European look, a real coup that would pay off back 
home. In retrospect, it was a perfect illustration of the 
way I approached life at the time: How do I look? 
instead of How can I really get to know the world 
around me? 

I couldn’t help noticing how Allison’s experience dif- 
fered from mine. Why didn’t she seem bothered about 
not having much spending money? Why, in fact, did she 
appear rather content? Her self-possession needled me. 
Could my purchases somehow be less important than I 
thought they were? 

The second part of our tour would take us to Antibes, 
for two weeks on the Riviera. It was right around Bastille 


; N MAY OF 1982, an entry in my journal concluded:

Day, which I knew came on July 14 and was sort of the 
French version of Independence Day. In 1789, the ordi- 
nary citizens of Paris had stormed the prison and liberat- 
ed all the inmates, and that’s all I remembered from 
European History. Revolutions bored me, and I didn’t 
really understand this one. Something about money and 
land and rights. Something about the aristocracy and the 
bourgeoisie. 


PARISIANS WERE dressing their city for the holiday, 
hanging banners everywhere and flying the French flag, 
the tricoleur. Like everyone else in Paris, my friends and I 
were in anticipatory mode, but for a different reason: we 
were eager to get down to the beaches. 

Then at lunch on July 11, the day before we were head- 
ing south, Allison reported that she had found a building 
all decked out for Bastille Day, with a bunch of different 
flags flying in front of it, including the tricoleur. She said 
she wanted a tricoleur before we left, and invited us all to 
get up with her at 5 a.m. and run across a bridge to the 
other side of the Seine and steal a flag. 

Everyone at the table thought it was a neat idea, but no 
one wanted to get up at five. At least that’s what they 
said. I, however, considered it for the rest of the day, 

though the thought of 
defecting from*my 
usual crowd made me 
a little queasy. 

I set my alarm for 
five. But when it start- 
ed to bleep, I looked 
toward the window, 
hit the button, and 
went back to sleep 
until eight o’clock, 
when people began 
pushing their suitcas- 
es down the hall. 

The long train ride 
to Antibes was hot, 
and we were all 
mashed up against 
one another, some on 
the floor, wedged 
between bags. 
Passengers kept get- 
ting on, but no one, it 
seemed, got off. By 
hour five, the novelty 

of European rail travel had worn away. We were cranky. 
We were restless. 

When Allison reached into her knapsack, no one was 
paying much attention. I was zoning, watching for a love- 
ly Impressionist landscape to spring up outside the win- 
dow and transport me from our cramped cubbyhole of a 
train car. Suddenly, a few feet away, there appeared 
broad bands of blue, white, and red. Allison was holding 
her flag. 

“You did it!” someone said, and Allison smiled grate- 
fully before beginning to tell about us about how scared 
she had been running across the bridge. While people 
passed around the huge tricoleur, I envisioned Allison 
running at dawn, the city-all hers, and was seized with 
violent regret. 

I still feel pangs every year, partly for not having gone 
with Allison, but more because I didn’t get to know her. 
It seems apt that Bastille Day was part of this experience, 
since I now think — to articulate what I couldn’t 15 
years ago — that Allison was the first peer who made me 
think twice about my family’s bourgeois lifestyle. It may 
have looked great from the outside, but — at least for me 
— it didn’t allow much feeling of connection to other 
people, except in a shorthand sort of way. Allison was 
solid confirmation from the outside world that money 
and privilege and status didn’t ensure a high quality of 
life. It was a liberating notion. 

I tried to make my loafers last as long as possible. By 
the end of the next year, they were all I had left of France 
and that feeling-of pink-flowered triumph I had briefly 
enjoyed. Soon enough, though, even the loafers were 
gone, and there was really nothing left from that trip 
except my class notebook and the memory of the thing I 
couldn’t bring myself to do. 

I’d like to think Allison still has that flag she freed. @

I've bought many cigarettes in my years, but all of them have 
been class A cigarettes. I’ve seen third-class mail, grade B beef, 
and C-average math, but why no class B cigarettes?

We're not big on smoking around here, Shaft, but we figure 
whatsoever concerns humanity should concern us. So we 
called up Cliff at the federal Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and 
Firearms (and don’t those sound like the ingredients for a 
great camping trip?). Cliff revealed the following facts: 

1) Federal officials recognize two kinds of cigarettes: small 
cigarettes (Class A), which weigh up to three pounds per 
thousand and are taxed at $12 per thou, and large cigarettes 
(Class B), which weigh more than three pounds per thousand 
and have a tax rate of $25.20. 

2) Total Class A cigarettes produced in fiscal 1996: 755 billion. 

3) Total Class B cigarettes produced in fiscal 1996: zero. 

We thought: boy, this sounds like an extremely useful classi- 
fication system. What other nonexistent cigarettes can we 
dream up categories for? Concrete cigarettes! Electrical 
cigarettes! Cigarettes with stainless-steel linings! 

This just shows what a bad attitude we have. Cliff patiently 
explained that in fiscal 1995, 83,000 Class B cigarettes were 
produced, and 105 million were taxed. 

We thought about this, then we asked the obvious question: 
“Huh?” 

“They must have been cleaning out the inventory,” Cliff 
replied. Cigarettes aren’t taxed until they’re put into sales chan- 
nels. The market for Class B cigarettes was declining rapidly. 

This doesn’t sound like a market that’s declining, we 
thought. This sounds like a market that’s dropped dead. We 
asked Cliff: have you ever seen a class B cigarette? 

Sure, Cliff said. We then heard the sound of someone rum- 
maging around in what we took to be the ATF’s Big Drawer of 
Cool Stuff. “There’s a hookah in here!” Cliff exclaimed at one 
point. At last he found what he wanted: a brand called 
Cigarettellos. He was cagey about the manufacturer’s identity, 
no doubt having a certain paranoia about spilling the beans on 
the tobacco industry to weasels from the press. But we found 
out that Cigarettellos were manufactured by Nat Sherman 
International, a purveyor of fine tobacco products in New York 
City and, for many years, one of the only makers of class Bs. 

On the horn with Joel Sherman, president of Nat Sherman 
International, we ascertained the following: 

1) Cigarettellos were ordinary cigarettes, except that they 
were six-and-a-half inches long. This gives you a clue as to the 
long-term marketing problem faced by this brand. Who wants 
to be seen waving a cigarette the size of a magic wand? 

2) Nat Sherman also made several other brands of large 
cigarettes, including Fantasia (which were rolled in multicol- 
ored paper) and MCD Double. As near as Joel could recall, 
they’d been introduced as novelty items in the 1960s. But they 
sold in minuscule quantities — mostly through specialty tobac- 
co shops — and they were a pain to make. After losing money 
on them for 30 years, Joel figured the market was telling him 
something, and what it was telling him was, “Don’t make these 
cigarettes.” So around 1995, he threw in the towel. 

3) The brands are still made in four-inch Class A versions, 
however, in case you want to re-create the Class B experience 
with scissors and Elmer’s glue. 

But, Joel, we said, you pulled the plug on a product that was 
moving 105 million in its last year. This number is minuscule? 
Wasn't all us, said Joel. He recalled something about one of 
the majors test-marketing a Class B cigarette that was bigger 
than a Class A cigarette in circumference rather than length. 
We are not seeing the sexiness of this, and apparently neither 
was anyone else. The product was withdrawn. 

So now you’ re thinking: damn, no more Class B cigarettes! 
There’s a hole in my life that shall never be filled. You might be 
able to bum one of Cliff’s ’tellos. But if not, never fear: you 
can still get Class B clove cigarettes. We know this because our 
assistant Jane found some in a smoke shop. They’re not big, 
they’re more lethal than all-tobacco smokes, and why they 
don’t show up in the ATF statistics, even Cliff can’t explain. 
But Class B is Class B. 2

But 
even for the well-meaning 
academics who are 
leading the charge, 
“whiteness studies” 
opens a Pandora’s box of 
ugly questions.

RE YOU WHITE? 
If so, the first step is to admit 
that you are white. 


This is not as simple as it may sound. 
When you arrange to meet a stranger 
over the phone, you probably do not say, 
“I am white,” because the information 
seems gratuitous. But you are, in fact. 
You are a member of a large group that 
includes — but is not defined by — 
Spam eaters, Bermuda-shorts wearers, 
suburban “wiggers,” Madeleine Albright, 
the male angry, the liberal guilty, and vir- 
tually every CEO of a Fortune 500 com- 
pany. Whether or not you admit it, you 
occupy a place in our national race hier- 
archy. Every time you walk into a room, 
you bring your whiteness with you. 

And once you do admit it, the difficult 
part is still coming. You’re white: what 
are you going to do about it? 

To blacks, talking about whiteness is 
hardly a bold postmodern gambit; 
they’ve been doing it for a while now. It 
was 75 years ago that W.E.B. Du Bois 
wrote: “None there are that intrigue me 
more than the Souls of White Folk. Of 
them I am singularly clairvoyant. I see in 
and through them . . . I see the workings 
of their entrails.” 

And only five years ago, in her book 
Playing in the Dark: Whiteness in the Lit- 
erary Imagination (Harvard University 
Press, 1992), Toni Morrison eloquently 
called for mainstream scholars to per- 
form the same exercise. “The habit of ig- 
noring race is understood to be a grace- 
ful, even generous, liberal gesture,” she 
acknowledged, but she urged liberals to 
abandon the illusion of colorblindness. 
“My project is an effort to avert the criti- 
cal gaze from racial object to racial sub- 
ject; from described and imagined to de- 
scriber and imaginer; from the server to 
the served.” 

What’s changed now is that whites are 
beginning to pick up the gauntlet. In his 
June 14 speech calling for a national dis- 
cussion on race issues, Bill Clinton — 
slyly identifying himself as a “Scotch- 
Irish Southern Baptist” — urged white 
Americans to jump into the fray: “I know 
that for many white Americans, this con- 
versation may seem to exclude them or 
threaten them. This must not be so.” 
Across the country, corporate diversity 
consultants are encouraging whites to 
examine their own place in the racial 
universe. Aiding in the effort is a panoply 
of new books with titles like A Race Is a 
Nice Thing To Have: A Guide to Being a 
White Person or Understanding the White 
Persons in Your Life (Content Communi- 
cations, 1992), which delivers the good 
news that “while racism and racial privi- 
lege are bad, having a racial identity, 
even if it is a white one, can be a positive 
thing.” 

And it is, perhaps, no surprise that 
gun-show fliers and critiques of 
Roseanne are finding their way into 
seminars in universities all over the 
country. Newly-minted academics who 


cut their teeth on multicultural curricula 
and critical race theory have been only 
too eager to take on Toni Morrison’s 
challenge, as was evident from this 
spring’s UC Berkeley seminar on “The 
Making and Unmaking of Whiteness.” 
Suddenly, young white scholars have a 
genuine mandate to talk about race, and 
the results are rolling off the presses — 
studies on white supremacists and white 
trash, white privilege, white customs, 
white psychology, and white visions of 
whiteness. Special editions of the Min- 
nesota Review and the Harvard journal 
Transition were devoted to the topic this 
year. 

But in the midst of all this lit-crit flag- 
planting are deep disagreements about 
where whiteness is headed, and whether 
an anatomy of the dominant culture is 
what we really need in the first place. 
Somerville historian Noel Ignatiev, a for- 
mer Harvard lecturer whose book How 
the Irish Became White (Routledge, 
1995) helped set off the whole whiteness 
craze, has publicly turned his back on 
the trend, charging that it runs the risk 
of degenerating into apolitical white nar- 
cissism or even — what would be far 
worse — inadvertently legitimizing white 
nationalism. 

“One of the dangers is the transforma- 
tion of [white studies] from a project 
that aims to expose injustice to a project 
that simply wants to talk about ‘what an 
interesting group of people,’ ” he says. 
“It’s anthropological. Observing.” 

And Ignatiev is not the only one 
squirming in his seat. A good deal of the 
Minnesota Review issue was dedicated to 
speculation on how whiteness studies 
could go awry — by anointing poor 
whites as the new Other, by displacing 
multicultural studies, by existing at all in 
a permanent form. And the editors of the 
new anthology Off White: Readings on 
Race, Power and Society (Routledge, 
1997) — a few short paragraphs after 
patting themselves on the back for being 
pioneers — suggest querulously that 
“maybe this should be the last book on 
whiteness.” Well, it hasn’t been, and as 
the proportion of non-Hispanic whites in 
this country dwindles (by the year 2050, 
that group should drop from 83 percent 
of the population to 53 percent), the 
subject of whiteness is likely to come up 
more and more often. What will result 
from this discussion is uncertain. One 
thing is for sure, though. There is some- 
thing very, very dangerous about admit- 
ting you are white. 


The invention of whiteness 


A long, long time ago, when “queer” 
still meant “strange” and the canon 
could be invoked without invisible quo- 
tation marks, race was taught as a bio- 
logical fact and slavery as a polyp on 
American history. It wasn’t until the 
1970s that revisionist historians got their 
hands on what Edmund Morgan dubbed 
the “American Paradox” — that the 
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American ideal of freedom could not 
have been extended to poor whites with- 
out the institution of slavery. 

As radical as that seemed in the mid 
1970s, Morgan and his peers were re- 
treading ground covered long before by 
black writers such as W.E.B. Du Bois and 
James Baldwin. This time, though, the 
race-based reading of history was at the 
center of debate among white academics 
as well. Their fundamental assertion was 
that race itself was invented to justify 
slavery. Previous cultures certainly recog- 
nized ethnicity, but color was not always 
a dividing line; “whites” like the Greeks 
mixed freely with “blacks” like the 
Ethiopians. Ignatiev put it this way: “Peo- 
ple from Africa were not enslaved because 
they were black; they were defined as 
black because they were enslaved.” 

Scholars then picked up the “invention 
of race” idea and applied it to the history 
of the American white working class, a 
group that had generally been regarded 
through the sympathetic lens of labor his- 
tory. Here, too, Du Bois had laid the 
groundwork. In his 1935 book Black Re- 
construction, Du Bois had written of white 
workers who “everywhere received a low 
wage [but were] compensated in part. . . 
by a public and psychological wage.” 

That wage was being white. David 
Roediger revived.that theory in his 1991 
book The Wages of Whiteness: Race and 
the Making of the American Working 
Class (Verso), and then, in 1995, Ig- 
natiev’s How the Irish Became White 
picked up the same thread, telling the 
story of how Irish immigrants, “in be- 
coming White, ceased to be Green.” 

In the country they left, Irish Catholics 
had been an underclass — barred from 
voting, running for office, or going into 
the law or the military. Catholic taxes 
went to the Protestant church, and 
Catholic orphans were brought up 
Protestant. When the first wave of immi- 
gration began, America did not offer 
much immediate relief; in the South, 
Irish workers were sometimes hired for 
work so dangerous that it wasn’t worth 
risking a slave’s life. Blacks were some- 
times referred to as “smoked Irish,” and 
the Irish as “niggers turned inside out.” 

How the Irish Became White examined 
how white workers used race to put dis- 
tance between themselves and the blacks 
they mingled with, thereby ensuring 
themselves a better spot in society. This, 
Ignatiev proposes, is why the Irish, who 
had a long tradition of opposing slavery 
at home, never rose to the abolitionist 
cause, and in fact became virulent 
racists. The sharper the distinction be- 
tween whites and blacks, the safer they 
were. 

According to this analysis, white iden- 
tity means nothing but the privilege of 
not being black. 

“Whiteness is not merely empty and 
false. It’s pernicious,” says Ignatiev. “It’s 
a terrifying effort to build an identity 
based on what is not.” 

Roediger’s and Ignatiev’s work on 





whiteness began to percolate through 
history departments all over the country. 
But even as the pioneers of a new read- 
ing of history, they were teetering on an 
uncomfortable precipice — their schol- 
arship analyzed the evolution of a cate- 
gory that they felt should not exist. Hav- 
ing established that, these scholars were 
ready to leave “white culture” alone. It’s 
not there. End of discussion. 

“| don’t want to give the slightest bit 
of validity to the idea that there is some 
kind of ethnic category as ‘white,’ ” says 
Ignatiev. “That comes very close to the 
concept of white supremacists and white 
nationalists and people like that. Now, I 
understand that most people in white 
studies are opposed to all that. Yet they 
are playing into their hands.” 

By the time the historians came to that 
conclusion, though, it was too late. The 
Great White Hype, as the Minnesota Re- 
view termed it, was off the ground. 


White folks’ ethnography 
Matt Wray dreams of a reading list 
that would start out with Forbes maga- 
zine’s annual survey of the country’s 400 
richest people. “I would say the most im- 

portant group of whites to understand 
are the ruling elites,” says Wray, a doc- 
toral student pioneering the study of 
whiteness at UC Berkeley. He thinks 
students should ask “who these people 
are, and what kind of cultural work do 
their images do? Where do they. put their 
money?” 

But it’s tough for an ethnic-studies 
graduate student to get an interview 
with the ruling elites — what’s known 
as “studying up.” To date, Wray’s work 
has been oriented in a distinctly down- 
ward direction. He's tdught Spam, he’s 
taught Rush Limbaugh, and this year 
marks the publication of the book he 
edited, White Trash: Race and Class in 
America (Routledge). 

Wray was one of the young scholars 
who soaked up the works of Roediger 
and Ignatiev and went into the field to fill 
in the gaps they left. So it’s odd to find 
Wray doing exactly what his older col- 
leagues most distrust: offering semester- 
long dissections of white culture. 

The young critics say their work fol- 
lows a predictable academic trend. The 
social movements of the ’70s fostered 
the creation of academic departments 
whose mission was to tell the story of an 
oppressed class. By the end of the 
1980s, the same departments had swung 
the spotlight around to study the oppres- 
sors. The feminist mgvement, for exam- 
ple, gave rise to women’s studies, which 
eventually turned its attention to the me- 
chanics of male supremacy. 

But much of the prominent work in 
white studies has not examined domi- 
nance. On the contrary, perhaps because 
of the challenges of “studying up,” the 
growing field of white ethnography tends 
to focus on the more grotesque stereo- 
types of lower-class whites — the trailer

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parks, the promiscuity, the abuse. In ef- 
fect, this branch of whiteness studies has 
simply discovered a new minority, as 
Wray puts it in the preface to White 
Trash — “a form of white identity that is 
comfortable in multiculturalism, and 
with which multiculturalism is comfort- 
able as well.” In other words, white-trash 
identity can be approached comfortably 
as an ethnicity, because it is so marginal- 
ized itself that it challenges what Wray 
calls the “ ‘vulgar multiculturalist’ as- 
sumption that whiteness must always 
equal terror and racism.” 

In the process, poor whites become 
just another set of artifacts for a critical 
working-over. Here’s Peter Chvany on 
the public’s amusement with John 
Wayne Bobbitt, in the Minnesota Review: 


We would suggest that part of this 
glee came — perhaps unconsciously 
— out of a sense that Lorena’s blow 
was struck, not for women, but for 
the middle class, against lower-class 
men... As a manual laborer and a 
Marine, Bobbitt's masculine body 
was his source of work and income. 
Cutting off his penis, therefore, 
robbed him symbolically of his iden- 
tity as a member of the (potential) 
working class. 


And here he is on Roseanne: 


Roseanne epitomizes the way white 
trash has come to be understood as a 
marginalized white identity which 
nevertheless peculiarly evades disclo- 
sure of its own class-based origins. 


It is interesting to speculate on what 
Roseanne would have to say about that. 


Racism 101 

It’s clear, reading Wray’s elaborate ar- 
gument for the cultural significance of 
“white trash,” that the white-culture 
business has a big problem: no one has 
provided a satisfying definition of what 
white culture is. And even some of its 
self-appointed describers have serious 
doubts about the whole enterprise — 
namely, in an academic world that al- 
ready revolves around white culture, why 
bother? 

Jessie Daniels, whose book White 
Lies was published by Routledge this 
year, has her own answer: white studies 
should be the study of racist thought. 
Though that's not the only quality that 
whites have, she argues, it’s the most 
important one, and one that influences 
the political mainstream more than 
many white people would like to admit. 
If you deny the biological fact of a 
white race, as most of the whiteness 
scholars do, there’s not much to unite 
whites except for privilege. So white- 
ness studies, as practiced by scholars 
like Daniels, paints a grim and deter- 
ministic picture of what it means to be 
white: whites built a racist state and 
whites perpetuatetit, In her view, white- 
trash deconstruction work is a mere 
distraction. 

“| don't think there’s any usefulness to 
studying gun shows and trailer parks 
when people are willing to kill or die for 
the cause of white power,” says Daniels, 
who is an assistant professor of sociolo- 
gy at Hofstra University. 


“If the raison d’étre of white studies 
isn’t about dismantling this form of 
apartheid we have inherited,” she adds, 
“then it’s not worth doing.” 

So White Lies is peppered with illus- 
trations like one from the white 
supremacist publication WAR (White 
Aryan Resistance), which bears the head- 
ing “Let’s Answer the Scientific Ques- 
tion... What's On A Nigger’s Mind?” 
It divides a crudely-caricatured black 
man’s brain into segments labeled “crave 
for watermelon, crave for drugs, alcohol, 
pussy, gold chains and drumbeats, and 
criminal behavior.” In a minuscule cor- 
ner of the brain are “responsibility, vocal 
skills, intelligence, hygiene, creative 
skills (must be viewed through micro- 
scope), logic, and proportion.” 

As Daniels stresses in her introduc- 
tion, the point of reprinting this sort of 
literature is not to allow white readers to 
congratulate themselves on being less 
racist than WAR magazine, but to identi- 
fy the racism inherent in mainstream so- 
ciety. That’s not a common white activi- 
ty; the day before Clinton announced his 
race initiative, a Gallup poll revealed that 
whites are far more cheerful than blacks 
about the state of race relations. Most 
whites consider themselves to be free of 
prejudice. In effect, most whites consid- 
er racism to be over. 

It’s not. A General Social Survey 
taken by the National Opinon Re- 
search Center in 1991 offered these 
statistics: 78 percent of whites thought 
blacks were more likely than whites to 
live on welfare; 62 percent of whites 
thought blacks were less likely to be 
hard-working; 53 percent of whites 
thought blacks were less intelligent; 51 
percent thought blacks were less patri- 
otic. The year the survey was taken, 
former KKK leader David Duke was 
elected governor of the state of 
Louisiana. The white-supremacist 
movement, which Daniels says has 
quadrupled its number of dues-paying 
members since 1978, has spawned 
dozens of new, violent groups such as 
the Neo-Nazi skinheads and White 
Aryan Resistance. 

Still, it’s wrong to equate the ethnog- 
raphy of whiteness with the study of 
racism. Werner Sollors, who teaches in 
Harvard's Afro-American Studies De- 
partment, points out the danger of gen- 
eralizing about whites just as we are 
veering away from “single definitions of 
blackness.” 

“Examining racist theory critically is a 
legitimate and important enterprise in a 
democracy, as racism poses one of the 
greatest threats to democracy,” he said 
in an e-mail interview. “Yet believing 
that a given ethnic background makes an 
intellectual, or a Hollywood producer, 
automatically a racist may itself be the 
result of a vulgar form of biological de- 
terminism that was at the core of fascist 
racism.” 

The young scholars on the critical 
vanguard argue that their work — as 
Eric Lott, of the University of Vir- 
ginia, put it — is “defining something 
in order to tear it down.” But they 
don't sound much like people tearing 
something down; they sound like 
scholars who are busy defining a dis- 
crete white world. For a group of peo- 
ple united in the project of trying to 
destroy whiteness, no one seems to 
have much of a plan. 





Redneck Trotsky 


Or almost no one. 

From his house in Somerville, among 
unsold stacks of his periodical Race 
Traitor, Noel Ignatiev is making tentative 
plans to overturn the race system. The 
plan goes this way: if enough white 
Americans reject the privileges they are 
given as whites, then the privileges will 
eventually cease to exist. The movement 
makes use of ringing slogans — “Trea- 
son to whiteness is loyalty to humanity” 
— and recommends such mild forms of 
anarchism as the “Copwatch,” a Min- 
neapolis youth movement in which 
groups of white kids follow police offi- 
cers around with video cameras “to re- 
mind cops their actions are not going 
unnoticed” and “shift the repression by 
the police away from African-American 
kids and onto us.” Other strategies seem 
to range from flouting of social norms 
(for instance, renting houses in white 
neighborhoods to black families) to or- 
ganized mass disobedience (for instance, 
armed robbery). 

Two years after publishing How the 
Irish Became White, \gnatiev has turned 
his back on the academic movement he 
helped create. His Harvard lecturing job 
has come to an end, and he plans to turn 
all his attention to the movement he 
hopes Race Traitor will foster: an army 
of “New Abolitionists,” modeling them- 
selves on John Brown, who will disrupt 
the social equilibrium enough to permit 
radical change. 

Race Traitor’s readership is made up 
of educators, members of the religious 
community, and people who academics 
tend to regard with some alarm — pris- 
oners and skinheads. The group that is 
not reading Race Traitor is what lg- 
natiev refers to, witheringly, as “the tra- 
ditional left.” It’s no wonder. In reach- 
ing out to the groups they do appeal to, 
Ignatiev and company have run 
roughshod over liberal sensibilities. Race 
Traitor has printed value-neutral inter- 
views with neo-Nazis, and Ignatiev him- 
self, in one issue, inveighed against “the 
propensity of American Jews to whine 
about the sufferings of past Jews.” Both 
Ignatiev and Roediger (a fellow New 
Abolitionist) say they hold out the hope 
that the most virulent racists are the 
most promising converts to an anti- 
establishment crusade. (One issue of 
Race Traitor urged people to take an- 
other look at white militias as potential 


allies in the fight against racism.) 

“Among skinheads, there are people 
who might very easily move to other po- 
sitions,” says Roediger. “In the Twin 
Cities, the antiracist skinheads are very 
often carrying the day. These are young 
people who are very disaffected from the 
whole of society, and who are posing the 
question of whether it is worth-it to iden- 
tify as white. In this sense, they can be 
rather effective.” 

These days, the Race Traitor move- 
ment is getting approving attention 
from the general public — a compila- 
tion of essays from the magazine won 
a 1997 American Book Award from 
Ishmael Reed’s Before Columbus 
Foundation. But plenty of critics are 
asking what, exactly, whites will be 
after they stop being white. There are 
no historical precedents for the kind 
of “post-white” lifestyle that Ignatiev 
proposes. The plan of action itself is 
pretty amorphous. And, as in most 
revolutionary agendas, the stakes are 
high: success will be measured in the 
breakdown of social systems. 

The academics Ignatiev criticizes ac- 
knowledge his contributions to the field, 
but they are criticizing him right back. 
Younger whiteness scholars, like UVA’s 
Lott, say Ignatiev is just another '60s 
Marxist railing at academia. 

“It’s frustrating, because the activist 
time frame moves quicker than the aca- 
demic time frame,” says Lott. “But | think 
that too broadly caricaturing [younger 
academics] is generational condescen- 
sion. It comes close to nostalgicizing the 
civil-rights movement, which is a way to 
stall history.” 

And Jeff Ferguson, an old colleague of 
Ignatiev’s who teaches a class in white- 
ness at Amherst College, explains that 
he’s not in the politics business. 

“As far as I'm concerned, there are 
such a thing as intellectuals, and intellec- 
tuals are people who think for a living,” 
he says. Whiteness studies “is academ- 
ically interesting and that’s what we do. 
That’s what we get paid for.” 

And what we're learning about 
whiteness doesn't necessarily make the 
course of social change clearer, he adds. 
It may make it more confusing. “I’m not 
the kind of person who wants to build up 
a lot of heat until there’s some light 
around,” says Ferguson, with a little 
laugh.

hen removed from the incubator of the academy, 

whiteness scholarship can end up as artillery for a 
different kind of movement. Diversity consultants offer the 
concept of “white culture” as a certain balm to agonized 
whites: the reassurance that they, too, can join in the multi- 
cultural chorus. 

Jeff Hitchcock, founder of the Center for the Study of 
White American Culture, is one of the people bringing 
whiteness studies from the academy to the public. Fhe cen- 
ter runs seminars for corporations and religious groups all 
over the country, and will hold its second annual confer- 
ence in Cambridge in November. 

Call them the “Iron John” whites, in honor of Robert Bly’s 
self-affirming male-bonding movement. They are sharing 
with each other the time they heard a beloved aunt use the N- 
word, and working toward the goal of — in the words of psy- 
chologist Robert Carter — “learning to value [themselves] in 
a noncomparative and nonoppressive way.” 

This can be achieved in a number of ways. One program 
operating out of the center is the Recovering Racists Net- 


work, a self-help program that encourages whites “to admit 
that by growing up in a racist culture, there is no way they 
could have avoided becoming racists themselves.” The 
RRN badge (to be worn at all times) comes with a recover- 
ing-racist litany that reads, in part: 


e | have come to understand that | am living in a racist cul- 
ture and have learned to be a racist, and | want to work dili- 
gently to end racism in myself and be an cxample to others. 

e | have come to realize that | have directly or indirectly 
taken part in perpetuating racism. 

e As | learn how to free myself from my racist short- 
comings, I will share this knowledge and join with others of 
like mind in working towards the climination of racism in 
people and institutions. 


Wearing the “recovering racist” badge is a way of pub- 
licly rejecting the standard white defense that contempo- 
rary whites aren't to blame for racism. It’s about “having 
the courage to say ‘Blame me’ ” — a mission of self-mor-

tification. Other elements of Hitchcock's approach are 
more cheerful and self-affirming: he tells whites that they 
have a race too, and that they should learn about it. This 
comes across with an encounter-group chirpiness. 

“I do think there is something called culture that runs 
much deeper [than skin color] as a result of having lived 
as an identity group,” Hitchcock says. “We could look at 
white middle-class values, because those tend to be the 
most identifiable. Rugged individualism, nuclear family 
structure. It’s male-dominated, it tends to be Protestant, 
monotheistic . . . | think there are good things about 
white culture as well as bad things.” 

Either way, the therapeutic aim is to make whites com- 
fortable talking about race issues. And that means making 
whites comfortable with their race. Hitchcock has investigat- 
ed the revolutionary options and finds them wanting; what is 
necessary, he says, is to get along. 

“This can only be worked out culturally,” he says. “I 
don’t think you can step out of your race.”

Race to the finish 


The whiteness scholars are, by and 
large, an anxious bunch. Their language 
is timorous. Their forewords are over- 
wrought. They make much of their “un- 
easiness,” and of the “sneakiness” of their 
subject matter, and of the fact that, as one 
professor told me, “it’s not supposed to be 
a comfortable activity.” For professors, they 
seem to get a lot of night sweats. 

They are right to. 

Multicultural education has painted 
whites into a corner: if, as current curric- 
ula suggest, there are discrete African- 
American and Asian-American racial 
identities in America, then of course 
white American exists as a racial identity 
too, and it was only a matter of time be- 
fore it ended up under the critical micro- 
scope. To some extent, this is good. 
Many whites still think of themselves as 
ethnically neutral — and thus shut out of 
the discussion of race, hovering some- 
where above the fray. So it’s about time 
for whites to admit they are white, and 
that they have garnered certain advan- 
tages from it. 

But if whiteness studies is makes ev- 
eryone so uncomfortable, maybe it’s be- 
cause the work really is dangerous. It’s 
dangerous because it divides a racially 
mixed culture into white culture and non- 
white culture. It’s dangerous because 
white studies — and the white professors 
who, by and large, teach it — could in- 
fringe on the small academic space now 
allotted to people of color. 

And it’s also dangerous because white- 
ness studies does not supply a usable past 
or a promising future. Scholars are “tear- 
ing down” whiteness without any reliable 
vision of what comes after. People Who 
Lack Color? Uncolored People? As Jeff 
Ferguson points out, this work is not 
clearing up anyone’s ideas of what is to 
be done. Far from it. 

Yet it’s impossible to stop up the flow 
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of discussion, and ae in the area 
of race, it would be a terrible mistake to 
try. Talk — so universally reviled as a 
strategy for social action — is the only 
option for a first step in-this particular 
area. The most well-meaning whites still 
experience a form of social apoplexy 
when race comes up in an unfriendly 
way; fairly ordinary remarks on the sub- 
ject can still send a dinner-party conver- 
sation into sudden death. So if it takes a 
period of painful, and occasionally 
ridiculous, self-examination to bring 
whites into the dialogue, then it’s proba- 
bly worth it. 

More worrisome than what whiteness 
studies reveals, though, is what it some- 
times looks away from: namely, the ab- 
surd distribution of privilege in this coun- 
try and the tortured, faltering attempt to 
fix it. It’s a broad picture, and it involves 
all of us. Today, although most white 
Americans say they would be willing to 
live in the same neighborhood with 
blacks, the proportion of resident blacks 
needs to climb to only seven percent be- 
fore the whites start moving out. The av- 
erage weekly earnings of a white person 
($506) are considerably higher than 
those of a black person ($387). In the 
first year of the bans on affirmative ac- 
tion at state universities in Texas and 
California, the incoming law-school 
classes at those schools contain a total of 
four black students in 770 slots. 

And white Americans, by and large, 
think the race problem has been taken 
care of. As long as we’re getting things 
off our chest, can we talk about that? @

Canestaro 


The sole business along a lovely stretch of Peterborough 
Street, Canestaro Pizzeria has an off-the-beaten-track feel that’s 
hard to find in a city. The atmosphere is warm and colorful, and 
the air has the garlicky smell of an authentic Italian trattoria. 

The 11 pasta entrees ($6.50 to $9.25), some gems among 
them, include the creamy but light Abruzzi verde — a simple com- 
bination of chicken and mushrooms over linguini, topped with a 
soothing pesto cream sauce. The gnocchi basilico — a choice of 
potato or spinach-and-ricotta gnocchi, tossed with a basil mari- 
nara sauce — is perfect for a light but filling summer meal. 

Pizzas ($6.95 to $8.95) are topped with still-crispy vegetables, 
or with meat options that include ham, meatbalis, prosciutto, pep- | 
peroni, and sausage. Those same ingredients can be incorporated 
into made-to-order calzones ($6.95; 95 cents per filling). 

Salads ($4.95 to $6.95) are big and fresh; most come with a 
spicy vinaigrette that’s heavy on the balsamic vinegar. Sand- 
wiches ($4.95 to $5.50) are perfect for take-out, and side orders 
(75 cents to $6.50) include crispy garlic bread with mozzarella. 
For dessert, have some cappuccino ($2.50) with a cannoli ($2.95) 
or a piece of tiramisd ($3.50). 

Canestaro Pizzeria, located at 16 Peterborough Street, in 
Boston, is open daily from 11 a.m. to midnight. Call 266-8997.

T’S NOT ALWAYS easy to take the measure of 
|: restaurant in a couple of visits. I’ve eaten at 

Savoy twice and run through almost everything 
on the menu, but I still feel obligated to qualify my 
judgments: one of my visits was during Tuesday- 
night “Cigar Club,” and once, just before a holiday 
weckend, mine was the only party cating dinner. 

That said, Savoy is a disarmingly good restau- 
rant, and a good value to boot. Its personality is 
so hip and clubby that one doesn’t expect much 
from the kitchen, but here the only problem we 
ran into wasn’t offhanded preparation or snippy 
servers, but air clouded with blue smoke. My ad- 
vice: watch out for Tuesdays, or come equipped 
with your own double coronas. 

Savoy is in the Leather District, an arty neigh- 
borhood near South Station whose revival | sup- 
port wholeheartedly as long as | don't have to park 
there. (Try the $5 parking lot near the corner of 
South and Tufts Strects). The place is almost hid- 
den, with scant street 
frontage and an unobtrusive 
sign, but you know you're 
dealing with downtown cool 
as soon as you enter, be- 





cause in the foyer a collec- 
tion of armchairs huddles 
around a coffee table under 
a big oil painting of the same 
armchairs. Pretty sly, huh? 

From its tight little entry- 
way, the restaurant opens 
back into a long, dusky U- 
shaped space, with two bars 
and a series of tables set up 
along a banquctte. The walls 
alternate exposed brick with 
textured plaster, the floor is 
donc in harlequin diamonds 
of black and maroon, and 
the ceiling is a matte-black tangle of pipes and 
wires. Despite all the cute tokens of 97 cool — the 
breezy Moét posters, the cigar nights, the Cos- 
mopolitans — Savoy manages to be entirely seri- 
ous about its food. This is apparent from the 
breadbasket, which holds white and wheat sour- 
dough rolls with impeccably tangy flavor and gold- 
en, tear-it-apart crust. 

After the bread, the first item on the menu struck 
me as sort of unpromising. | was wrong. Seafood 
strudel ($7) was a savory take on what's tradition- 
ally a sweet dish; it used hot seafood stew — scal- 
lops and baby shrimp and crabmeat — to fill a 
cylinder of flaky phyllo. The pastry was sliced diag- 
onally in two, with one half lying across the plate in 
a rust-colored tomato-cream sauce, and the other 
standing smartly at attention. The delicate seafood 
flavors came through remarkably well, and the pre- 
sentation was elegant without fussiness. 

We were similarly pleased with the wild-arugula 
salad ($5), in which broad greens were topped 
with a very light oil dressing and a single large 
crouton, constructed by crowning the lower half 
of a dinner roll with a pillbox hat of goat cheese 
rolled in crushed pistachios. The nuts added a 
sweet counterpoint to the peppery spice of the 
greens. 

None of the appetizers fell far short of that mark, 
except perhaps a special of chilled watercress soup 
that had the fresh, grassy color of vichyssoise but 
very little taste of watercress. The pizza appetizer 
($7) changes from night to night; ours was a round 
of crisp flatbread topped with mozzarella, dande- 
lion greens (which have a spare, spinachy taste 
when cooked), shreds of thick bacon, and sections 
of peeled orange. 

On our second visit to Savoy, when we were the

only party ordering dinner, we encountered ser- 
vice so considerate it seemed possible that the host 
suspected there was a review under way. Courses 
came out with exact timing; water was refilled 
punctually. (On cigar night, when the restaurant 
had been quite a bit busicr, the service was capa- 
ble, but our entrees arrived so long after the appe- 
tizers that a friend remarked on how pleasingly 
un-American the length of our meal was. Other 
Americans might be less amused.) 

On both nights, we moved through a series of en- 
trees that demonstrated the same eclectic Continten- 
tality as the appetizers. A pork tenderloin was hol- 
lowed out in the middle, stuffed with figs, and sliced 
into medallions that were arranged in a row like 
dominoes — quite a package for $13. The outside 
of the meat had been rubbed with aromatic toasted 
cumin seeds that were just a bit strong for the flavors 
of pork and fruit, but overall the plate was a keeper. 
It also included an carthy salad of jcrusalem arti- 
choke and chopped thick ba- 
con, and a long, quartered 
baby Ieck. 

We weren't quite as taken 
with the seared tuna ($14), 
served with a gingery salad of 
leck and julienned carrot. The 
steak was a bit thinner and 
more browned-through than 
good tuna deserves; it also ar- 
rived almost cold. A plate of 
salmon served in an open ba- 
nana Icaf ($13) was also 
cooked to a firmer pink than 
one might expect in a modern 
kitchen; it’s possible that we'd 
encountered a timing glitch 
with the dishes, resulting in 
fresh-out-of-the-oven pork 
but warmed-over fish dishes. 

More satisfying was a skirt steak ($14), cooked 
and sliced to display an attractively rare and juicy 
interior. The meat came with a red-wine reduction 
sauce that blended sweetly with the charred outside 
of the meat. The steak was laid on three thick 
wedges of what the menu described as stuffed flat- 
bread: a kind of quesadilla filled with a stew of shi- 
itake mushrooms and wilted cruciferous greens. A 
similarly packed plate was the grilled chicken 
($12), which was a large breast sliced and fanned 
out. The soft texture of the skin suggested braising 
more than grilling, but the bird had the requisite 
char marks, along with an interesting lemony taste. 
An orange-inflected sauce pooled around the plate, 
leaching into the salad of white beans and tomato 
and parsley, and curling around a big, hot onion 
stuffed with a soft tabouleh. 

Savoy held some of its fire for dessert (all $5). 
The chocolate creme caramel, which sounded 
like the seafood strudel of the dessert world (i.e., 
yawn), offered its own kind of surprise: the cylin- 
der of mild, creamy chocolate custard contrasted 
beautifully with another, much bitterer chocolate 
flavor that came from the sauce poured over it. 
The banana feuillette was pleasant, too, if a bit 
confectionary: a cloud of tangy bananas and 
whipped cream lavished between two offset 
squares of light pastry, set on a plate 
crosshatched with an intense caramel sauce. 

The wine list at Savoy seemed adequate (we had 
a nice glass of Lurton chardonnay for $4 and a 
good Hess cabernet for $6), but it wasn’t nearly as 
long as the cocktail-and-liquor list, which had 
been bound into a little booklet describing all sorts 
of adulterated martinis and small-batch bourbons. 
A night sampling that menu, and we probably 
wouldn’t have noticed the cigars. %

Authentic hot pots, Chinese broccoli 
in oyster sauce, and a comforting dessert 
of hot tapioca in coconut milk. Friendly 
place, too, and a cut cheaper. 
BLUE DINER, 150 Kneeland Street (South 
Station), 338-4639. $7-$15. Not quite a din- 
er, not even very blue, this is still the best 
place to go for a serious meal at 3 a.m. 
The all-night hours, the barbecue menu, 
and the cool bar in back called the Art 
Zone draw everyone from cops to club- 
bers. CF BR Fri. night from 11:30 p.m. until 
4 p.m. Sat., and Sat. night from 11:30 p.m. 
until 4 p.m. Sun. 
BUDDHA’S DELIGHT, 5 Beach St., 
Boston, 451-2395. $4-$10. Chinese and 
Vietnamese Buddhist-temple cuisine, strict- 
ly vegan (except for condensed milk in 
some drinks) imitations of your favorite 
shrimp, pork, and egg dishes. I've seen bet- 
ter visual work in this tradition, but it didn't 
taste as good as the best here: spring rolls, 
summer rolls, nam vang noodle soup, hot- 
and-sour soup, moo shi, Lake Tung-ting 
“shrimp,” and anything spicy or with lemon- 
grass.

Actually the perfect three- 
generational night out, as this revived di- 
nosaur of Chinatown scores with fried 
goodies for the kids, authentic Hong Kong 
and Cantonese-style seafood for the par- 
ents, and spirited Chinese-American clas- 
sics for the grandparent generation. Superb 
soups for all. Lunch and late-night dim sum. 
BR Dim sum daily, 8:30 a.m. to 3 p.m. 
EAST OCEAN CITY, 25-29 Beach St., 
Boston, 542-2504, 542-4223. $4-$15. 
Handsomely decorated Cantonese-Hong 
Kong restaurant that actually nets a fish 
from the dining-room tank for your steamed 
fish. You can taste the difference. Good 
house special soup, clams in black-bean 
sauce, king tou spares, and chow foon as 
well. Late hours, full liquor license. Dress 
up a little. 
GRAND CHAU CHOW, 41-45 Beach St., 
Boston, 292-5166. $4-$22. A fancier sup- 
plement to the popular Chau Chow 
Seafood Restaurant across the street, with 
good versions of every imaginable Chinese 
dish, but concentrating on Cantonese-style 
seafood and specialties of the Chau Chow 
people from Swatow and Southeast Asia. 
Notice the Swatowese dumpling soup, 
vinegar dips, grey sole with fried fins and 


bones, sautéed pea tendrils, and a surpris- 
ing General Gau's chicken. 

GRAND CHINA, 690 Washington Street, 
482-8898. $6-$14. Huge, somewhat imper- 
sonal, but very handy dining rooms serving 
dim sum (teahouse snacks and dumplings) 
every day through lunch, and shifting over 
to fine Cantonese dining (with a few Man- 
darin-Szechuan dishes) at night. Soups are 
great, and so are clams with black-bean 
sauce, vegetables with fresh squid or real 
crab sauce, and a comfort-food version of 
beef with broccoli. BR Dim sum daily, 8:30 
a.m. to 3 p.m. 

IMPERIAL SEAFOOD RESTAURANT, 70 
Beach St., Boston, 426-8543. $6-$27. The 
downstairs of the famous dim sum restau- 
rant, full of big round tables for large 
groups on medium-celebratory occasions. 
The best of an overly inclusive menu are 
the ambitious Cantonese classics:

When this opened in 1996 as Ba- 
nana Leaf, it was Boston's only full-tilt 
Malaysian restaurant. Malay food is the 
mother cuisine of Indonesian and Thai 
food, and there are heavy Southern Chi- 
nese influences from two centuries of mi- 
grants. It adds up to an amazing asam 
stingray with a vivid curry, numerous other 
seafood novelties, and also plenty of ac- 
cessible soup and noodle dishes. 
PENANG, 685-681 Washington St., 
Boston, 451-6372. $5-$17 If you've been 
hesitating about Malaysian food, hesitate 
no more. Penang is as much fun as the old 
Trader Vic's, and has much more interest- 
ing food. The sharpest flavors are in the 
roti canai appetizer, as well as familiar 
morsels like the Penang popia and chicken 
satay. Lively entrees are the yam pots (fea- 
turing delicious mashed taro root), the 
“house special” squid or lobster or crabs 
with a complex sauce, and the fragrant 
beef rendang.

PEOPLE’S CAFETERIA, 21-23 Edinboro

A good attempt 
to market Vietnamese soup with a user- 
friendly menu describing the usual 18 vari- 
ations of pho with encouraging English 
prose. The soup is very close to what you 
can get with a little more courage else- 
where, once you've had a few experiences 
at Pho Bolsa. Stir-fries less reliable. 

PHO PASTEUR, 8 Kneeland St., Boston, 
451-0247. $3-$5. Superb specialist in noo- 
die soups, beef or chicken based, with a 
variety of mix-ins. Also a line of drinks and 
desserts, and some, like “avocado juice” 
(actually a luscious milkshake), that are 
both. Small, homey, clean.

Along with the herb after 
which the restaurant is named, Chef Tony 
Susi is partial to the best local ingredients 
and novel combinations: pan-seared sea 
bass, New England shellfish stew in lemon- 
grass broth, oven-roasted sausage with 
braised cabbage and soft polenta.
